VANCOUVER (CP) — Air Canada con 
firmed early today that a flight carrying 
Prince Philip was cancelled Saturday night 
after two aborted takeoffs. 

The first was cancelled because of a warn 
ing light, while four blown tires and a 
fire in the undercarraige cancelled the sec¬ 
ond. There were no injuries. 

An Air C^anada spokesman said that ail 
passengers, including the prince, were to 
leave ^Igary at 5:2i a m. EDT today on 
Flight S52. 

The spokesman said that Plight 852. a 


regularly-scheduled 747 flight, was carrying 
371 passengers, including Prince Philip and 
a party of five, when the flight first tax 
ic*d from the Calgary terminal at 9:50 p.m 
EPT for takeoff 

On the second attempt, the spokesman 
said, the aircraft blew four of the 16 main 
wheel tires on the right-hand undercarriage. 

The .spokesman said that fire trucks that 
were follow ing the aircraft, a normal proce 
dure when members of the Royal Family 
are on board, put out the undercarriage fire 
immediately.

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BEIRUT(UPi)—Some (iO 
to KO persons were killed or 
injured in a huge explosion 
and fire at an office used by 
Palestinian militants early 
today in what appeared to 
be the latest clash in a feud 
between moderate and radi¬ 
cal guerrillas.

Philip closes box-office success for Canada 


WASHINGTON (UPl)—Princeton University sci 
entists have achieved a major breakthrough in nu¬ 
clear fusion that could lead to a cheap, abundant and 
.safe power source in the next century, according to a 
top federal energy' department official. 

The experiment uses the same power that Is in the sun 
and the hydrogen bomb and, if perfected, could be used to 
create energy out of sea water. 

The Princeton scientists used a small test reactor to 
produce sun-like temperatures for a moment inside a 
kind of magnetic “bottle.’* 

Fusion—the nuclear reaction that powers the sun—is 
the joining of two atomic particles at high temperatures 

“For the first time in history, the actual conditions of 
fusion have been produced in a fusion reactor in scale 
model,** said Stephen Dean, director of the department's 
magnetic confinement systems division. 

“Experiments at Princeton University which began 
three weeks ago and are now in progress are the most 
signifkant development in the 27 years of the fusion pro 
gram.** 

“It has laid to rest the question of whether fusion is 
feasible from a scientific point of view—there Is now a 
scientific basis for embarking on engineering develop 
ment.** he said. 

Reactor poses design problem 

Scientists produced fusion in the hydrogen bomb. But it 
has proven far more difficult to design a reactor capable of 
containing the suo-like temperatures of a fusion reaction 
and to produce a sustained reaction that giyes off mure 
energy than is needed to trigger and contain it. 

Current nuclear reactors use fission, or the splitting of 
atomk nuclei. Those plants produce high amounts of ra 
dioaettve wa.stes which need to be stored to protect human 
health. Their fuel could be used to produce new atomic 
bombs. In addition, the plants depend on a limited supply of 
uranium. ^ 

“The advantage (of fusion) for the world is that the fuel 
for the fusion reactor is universally available from sea 
water—there will be no fuel crisis because of the cost or 
availability of depletable fuels such as oil and natural 
gas.** Dean .said. 

The reactors used deuterium and tritium, isotopes of 
hydrogen which could be derived from water, he added. 

In addition, the fusion reactor produces *‘one millionth” 
of the radioactive wa.ste of a fission reactor. “*lt is con 
sidered acceptable from an environmental point of view." 
he said, adding that only the walls and the structure of the 
facility would become radioactive, and there was no waste 
product like spent fuel. 

"We have made a great advance,” said Dr. Harold 
Furth. one of the chief Princeton researchers. 

The Princeton experiment involved a small reactor 
called the Torus Tokamak. a doughnut-shaped device 
using a magnetic field to bottle up the blazing gas pro 
duced by the fusion reaction and kec*p it from touching 
metal walls it would otherwise vaporize 

More heat than needed 

“The sun uses gravity to keep its fusion reactions in 
control, but we use magnetic fields.** he said. 

A beam of hydrogen atoms was shot through the core of 
the reactor, producing temperatures of fiO million de 
grees Olsius for one-tenth of a second. Dean said. 

Last fall, scientists produced temperatures of 25 million 
degrees. A temperature of 44 million degrees is needed to 
produce a self-sustaining fusion process, he said. 

Dean said formal announcement of the breakthrough 
was planned for later this week. 

“We now know how to set the size of the reactor and 
how to calculate and scale it up in size.’* he said, adding 
that working reactors could be developed in 10 to 15 years 
and “It would probably be 30 years’* before fusion reactors 
were used to produce electricty. 

Dean said the temperature experiment was one of two 
major breakthroughs expected in the fusion reactor field 
The second, expected next year, will be to sustain the 
temperature for longer periods. 

He said the time and temperature elements would 
brought together in the Tokamak fusion test reactor, cur 
rently under construction and .scheduled for completion in 
1982. 

Scienti.st.s have been attempting to come up with (hr 
exact formula for the controlled fusion explosion—the 
right temperature, density of gas, and maintenance of the

Fire rips 
Midas 
city shop

To the crowds that gath 
ered. it was an extravaganza 
in smoke—front and centre 
on what might be c(»nsidered 
(he city's most prominent 
stage. 

For police officers trying to 
regulate the multi-direction 
traffic in an intersection fed 
by Douglas. Hillside. Govern 
ment and Gorge, it was a 
difficult test. 

And it was no cinch for 19 
firefighters who had to cope 
with volumes of choking 
smoke. 

But for Phil (korge. fran 
chise owner of Midas Muffler 
Shops, it was something other 
than a .Saturday aflornoon 
spectacular, or traffic prob 
lem. 

It was a $135,000 head 
ache. 

That was the estimate Vic 
toria fire department offi 
cials placed on damage to 
the building and contents 
after a flash fire swept the 
new Midas premises abutting 
the double-barrelled inter¬ 
section on Government. 

The fire started after 3 
p.m. while muffler installer 
Wayne Mauch. 33. was work 
ing under a 1963-modpl car. 
believed now to have had a 
hidden leak in its gas tank 
(ias Is believed to have been 
ignited by a spark from a 
welding torch. 

“There was a flash and I 
grabbed an extinguisher and 
tried to get it stopped. " 
Mauch said later. 

Other employees joined the 
battle, but they had only two 
small extinguishers to work 
with and Gecirge !<raid the> 
knew within 30 seconds that 
the fire was out of control 


At that point. they called 
the fire department. Em 
ployees and others said it 
took several minutes for fire 
fighters to respond. But 
Mauch .said the flames 
spread so quickly it wouldn t 
have mattered much. 

“Unless they were standing 
right there with hoses when it 
started, they wouldn't have 
had a chance.’’ he said. 

There was insurance cover 
age. but for (ieorge there was 
a particular sadness in 
watching fire destniy part of 
an operation that was a long 
time in the planning and open 
only two months. 

The muffler operation was 
moved into (he renovated 
building early in June from 
premises it had shared with 
Midas Brake S4*r\'iee at 2l4.s 
Douglas. 

Deputy Fire Chief Mike 
Heppeli said there was a 
slight delay because the 
nearest rigs from the Ba> 
Street hall were answering 
another call on (iorge Road 
East at the time. 

As flamt’s ate through the 
roof and the building spewtKi 
(hick clouds of brown smoke, 
a “general rc‘sponse’’ order 
went out. bringing three 
pumper trucks and one aerial 
ladder truck to the scene.

EDMONTON (CP)—Ten 
days of athletic rivalry 
among 47 countries ended 
Saturday as Prince Philip, 
standing before 45.000 spec¬ 
tators under skies that 
cleared moments earlier, of¬ 
ficially closed the 11th Com¬ 
monwealth Games. 

Calling on Brisbane. Aus¬ 
tralia. to hold the next games 
in 1982. Prince Philip urged 
the sportsmen and women In 
that country to ’’display 
cheerfulness and concord so 
that the spirit of our famll> of 


nations may be carried 
on. . ” 

The closing ceremony. 43 
minutes behind .schedule, 
featured a colorful show by 
dancers and singers from 
many of the African and 
Asian countries which took 
part in the games. 

Queen Elizabeth opened 
the competitions Aug. 3 in the 
same Commonwealth Sta¬ 
dium and. with few excep¬ 
tions. the event kept pace 
with its traditional descrlp 


tion as the “'friendly 
games.’’ 

Only one world record fell, 
the 800-metrp women’s frees¬ 
tyle swimming, to Tracey 
Wickham of Australia. 

But nearly all Common 
wealth Games records were 
surpassed as Canada, for the 
first time in the history of (he 
games, led the way In total 
gold medals and points. Eng¬ 
land ran a distant second 
and Australia third. '

Sports-funding ball 
bounced to business 


EDMONTON (UPl>-Fed 
eral government support for 
amateur sport will be closely 
scrutinized and subject to 
cutbacks, but private cor¬ 
porations and the provinces 
Will be encouraged to take up 
the slack. Minister of Fitness 
and Sport Iona Campagnolo 
said Saturday. 

In a radio interview, she 
denied suggestions that fi¬ 
nancial restraints would have 
cut into sports programs 
even more sharply If Cana 
dian athletes had not per¬ 
formed well at the Common¬ 
wealth Games. 

"That’s absolute non 
sense.” the minister said. 
“We are in the midst of a 
game plan that will assist 
athletes and is geared to take 
us to the 1988 Olpipics. 

“There are going to be cut¬ 
backs and than is going to be 
financial care and control. 
But one of the big stories of 
these Commonwealth Games 
is that what we have is a 


partnership between public 
and private enterprise. I 
think that we are going to see 
more of that partnership.” 

Campagnolo said she was 
satisfi^ with the amount of 
support now given to ama¬ 
teur sport. ”but I am also 
very cognizant of the fact 
that as we come to a time of 
economic stringency, there 
will be stre.sses and strains on 
us. and it will be necessary to 
bring in more of the private 
sector. 

“We are never going to be 
like the Eastern Europeans 
because we’re a country of a 
different nature. I think we 
are spending 125 million a 
year of the Canadian taxpay 
ers’ money on the advance 
ment of amateur sport. 
That's about a dollar a head a 
year.” 

.The minister said the fed¬ 
eral government would nego 
tiate a new fund-sharing plan 
with the provinces when the 
current agreement for shar¬ 


ing proceeds from Ixjto Can¬ 
ada expired in 1979. 

“The first of January, 1988 
will show a new sharing 
agreement with the prov¬ 
inces and funds will be avail¬ 
able for national purposes 
and certainly amateur sport 
it a national purpose. I would 
expect us to maybe receive 
an added amount from the 
national lottery in amateur 
sport,” she said. 

Reacting to a suggestion 
Canada could legalize gam¬ 
bling to raise additional funds 
for sport, the minister said 
“covert” gambling h|# been 
conducted for years. 

“Everybody has bought 
raffle tickets and Irish 
.Sweepstakes tickets—some¬ 
what covertly, as is our cus¬ 
tom,” she said, adding that 
“I’d rather the government 
manage it and all of it be 
public knowledge. . rather 
than having an operation that 
is slightly under the table.”

‘Viva il Papa’ for the pilgrim pope 


VATICAN CITY (UPI) — Twelve retain 
ers carried Po0e Paul to his simple tomb 
today as the sun set over the Holy City and 
the people who loved him applauded and 
waved. 

The papal chairbearers, who carried Paul 
on so many happier occasions, stepped in 
perfect unison with the plain cypress coffin 
on their shoulders. 

Saturday night, the great bell tolled for the 
pilgrim pope's final journey as the .Sistine 
Chapel choir soared into the beautiful Gre 
gorian chant, “Grant him eternal rest, oh 
Lord.” 

II was as dramatic as the final curtain of a 


grand Italian opera And grippingiy sad 

A few people cried "Viva il Papa." How 
ever incongruotis. it made sense to tho.se 
who believed the pope was going to eternal 
life. 

The applause? It wasn't disrespectful as 
people from more northerly countries might 
have thought. It was a sign that for all the 
controversies of his 13-year reign. Paul was 
loved at the end. 

Some of the nuns, and others, waved white 
hankerchlefs at the departing coffin. It was 
such a simple, direct way of expre.ssing 
farewell that it only magnified the sadness. 

The richly-robed cardinals preceded the 


coffin back into the church. When it. too, had 
disappeared through the huge bronze por 
la Is, the vast square of St. Peter's seemed 
like an empty stage. 

A long candle flickered, a symbol of resur 
rection. 

Like a Greek chorus, the diplomatic corps 
and official representatives filtered away 
into the twilight. They formed a phalanx of 
black against which the occasional uniform 
or colorful native costume stood out bright 

ly 

On the other side of the square. n»ws of 
bishops made a splash of purple. And behind 
them were some of the p«H)ple whose lives 


had been touched by Paul, from Vatican 
servants to Taranto steel workers, repaying 
a visit the pope once paid them. 

The pope asked for a simple funeral. He 
wanted to be buried in the bare earth with no 
monument. 

Perhaps he would have raised one of his 
dark eyebrows in a familiar quizzical ges 
ture had he seen the splendor of his own 
funeral, or the more than half-ton triple 
coffin in which he now lies encased under a 
slab of dark travertine stone. 

The les.son of this is that popes don't 
always get their own way with the Vatican 
And that the Vatican Is never one to miss the 
drama of a solemn occasion.

Love Canal 
eerie portent 


WASHINGTON (CPI) — 
(Government experts fear the 
Love Canal chemical spill, 
which threatens to drive 
nearly 100 families from their 
homes in Niagara Fails. 
N.Y., may be only one of 
many potential disasters 
lurking around the country’. 

They are not sure where 
the next trouble might be or 
even how many problems 
may be bubbling to the sur¬ 
face. 

What they do know, how 
ever, is that 90 per cent of the 
hazardous wastes being pro¬ 
duced by American industry 
are not disposed of "in accor¬ 
dance with pn)per environ¬ 
mental standards,” accord 
ing to Steffen Piehn. deputy 
assistant administrator for 
solid waste at the Environ 
mental Protection Agency . 

Anti-shah 
riots sweep 
Iran cities 

TEHRAN. Iran (UPI) - 
.\nti-shah demonstrations led 
by Moslem extremists spread 
to three more Iranian cities 
as army troops enforced 
martial law in the ancient 
capital of Isfahan, it was re 
ported Saturday. 

Religious protesters in the 
industrial town of Ghazvin. 
west of Tehran, smashed 
shops and clashed with po 
lice, who retaliated by firing 
tear gas. There were no sen 
ous Injuries or arrests, ac¬ 
cording to reports from the 
area. 

Isfahan was calm .Saturday 
morning after the first night 
of a dusk to-dawn curfew 
slated to last a month. Ira 
nian newspapers reported 
Utur dead — television said 
five had died — and 66 in 
jun>d in the Isfahan fighting.

The industries most sus 
pect for causing chemical 
spills that will come back to 
haunt another generation are 
primary metals, such as iron 
and steel, both organic and 
inorganic chemicals and the 
electroplating industry . 

Other “substantial con 
Iributors,” he added, are tex 
tiles, oil and gas and battery 
manufacturing.

Anglicans plead 
for arms protest 

CANTERBURY. England (AP) - Anglican bishops 
from throughout the world denounced in a resolution Satur 
day the spread of “mindless violence” and appealed to 
fellow Christian.s to protest the e.scalation of armaments 
sales by the rich countries to poorer ones. 

The resolution on “War and Violence” was approved by 
a show of hands at the Lambeth Conference, a meeting of 4(M) 
bishops of the worldwide Anglican Communion held every 10 
years. 

The resolution recalled that previous conferences con 
demned the settling of international disputes by war as 
incompatible with the teachings of Jesus Christ. It said (he 
use of modem technology of war Is the most striking 
example of corporate sin and (he pmstitution of God’s 
gifts.” 

The bishops added that the MK ial order in some coun 
tries, which were not named, “is so brutal... that il must be 
termed violent.” They acknowledged that violence is com 
mitted by “victims of oppression who despair of achieving 
social justice by any other means ”

TK£ PRESIDENT of the ABC television net 
work in the United States conceded recentiy that 
drama on the tube could “perhaps incite** 
viewers. 

**1 suppose it is possible for any communica¬ 
tions form that is visible to uplift, enrich, inform, 
involve and perhaps incite,*’ is the way James E. 
Duffy put it. 

But, he added, if the courts ever uphold the 
doctrine that televison programming can be held 
liable as the cause of a criminal act, then “it 
will not be just television that suffers but every 
form of creative and artistic expression.*’ 

We turn now to the findings of Dr. William 
Benson, a social scientist ip London, England, 
who has spent six years proving what many 
of us have suspected: that there is a link 
between watching violence on television and 
acting violently in real life. 

“lt*s not something you can prove absolute¬ 
ly,** he says. “But the evidence is strong — far 
stronger, say, than the original evidence that 
smoking caused cancer.** 

Television, says Dr. Benson, Is an important 
contributor to the causes of violence in our 
society. 

His study, which dealt with more than l,5g0 
adolescent boys, found that those who watched a 
lot of television committed twice as many acts of 
serious violence as those who watched little tele¬ 
vision. 

He says there is no evidence of a general 
change in people’s attitude to violence — so what 
appears to be happening Is that television is 
erring the training which society gives boys not 
to be violent. 

The five kinds of program which seem to 
stimulate violence, according to Belton’s study, 
are: westerns, boxing and wrestling matches. 

^ dramas which show violence in close personal 
relationships, those in which the good guys use 
violence and programs in which the violence is 
realistic or is presented for its own sake. 

American networks, which provide a lot of 
viewing on Vancouver Island, claim violence has 
already been sharply curtailed In their pro¬ 
gramming. Is that true? To find out for yourself, 
take Belton's list and match it against tonight’s 
program schedule. 

If his findings are confirmed by other 
studies, (as some would argue they already have 
been) what is the answer? 

Television spokesmen like James Duffy 
speak in heroic terms against censorship, 
against stifling creativity, against the double 
standards which would restrict televison but 
which allow books, movies, magazines and the 
theatre to offer almost anything. These are all 
valid points — if only part of the story. 

The fact is television viewing is simply 
easier. For eveo'body, young and old. You can’t 
read a book, a magazine, see live theatre or even 
a movie by pressing a button at home, collapsing 
in a chair and shoving your mind in neutral. Yet 
many children, and many of the rest of us. soak 
up what television has to offer, good, bad or 
indifferent, just because it is so handy. Calling 
that laziness isn’t going to change it. 

When Mr. Duffy says that a dramatic epi 
sode on television is no different from one in a 
novel or motion picture, he is right, at least in 
iheor}’. It is the easy access to television, the 
sheer volume of it from before dawn to past 
midnight, the quality of fare it offers, the deci¬ 
sion by many parents to let their children roam 
this daily carnival at will, which ail combine to 
produce the results Dr. Belton has found. 

This is what Mr. Duffy and his colleagues, 
including CBC programmers, should face 
squarely. Evidence that violence on television 
.stimulates more violent behavior in children will 
mount. In time, parents will insist something be 
done about it. If the television networks don’t do 
it, government will — and as Mr. Duffy said. **it 
will not be just television that suffers, but ever\ 
form of creative and artistic expression.”

Hand in 


With unemployment in Canada 
above the one million mark, the gover- 
ment is under constant pressure to “cre¬ 
ate jobs.’’ It takes an effort of will to 
remind oneself that governments can¬ 
not create but can only cost. 

It is possible that some elected politi¬ 
cians are coming to realize this. Know¬ 
ing there is nothing they can do about 
unemployment, indeed suspecting that 
(heir policies have contributed to it, 
they seek to distract the voters’ atten¬ 
tion. 

The prime minister’s enthusiasm for 
remaking the constitution is a case in 
point. Between now and the next elec 
tion his new constitution will be the 
focus of activity. 

If the changes were not so disturbing 
this diversion would be all to the good. 
The less time governments are given to 
Interfere with the economy the better it 
is for everyone. 

For an example of what government 
tries to do in creating Jobs, take the 
Canada Works Program. 

On May 17. 1978 the federal member 
of Rlmouski was given the answer to his

question about projects funded through 
the program during 1977-78. Under 
Phase 1. 25 projects cost $1,198,000. 
Under Phase II. 48 projecU cost 11.907,- 
000. Five hundred and ten Jobs were 
created at an average cost of $7,721 
each. 

The projects were local ones, such 
as setting up a recreation ground, a film 
production workshop or a community 
activity centre. St. Donat employed 10 
people in a project called Dpett Air 
Family. RimouskI employed six in 
.Sports For All, 16 in Shooting Star Radio 
and four in an open air school. 

No doubt all these projects were 
admirable. No doubt the people in 
volved enjoyed thinking them up and 
participating. 

The point is, would any of those 
projects have been undertaken if the 
Canada Works Program hadn’t put up 
the money? Evidently not. 

Nor is there any suggestion that any 
of them were intended to be self-sup¬ 
porting or even to continue beyond the 
duration of the Canada Works Pro- 
gram. 



In other words, the good peoie of 
Rimouski and district were treated to 
sonte pleasant diversions at the expense 
of other good people who weren’t asked 
if they wanted their taxes used for that 
particular purpose. 

If the people employed were pre¬ 
viously unemployed, the effect of em¬ 
ploying them was to requalIfy them, at 
(he end of the program, for a further 
period of unemployment insurance 
benefits. 


The worst effect, not only hi Rimous¬ 
ki but generally, la to confirm an under- 
sunding that the government if the 
universal benefactor, hand In pocket 
and ready to help. 

What tends to be forgotten is that the 
government has no pocket of its own. 
The hand that appears to be so generous 
was in someone else’s pocket first. 

This Is the shell game the govern¬ 
ment plays so successfully. It rests on 
the fact that those from whom money is 
taken are never allowed to see what 
happens to it. It is the remoteness, the 
dealing at second and third hand that 
does the trick. 

Suppose, instead, the goverment had 
spelled it out. Suppose the Minister of 
Employment and Immigration had said 
to the citizens of, let us say Lethbridge: 
‘’We’re going to take $4 million of your 
tax money and give it to some people in 
Rimouski so they can set up these shoot 
ing star radios and things that they'd 
like to do. OK?’’ 

But that would be giving the game 
sway.

PRISON PROBLEMS IN BRITAIN 


Guards call riot strike 


LONDON — British prison 
warders at top security jails 
have refused to handle any 
future prison riots. They say 
they will leave the job to the 
police and the Army. 

It is the first shot in what fs 
likely to be a long and bitiar 
battle between the country’s 
20.00U prison staff and (heir 
increa.singly vociferous 
critics. 

The announcement that 
warders will stay outside 
prison perimeters to prevent 
escapes only and will not 
quell disturbances came 
after 13 men were told they 
will be charged with assault¬ 
ing prisoners in the after 
math of the Hull jail riot in 
August. l»76. One of the men. 
an assistant governor of the^ 
prison, is alleged to have^ 
tailed to stop violence to in¬ 
mates. 

The charges were laid only 
days after an investigative 
leievi.sion program had 
shown film and broadcast 
tapes of prison officers in 
Liscrpool smuggling guns in 
side to prisoners. Two offi 
cers have now been sus¬ 
pended pending a police in¬ 
vestigation. 

The charges against the 
Hull warders follow a mas¬ 
sive police investigation 
which has lasted 18 months 
and involved detectives in in¬ 
terviewing 550 people, inclu¬ 
ding every prisoner and 
warder in the prison at the 
lime 

Large sections of the prison 
were wrecked during the 
three-day riot. The Prison 
Department’s official report 
described it as a riot of ”un 
precedented ferocity.’’ 

One of Hull's MPs, John 
Prescott, said in a report of 
his own; “It was as if a huge 
bail of hate rolled through (he 
jail.** Damage amount^ to 
$1,500,000

THE U.S. ARMY 

‘A good case can be made 
for a return to the draft’ 


FRANKTTRT. West Ger 
many — A lot of alarms have 
been sounded about the build¬ 
up of Soviet forces in Central 
Europe. Equal attention 
ought to be paid to a problem 
on the NATO side of the equa¬ 
tion— the inadequacies of the 
ali-volunteer U.S. army. U 
costs too much, it is not good 
enough in quality and it is too 
small to deal with an emer¬ 
gency if one arose. 

The official line is that 
American forces in Europe 
are in top-top shape and fully 
able to carry out their NATO 
mission of helping defend Eu¬ 
rope in the event of attack. 
But (he optimism is tinged 
with concern. Private con¬ 
versations with U.S. and Eu¬ 
ropean military personnel 
convince one (hat a good case 
can be made for returning to 
the draft. 

The American people had 
little enthusiasm for con¬ 
scription by the end of the 
Vietnam war but. with an 
anti-tax mood gripping the 
United States the.se days, the 
public might be stirred to 
take another look. 

The facts speak for them¬ 
selves. Take, first of ail. the 
matter of quality. 

“The volunteer army does 
not really work and we will 
pay the price,” said a U.S. 
Army major. “We're not 
bringing in peer examples for 
the young kids — college- 
level students who can serve 
as a model. Soldiers today 
have no one to emulate — 
they don’t look up to their 
officers.” 

Others, too. comment that 
many of the men lack moti 
vation. With nothing to drive 
them to better performance, 
boredom and discontent set 
in and the result is an alarm 
ingly high incidence of alco¬ 
holism and drug-taking. 

Also, because of the gen 
orally low level of education, 
it is hard to train the troops to 
handle a wide variety of so¬ 
phisticated weaponry. A sol¬ 
dier learns one piece of 
equipment well, but often 
cannot adapt easily to multi 
pie tasks when the need 
arises. In wartime this could 
>pen trouble. 

Second is the factor of cost. 
Today manpower costs ac¬ 
count for 58 per cent of the 
r.S. defence budget, as 
against 47 per cent in 19«( 
One study suggest.s that the 
ali-volunteer force has cost 
$18 billion more since 1971 
than would have been spent 
under the draft. The substan 
tiaily higher salaries paid for 
Army service — almoat $400 
a month for a new enlistee — 
and pensions and other bene¬ 
fits have bloated the military 
budget 

Third, the volunteer army 
is not attracting enough re¬ 
cruits. “The U.S. forces here 
are in pretty good shape but 
your reserves are alarming.” 
confided a West German gen¬ 
eral. “We hate to think what 
would happen in time of 
war.” 

Active-duty U.S. forces 
now are said to be 80,000 short 
of normal strength, while re¬ 
serves and National Guard 
forces are 180.000 men short. 
Even the Peotagon voices 
concern about the dispropor¬ 
tionate number of poor and 
black youths and the high 
drop-out rate due to literacy 
problems, lack of discipline 
and poor performance. 

Moreover, as the supply of 
teenagers declines over the 
next two decades, recruiting

problems are expecled to in¬ 
crease. 

These factors aside, there 
Is an even stronger argument 
for the draft: the boost which 
conscription would give to the 
concept of public service. At 
the present time, citizens of 
the United States have rights 
aplenty but few, if any. 
duties. They are not even 
compelled to vote. Why 
shouldn't every citizen be 
reared to appreciate that de¬ 
fence of his country Is a com¬ 
mon. shared responsibility? 

One result of the all-volun¬ 
teer force is that it tends to 
create a gap between the 
military and the public per¬ 
ception of what any army is 
all about. And as an army 
colonel remarked about this 
phenomenon, “That really 
Isn’t good in a democracy. ” 
To be fair and effective, 
conscription would have to 


apply to everyone, men and 
women alike. It should per 
init no exemption for the 
wealthy and college students. 
Discrimination against the 
lower-income classes and 
minorities is what turned 
many Americans against the 
draft to begin with. 

Those who refuse to bear 
guns fur religious or other 
reasons could be enlisted in 
non-combat jobs or be asked 
to do national service in some 
other area, such as urban 
clean-up. And. to keep tht* 
cost of a conscripted anriv 
under control, pay could once 
again be reduced to a mini 
mum. 

That is a tough package to 
sell politically. But if the pub 
lie deems defence to be im 
portant — and wants an efti 
cient, well-qualified force at 
the least possible expense — 
it will have to start rethinking 
the a.ssumptions that led to 
the experimental volunteer 
system.

one man's opinion 


NOW AIJ. THIS TIWK you figuird that priroii had 
much to do with that ol’ debil inflation. You a ho 
flRured that wage^ himpiy had not kept abreast of 
those price increases and indeed, this has been the 
clarion call from many union leaders — we've Kot to 
catch up. You might well have heard this bieat in 
many recent contract negotiations But I’m afraid it 
isn’t altogether true. 

James H. Gray, noted Calgary author, fellow 
traveller to Palm Springs and one of the few guys I can 
beat on a golf course, gets me off the column-writing 
hook at least once ever>’ year through sejiding along a 
letter on a topical subject. 

The other day Jimmy Gray look to typewriter and 
cranked out a missive on wages and prices. It h 
well-reasoned and somewhat surprising, but I’ll let 
Jimmy get on with It. 

‘*1 have my own cure for inflation — 1 would 
abolish the Statistics Canada monthly consumers 
price index, make it a criminal offense for any 
economist to sound off in public and ship the economic 
council of Canada to the Arctic islands. 

**ASIDE FROM the psychologists and union lead¬ 
ers. the worst fraud.s in public practice in Canada 
today, are the economists. They are frauds because 
they are concerned only with short term trends. Each 
month they come blathering by to warn us that things 
are going to hell in a hack because this or that index 
has risen by this or that percentage. Not ever do any of 
them stop to take the long view. If they did, they would 
blow all their wild notions about inflation. 

“There has only been one lung term inflationary 
trend in Canada and that is in wage rates. Wages and 
salaries have got so far ahead of prices and ever>‘thing 
else that the country is headed for disaster. And all you 
have to do is make some long range comparisons. “ 

And b«*fore I let Jimmy Gray make those com¬ 
parisons. 1 would point out that y’r obedient servant 
has been hollering just this for many years. I say that 
firemen, policemen, plumbers, truck drivers, electri 
cians, warehousemen, bus drivers, telephone repair¬ 
men, journalists, radio announcers and indeed, just 
about every known job. profession or occupation, fall 
into the category of being vastly overpaid. We have not 
only caught up. we have swung the pendulum far to the 
other side. Don't argue about it. just digest the 
following figures. 

Incidentally, Gray, in all his calculations, used a 
multiple of eight, whereas in many instances, he could 
just as easily have used a multiple of 11. because in the 
comparison period, that's the amount of wage in 
creases. 

“BETWEt.N the last peacetime >ear. and 
wages across the countrv increased by about uu 
p«*r cent. In 19*>0. rates had risen about one third above 
what they were in 1917 when wage controls were 
removed Carpenters, electricians, painters and 
plumbers in IH50. earned anmnd $I 25 an hour The 
average wage of all construction workers ranged from 
$4:i per week in Manitoba to V47 in British Columbia. 
All these figures are from the Canada Yeak Book 

“Now if you take a look at what wage rates are 
today, you will find they are .somewhere between 8 and 
10 times the 1950 rate. If all the fringe benefits were 
included. I suspect they would average closer to II 
times. But for the sake of argument, let us now make 
some comparison with prices" 

Price of sirloin beef in 1950 was K2 cents a pound 
Tctday, $2.82 a pound, but if prices had kept pace with 
wages, it would be a pound. Eggs. .55 cents a 
dozen. 90 cents today, but would be $i.lU. Milk was 18 
cents a quart, is now 70 cents and would be $1 It 
Ordinary* man s suit was $45. is $125 tiMlay and would 
be $:160. Ltility plywood was $3, is $1 50 and would be 
$ 21 . 

A Ford car was $2,200. is S6..)00 and would be 
$17,000. Concrete mix was $15. is $39 and would be $120 
A bottle of VO was $5. is $8, would be $t0. Case of beer 
was $2.60. is $4.20. would be $20.80. Mortgage interest 
was 5 per cent, is 11 per cent, would be 40 per cent 

Gasoline was 33 cents, is 90 cents, would be $2.60 
Municipal taxes were $110. are $150. would be $1,100 
Men's shoes were $15. are $.i0. would be $120. You 
could go on and on and get the same picture. Gray 
sums it all up. 

“SO THE CONCLl SION to all this is that over 28 
sears our rate of inflation in this country has been low 
indeed. What we have had since the war is an outra 
geous escalation in wage and salary rates. Wages, as 
any long range resort to the figures will demonstrate 
beyond a shadow of a doubt, have outstripped prices. 
The argument that unions must get 10 per cent 
increases every year to keep up with the cost of li\ing 
is the most arrant kind of knowledge. 

“The mystery is. how the hell are they able to get 
away with this horse - year after year and not an 
economist in the whole damned world takes a look at 
the record going back bc>yond last year'* ’ 

You state the case well, Jim Gray. but please don t 
exp<Mt us overpaid workers to believe it We are 
conditioned to expect more, to ask for more and to 
demand more — for less. Our problems are of our own 
making, our own gre<Ki. 
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^’Very impressKf. but what if the wrong people get 
their hands on it?**

Rights 
can be 
exercised 

Re. Private security forces 
and civil liberties 

Keiently in your paper sev¬ 
eral reports have appeared 
concerning the practices of 
certain private security 
forces hired by local mer¬ 
chants in Victoria. 

These store detectives have 
conv Inced some storekeepers 
that it would be helpful to list 
the names of apprehended 
shoplifters in a store window, 
even before the citizen's 
basic right to a trial has b(>en 
exercised 

Moreover, .several commu¬ 
nity groups have informed 
the Victoria Civil Liberties 
Association that a new secur¬ 
ity force In Victoria has been 
extremely aggressive in 
making these apprehensions, 
often manhandling elderly 
suspects in particular. 

For this reason it may be 
appropriate to make the fol¬ 
lowing observations: 

(1) Private security forces 
are not police officers. They 
are citizens with no more 
powers to arrest than any 
other citizen enjoys to protect 
his/her property; 

(2) Without a warrant, the 
store detective can arrest a 
suspected shoplifter on only 
two grounds; (a) if a person is 
actually found stealing, or 
(b) if it is reasonably be¬ 
lieved that the p(>rson has 
stolen and is escaping and 
being pursued immediately 
after the theft; 

(3) No one may be arrested 
on mere suspicion or interro¬ 
gated or searched in order to 
find the evidence for a con¬ 
viction. It is lawful to assert 
one's rights and refuse to be 
searched. Call a police offi 
cer and/or insist on your law 
yer being present; 

(4) If one is treated rough 
ly, attract attention. Gather 
witnesses together who can 
be used later in a lawsuit 
against a store owner and 
their detective agents. There 
are several lawsuits avail 
able — assault, battery, false 
imprisonment, false arrest, 
etc. consult a lawyer or 
Legal Aid if in doubt.

Canadians want control—poll 


TORONTO (CP) — Results of a recent Gallup poll 
released show a slim majority of Canadians would buy back 
majority control of United States companies operating in 
Canada, even if it meant a large cut in living standards 

The survey, by the Canadian Institute of Public Opinion, 
found that 52 per cent now approve the idea of buying back 
Canadian control, an increase from 41 per cent In favor a 
year ago. 

.More than two-thirds sun eyed, or 69 per cent, believe 
there is enough, or too much. t.S. capital invested in 
Canada already. 

Support for buying back control of the economy and 
(•pposition to more U.8. investment is near the 1975 level 
when 58 per cent suneyed favored regaining control of U.S 
subsidiaries in Canada. Seventy-one per cent felt there was 
enough U.S. capital in the country. 

*1110 latest poll was based on 1.031 personal interviews 


completed in mid-July with adults. 18 years and older, in 
their homes. 

Of Canada's top 200 firms, ranked by sales, 118 are 
foreign controlled, most by U.S.-based companies. 

Foreigners also control nearly «0 per cent of Canada's 
manufacturing, three-quarters of our petroleum and elec 
irlcal equipment industries. 86 per cent of the chemical 
industr>' and virtually all automobile and rubber factories 

Earlier this year, Walter Gordon, former federal LibtT- 
ai finance minister, said foreign control of industry was 
rubbing Canadians of their jobs. 

Ctordon .said Canadians should start regaining control of 
the economy by buying 32 of the largest foreign-itwned 
companies at a cost of |15 billion. 

The oil and resources industries should be ucKied first, 
he said 
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that the organization would 
be aiming in the future to 
develop, either through exist- 
ing political parties, or 
through a party of its own. 
greater appreciation of west 
em grievances. 

In this sense, it is following 
the path of Quebec Premier 
Rene Levesque, who has 
shown what influence a pow¬ 
erful provincial government 
could have at tne federal 
level. Christie said. 

More immediately the 
committee hopes to elect six

The ultimate aim of the 
committee is to gain full con 
irol for western provinces of 
resource taxation, tariffs on 
imported manufactured 
goods, language, transporla 
tion policy, and immigration.

those industries 

An independent we>iern 
Canada, he said, would still 
depend on its resource indus¬ 
tries. but by ending tariffs on 
many manufactured prod¬ 
ucts, and purchasing them at 
much lower world prices, 
real incomes would rise in the 
West, and over the long term 
a stable economy with com¬ 
petitive secondary manufac¬ 
turing might be developed. 

One of the problems en¬ 
countered on the tour was the 


attitude of the media. Chris¬ 
tie said. 

“When we try to be serious, 
they take it as a joke, and 
when wc try to make a joke, 
they treat us seriously.** 
Among other things, he had 
just finished talking to an 
Eastern newspaper about 
why he thought “0 Canada” 
was the anthem of only On¬ 
tario and Quebec, a state¬ 
ment attributed to him which 
he said represented his posi¬ 
tion only superficially. 

A recent Senate report rec¬ 
ommending that Canada 
move toward freer trade and 
economic association with 
the U.S. took a “ver>’ credible 
stand." Christie said, but it 
stood no chance of ever bving

“In the power process it is 
unlike that free trade will 
ever come from a Parliament 
controlled by Quebec and On¬ 
tario.”

Cheap Soviet car worries imports 


TORONTO (CP) — Umberto Gabbi. managing 
director of Fiat Canada Ltd., said this week that 
importers are asking how the Russians can sell 
their Lada model car in Canada for $3,495 when 
it costs more than $8,000 in the Soviet Union. 

Lada Cars of Canada Inc., based in Ajax. Ont., 
has announced it will sell the four-door, front* 
wheel drive subcompact for $3,495, fully 
equipped. 

It would make the Lada one of the least-expen¬ 
sive cars in Canada. The slightly-smaller Flat 
128 four-door sedan carries a suggested list price 
of $4,295. while the larger Flat 131 has a base 
price of $5,670. 

“Flat, like ever>' other importer, is asking 
itself how is it possible that a car which sells in 
Russia for way over $8,000 can be imported and 
sold in Canada for an advertised price of $3,495,* 
said Gabbi. ••E.spet lally, when yoif consider the 
extremely high tariff—15 per cent—Canada im 
puses on imported cars." 


However, Lada Canada president Peter 
Dennis rejects the implication that the cars are 
being “dumped** in Canada, that is sold at a 
price lower than its worth in the exporting 
country. 

“All 1 know is that we*re selling them at a 
price reasonably equivalent to what they're 
selling for in Britain—the $3,500 to $4,000 
range.** 

Dennis said the lower cost is partly attribut¬ 
able to the size of the Lada factory which is 
reported able to produce 1 million cars a year. 

“Also what*s a Russian ruble worth? It may be 
listed at $1.30 on the foreign currency list but you 
can't take it in or out of the country and its 
true value is very hard to determine.** 

A senior official of the federal customs and 
excise branch said no complaints have been 
received and no aiUi-dumping investigation is 
being cotlsidered. 

Dennis said about 10 dealers in Toronto and 
southern Ontario are ready to sell the new cars.

Recent major moves in¬ 
volved Blair's successful bat¬ 
tle with Occidental Petro¬ 
leum Corp. of Los Angeles for 
control of Husky Oil Ltd.; 
Kaiser'a acquisition of Ash¬ 
land Oil Canada Ltd.; and 
Black*! coup in winning con¬ 
trol of Argus. 

While the psychological 
impact is important—will in¬ 
vestors be convinced that 
Black's aggressiveness will 
increase Argus’s rate of re¬ 
turn?—other implications 
are evident. 

“The two oil takeovers may 
mean quicker development of 
the west's heavy oil reserves, 
more in line w ith the needs of 
the Canadian market,** a 
bank analyst said. 

It was popularly known 
that Husky was dragging ita 
feet on developing heavy oil 
and “the name of the gams 
here is to speed up develop¬ 
ment.** 

From his public comments, 
Blair has this much in mind. 

If it happens, anal)’8ts say 


it could have a major impact 
on capital investment and the 
balance of payments because 
the oil would find a ready 
export market. 

“What we are also getting 
is a shift in ownership of the 
production and exploration 
side." an analyst said. 

A point to be made about 
the A.shland deal is that it 
underlines the fact that U.S. 
oil companies have become 
less interested in Canada. 
Ashland Canada was a sub¬ 
sidiary of Ashland Oil Inc., of 
Ashland. Ky. 

U.S. oil companies are 
looking for crude to sers'e 
their major markets and 
don't want a rate of return In 
dollars. Thus, investment in 
Canada has become less at 
tractive. 

In two of the takeover bids. 
Canadianizalion took place in 
that Biair and Kaiser both 
beat out U..S. competition to 
keep control in Canada. 

As to the Argus move, one 
obserser described it as a 
sleeping giant that Black 
may try to rouse. Argus con¬ 
trols some of Canada's lar¬ 
gest enterprises—such as Do- 
minion Stores Ltd. and 
Massey-Ferguson Ltd., the 
multinational farm imple¬ 
ment giant. 

Argus companies ha\e 
been reasonably good di\l- 
dend payers which prompted 
one anaivst to ask “what can 
Black do?" 

"Massey-Ferguson. being 
so big and in so many coun¬ 
tries, what can they shake- 
up?" Massey-Ferguson is in 
serious financial difficulties, 
so much so that some invest¬

Many of its stories have put 
heat on corruption Involving 
local politicians. busine.ss- 
men, utilities and law-en¬ 
forcement officers.

Minor, who begnn operating 
The Capital Reporter in 1976 
after the Times-Pleayune 
closed its Mississippi bureau 
here. "Really, 1 have lost 
friends because of what I 
have had to write about them. 
Before, I was isolated from 
those I wrote about because 
they could try to get me fired 
(only) by complaining to my 
editor, who was 200 miles 
away in New Orleans. Now, 
I’m learning that it’s more 
one-on-one."

"We’ve always had trouble 
getting people here to under¬ 
stand what we’re doing and 
why we’re doing it," Minor 
said, relaxing in his 
cramped, cluttered office, 
where the door bears bumper 
stickers: "Our State Has the 
Best Politicians Money Can 
Buy; and "Save Us From 
Cliff Finch.” 

Minor makes no secret of 
his dislike for Finch, who 
was trounced by Columbia, 
Miss., attorney Maurice Dan- 
tin in the Democratic U.S. 
.Senate primary in June. 
Minor and his papcT backed 
Dantin. who hopes to succeed 
James O. Eastland, retiring 
from the Senate after this 
term. 

"Finch’s defeat Is one of 
our trophies." Minor said, 
smiling. "As far as I’m con¬ 
cerned, his political career is 
over." 

Minor is a blend of good- 
natured warmth and stub¬ 
born combativeness. The 
father of three grown sons 
and recently a grandfather, 
he talks with scarcely a hint 
of his native Louisiana ac¬ 
cent. He endured the Depres¬ 
sion when his father lost his 
Job as a newspaper Linotype 
operator and had to go to 
work for the WPA (Works 
Progress Administration). 

In high schiNil in Bogalusa. 
La., Minor won a news essay 
contest. He worked his way 
through Tulane University as 
a night watchman for the old 
New Orleans Item. 

But is Minor’s image larger 
than reality? 

Some liberals here, for ex¬ 
ample. applaud Minor for 
promoting an alternative 
viewpoint to Jackson’s major 
dailies, the morning Clarion- 
Ledger and the afternon 
Daily News. But others con¬ 
tend that Minor is editorially 
moderate and, in some cases, 
conservative. 

Minor’s newspaper has 
grown in circulation from

MANAGUA, Nicaragua - 
The weathered, gray letter¬ 
ing on the metal door seems 
more like a plea than a decla¬ 
ration. '"Managua duerme, 
no ha muerto" ~ Managua 
sleeps, it hasn’t died. 

But Hernando Gutierras 
knows better. 

Gutierra.s, his father, his 
sister and two brothers are 
squatters in what remains of 
downtown Managua nearly 
six years after an earthquake 
destroyed half the city, leav¬ 
ing 10,tW0dead and more than 
160,000 homeless. 

International agencies 
poured $150 million into the 
city to rebuild it, but they 
have done nothing for Gutier¬ 
ras, who is in his mid-20s, and 
his family. Their home is the 
shell of a former department 
store. Their privacy is pro¬ 
vided by stacks of tiles from 
sidewalks and floors that are 
piled in arched doorways. 
Their furniture consists of 
hammocks stretched be¬ 
tween doorways.

of orange or grape drink. 
Their father is a beggar, and 
Gutierras and his brothers 
work for 7$ cents a day as 
bakers’ helpers, once, maybe 
twice a week. have to eat,’* 
he says. 

The presence of Gutierras 
and more than 1,000 other 
squatters living in the few 
dozen buildings still standing 
in the three-square-mile cen¬ 
tral city area attests to the 
problems that have plagued 
the reconstruction effort 
since the earthquake struck 
on Dec. 23, 1972. 

Today, the most striking 
aspect of the project Is the 
decentralized development of 
the city. The downtown area 
now resembles a city ra¬ 
vaged by war. A few church 
steeples, former stores and 
factories and Gutierras* de¬ 
partment store stand amid 
rubble and fields of weeds. 
Only the Bank of America 
tower, a bulky, three-storey 
gray national palace and the 
ultra-modern Rubin Diario 
National Theatre are in use. 
Otherwise, the centre of the 
city has been abandoned. 

The next concentration of 
population is three miles 
away, along an inner beltway 
that arches around the city. 
Along that beltway, which is 
a bustling four-lane thorough¬ 
fare, much of the reconstruc¬ 
tion has taken place. Busi¬ 
nesses have relo<aled in 
shopping centres sprinkled 
along the road Two new hos¬ 
pitals, new schools and new 
housing units have been built 
there. Virtually all the new 
roadways and electrical, 
communications and trans¬ 
portation systems have been 
built to ease the radial spread 
of the city. 

The new .Managua has been 
built on the model of subur¬ 
bia. The rationale is simply 
that twice this century, in 
19.31. and 1972, the inner city 
has been destroced by earth 
quakes 

But half the Hfio.ooo inhabi 
tants of the new Managua, 
with its emphasis on the au 
tomobile, earn less than $120 
a year. Only a small percent¬ 
age of the people own cars, 
and though there seems to be 
plenty of buses, public mass 
transit service is poor. There 
are few new sidewalks. 

Las Americas, th low-cost 
housing project built at five 
different sites southeast of 
the old central city, features 
small, two-room wooden 
homes, each with a cement 
floor, a tin roof and small 
front and back yards. Though 
improvements are being 
made in the homes, the settle¬ 
ments could easily deterio¬ 
rate into slums. They have 
running water, but cement 
sewers are open and fre¬ 
quently clogged by garbage, 
waste and other debris. 

The primary’ problem for 
the pi*opie at Las Americas, 
though, is more basic. 
“There are no jobs,” Gutier¬ 
ras said. He and his family 
could not afford the rent they 
would have to pay, he said. 

From the outset, there 
have been two major prob¬ 
lems with the reconstruction, 
delay and corruption 

For years, critics have also 
charged that the reconstruc¬ 
tion program directly bene- 
fitted President Anastasio 
Somoza. The World Bank has 
withheld a $24-million loan 
for a new outer beltway since 
1974 becau.se Nicaragua has 
refused to tax windfall profits 
resulting from the condem¬ 
nation. Somoza government 
officials own property in the 
path of the proposed road. 

Cement was used in much 
of the new work, and through 
his Sucecion Somoza, S.A., 
firm, Somoza, whose family 
has ruled Nicaragua for 47 
years, owns Cementera Sa- 
cionai, the nation's only ce¬ 
ment factory. Indeed, cement 
streets and open cement 
sewers are conspicuous in 


Las Americas. Each of the 
woodan huts there has a ce¬ 
ment floor. Elsewhere, most 
of the new government con¬ 
struction is poured concrete. 

Somoza was not alone. 
Other officials shared in the 
spoils of the reconstruction 
project. Property purchased 
by Somoz.a’s military aide, 
Rafael Adonis Porras, for one 
of the sites of Las Americas 
in 1973 was resold to the gov¬ 
ernment three months later 
for three times the purchase 
price. Other officers were si¬ 
milarly involved in property 
used in a housing assistance 
program. 

The latest scandal involve 
the National Housing 
which was bankrolled I 
million in AID funds, 
gone bankrupt, and the direc¬ 
tor, Fausto Zelaya, has fled 
the country. 


Jose Mora, Nicaragua’s 
minister of government, de¬ 
fends the project, especial¬ 
ly when its size is considered. 
“In seven to 10 days we had to 
dq everything. We needed 
seven years.” 

Officials decided to decen¬ 
tralize the city because Mexi¬ 
can scientists had deter¬ 
mined that the primary 
faultline ran through the cen¬ 
ter of the city, and another 
earthquake there could be 
expected. 

Francisco Garcia owned a 
small, downtown hardware 
store that was destroyed in 


the earthquake He is asked 
about the government's plans 
to convert the central city 
Into a park or even to allow 
new construction, including a 
bank where they have been 
digging. 

“That’s why there is opposi 
tion to this government. 
There’s no work.”

VATICAN CITY (AP) 
“'/ope Paul’s successor may 
also take the name Paul or 
choose John, or Pius—or al¬ 
most any name he wishes. 

But by papal tradition he 
Will not take the name Peter 
and probably will not take his 
own first name. 

Whatever name be selects 
for himself as ruler of the 
Roman Catholic Church be 
will have to announce it 
promptly. 

For choosing a name Is the 
second decision of the new 
pope immediately after his 
election by the conclave of 
cardinals. The first is wheth¬ 
er to accept the office. If he 
does, he then must announce 
at once his name choice to the 
cardinals before he is pre¬ 
sented to the public. 

In making his choice the 
new pope will have many pre¬ 
cedents to follow. Among the 
most popular names used by 

P )pes in the past are John, 
ius, Benedict, Clement, 
Gregory, Leo and Innocent. 

It is precedent that works 
against the name Peter and 
the pope’s own name. Roman 
Catholics consider St. Peter 
the first pope. There has 
never been a pontiff Peter 
II 

In the early years of the 
church, pontiffs often used 
their own names. The tradi¬ 
tion of name changing be¬ 
came firmly established in 
1009 with the election of Ser¬ 
gius IV. He had no last name 
and was known as Peter Pig’s 
Mouth (Bucca Porci) to dis¬ 
tinguish him from his father, 
known as Peter the Shoemak¬ 
er. 

Reds join 
mourning 
for pope 

ROME (UPI) - Italy’s 
Communist party, once con- 
^idered the Vatican’s No. 1 
enemy, plastered the walls of 
Rome with posters sharing in 
the mourning for the death of 
pope Paul. 

•‘The Communists of Rome 
and its province express sor¬ 
row and grief over the death 
of Paul VI. bishop of Rome,’* 
fhe posters read. They 
praised the pope’s efforts “to 
promote dialogue, under¬ 
standing and possible agree¬ 
ments between men of differ¬ 
ent faiths and ideals.” 

The communists, led by 
Enrico Beriinguer. have been 
a decisive force in Italian 
politics since they gained 
heavily in 1976 general elec¬ 
tions. They give vital parlia¬ 
mentary support to the Chris¬ 
tian Democratic minority 
government of Premier Giu- 
iio Andreotti and have long 
tried to improve their rela¬ 
tions with the Vatican that 
once excommunicated them. 

Giulio Carlo Argan, the 
communist mayor of Rome, 
met Pope Paul on several 
oc'casions and was on hand to 
pay last respects. 


Raped wife,' 
man jailed 

MOUNT HOLLY. N.J. 
(AP) — A man, convicted of 
raping his estranged wife, 
has been sentenced to four 
to 12 years in pri.son by a 
Burlington County judge. The 
case marks the first time in 
New Jersey that a man has 
been convicted of raping his 
wife: Daniel Morrison, 34, re¬ 
ceived no additional sentence 
on a related kidnapping con¬ 
viction. Morrison and his for¬ 
mer wife, Rosita, had been 
separated for six months at 
the time of the incident and 
now are divorced.

of a predecessor for whom 
they felt particular admira¬ 
tion. 

Pope Paul VI chose his 
name as a symbol of dttis- 
tiaa unity. It was Paul the 
apostle who by his misakms 
and epistles spread Chris¬ 


tianity in the ancient world. 
He is venerated by Catholics. 
Protestants and Orthodox. 

John has been the most 
popular name of all. But until 
Jobi XXin revived it. the 
name had not been chosen in 
six centuries. 


When he became Pope Paul 
VI, Giovanni Battista Montini 
revived a name that had not 
been used by a pope since the 
17th century. Before then it 
had been popular along with 
Urban, Sixtus, Julius, Eu¬ 


gene, Alexander, Nicholas, 
Martin. Celestine and Ste¬ 
phen. 

Until Popes John and Paul 
the only papal names used 
since 1724 were Pius, Bene¬ 
dict, Clement, Gregory and 
Leo. 


During the history of the 
Roman Catholic Church, 
Gregory was used 16 times. 
Benedict 15, Clement 14, Leo 
13 and Pius 12. Innocent was 
last taken in 1721 but 13 popes 
in all have used it.

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Dark 

skin 

saves 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Dark skin not only protects 
against skin cancer and siW' 
bum, but scientists say the 
extra pigmentation also may 
retard the breakdown of 
light-sensitive vitamins in the 
body. 

Researchers at the Univer¬ 
sity of Minnesota in Minne¬ 
apolis say this vitamin pro¬ 
tection may be responsible 
for people who evolved in 
tropical environments main¬ 
taining their strong genetic 
characteristic of dark skin. 

In a report in the Joumsl of 
Science, Richard Branda and 
John Eaton say there is evi¬ 
dence that maintaining a ge¬ 
netic characteristic requires 
some continuous evolution¬ 
ary pressure. 

PROTECTING vitamins 
that affect survival and re¬ 
production would be the 
strongest pressure yet sug¬ 
gested to explain the selec¬ 
tive advantage of dark pig¬ 
mentation, the scientists 
say. 

Previously noted advan¬ 
tages of dark pigment in 
strong sunlight include pro¬ 
tection against the cancer- 
causing effects of ultra-violet 
radiation, enhanced resis¬ 
tance to infection, protection 
against excess synthesis of 
vitamin D and better vision in 
bright light. 

The scientists say they 
have evidence that strong 
long-wave ultra-violet radia¬ 
tion from the sun penetrates 
skin and decomposes several 
vitamins, such as riboflavin, 
vitamin E and folic acid, one 
of the B vitamins. 

USING folic acid as a 
model for this group of vita¬ 
mins. they exposed human 
blood plasma to simulated 
strong sunlight. They found 
that tl^ light destroyed 30 per 
cent to 50 per cent of the 
vitamin within 60 minutes. 

To see if this also was true 
in tbe human body, the scien¬ 
tists mea.sured folic acid 
levels in white-skinned pa¬ 
tients exposed to ultra-violet 
light in skin disorder treat¬ 
ments. They found the levels 
of this vitamin significantly 
lower in treated patients than 
in a control group of whites. 

Eaton said in an inteniew 
Friday that these light-sensi¬ 
tive vitamins were easily re¬ 
placed with a well-balanced 
diet. White people living in 
the tropics probably do not 
have to worry about vitamin 
deficiency if they are well- 
fed, he said. 

*^Bl'T hunting-gathering 
people on marginal diets 
could be at risk and dark skin 
could be nature's way of pro¬ 
tecting them from severe de¬ 
ficiency caused by nutrient 
photolysis (light destruc¬ 
tion),’* Eaton said. 

Studies by the World 
Health Organization and 
others show that in several 
tropical areas, daily intakes 
of folic acid are far below the 
recommended minimum. De¬ 
ficiencies can diminish re¬ 
productive capacity and in¬ 
crease maternal mortality, 
birth defects and miscar¬ 
riages. 


Lisbon 
leftists 
stay out 

LISBON (AP) — Socialist 
party leader Mario Soares 
says the Socialists will not 
take part in any Portuguese 
government they do not con 
trol. 

His words cast a cloud over 
attempts by Alfredo Nobreda 
Cqsta, who was appointed 
Wednesday to replace Soares 
as prime minister, to form a 
new cabinet. 

Nobre Da Costa met Soares 
and Conservative leader 
Diogo Freitas do Amaral to 
seek their support, but both 
came out expressing reserva¬ 
tions. 

Soares said President Anto¬ 
nio Eanes should have chosen 
a Socialist as prime minister 
to reflect the 1976 election 
results in which the Socialists 
emerged as the strongest 
party with 35 per cent of the 
vote. He said the Socialists 
were not even consulted. 

Soares’ first government 
fell last December after 16 
months when it lost a parlia¬ 
mentary vote of confidence 
over his handling of Portu¬ 
gal's troubled economy. The 
second fell last month when it 
lost the support of its conser¬ 
vative coalition partners be¬ 
cause of differences over 
land reform.

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The sexes take different 
personality traits to sports 

The psyching 
of athletes 
wins medals

Talk about ithfetes who 
are “psyched up*’ or 
'psyched out” could be 
\ iewed as just more loose 
use of psychological jar 
goo 

But in an era nhen 
many athletic records 
are broken by split sec¬ 
onds or fractions of a cen¬ 
timetre, superior psycho¬ 
logical conditioning can 
mean more medals and 
higher placings, a Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria physi¬ 
cal education professor 
believes. 

Personality types and 
(he way in which they are 
reinforced (another psy¬ 
chological term) in 
sports, is a hot topic 
among scholars like Dr. 
Bruce Howe, chairman of 
the physical education di 
vision at UVic. 

Theories developed so 
far suggest that women 
and men respond to 
sports differently, and 
that the way children are 
exposed to sports can 
have a significant effect 
on how they react in in¬ 
ternational competition 

Conditioning 

In sports, people learn 
that they are praised for 
making goals, for playing 
aggressively, and for 
teamwork. Howe said in 
an interview. They also 
learn that sometimes 
they can be too a^res 
sive, and in certain in¬ 
stances. that they can 
make too many goals or 
points. 

These factors shape 
their personalities, which 
in turn react with the par¬ 
ticular situation in which 
they find themselves to 
produce a certain psycho¬ 
logical state. Howe said. 

Fur instance, an athlete 
who won a gold medal in 
the Olympic Games and 
then went to the Com¬ 
monwealth Games is 
often in a situation which 
does not lend itself,, psy 
choiogically, to a great 
’ performance. 

On the one hand, not as 
much is at stake, in terms 
of personal prestige, in as 
In the Olympics. The 
competition is likely to be

less intense, and the 
whole philosophy of the 
Commonwealth Games 
suggests a "family” of 
athletes. 

On the other hand, this 
athlete may feel pressure 
from the crowd to live up 
to their image, and from 
other competitors who 
aim to beat an Olympic 
champion 

Childhood 

How (he athlete was 
trained as a child, and the 
effects of that training on 
his personality, will have 
an impact on how he 
reacts in this situation. 
For children, even sand- 
lot sports activities can 
produce as much tension 
as that generated in an 
athlete at an intemation 
al competition. Howe 
said. 

"The child's world is 
smaller, and he hasn't de 
veioped the defences that 
adults have.” 

As a result, the child is 
even more susceptible to 
external forces which can 
shape his personality, 
and his reaction in any 
given sports situation. 

la junior soccer 
leagues, for instance, the 
youngest players are 
often unaware and uncon 
(emed about w ho won the 


gapie. or the score, al¬ 
though they are likely to 
remember if they scored 
or not. 

But as parents, coaches 
and siblings discuss the 
game, the youngster be¬ 
comes more responsive 
to the notion of winning or 
losing. A parent who con¬ 
stantly stresses the im¬ 
portance of winning will 
reinforce that behavior 
and motivation in the 
child, not only in sports, 
but in other aspects of life 
as well. 

“This starts to build 
into my personality. 
That's the kind of rein 
forcenient I've been get 
ting." 

Testing done so far has 
isolated two particular 
personality traits as 
being important in 
sports. Howe said. The 
first is “goal orienta 
tion," the drive to suc¬ 
ceed; the second Is "af¬ 
filiation.” the desire to be 
associated with other 
people. 

In general, male ath¬ 
letes are most highly af¬ 
fected by goal orienta¬ 
tion. while female 
athletes are often rank 
high in affiliation. Howe 
said. 

These trails are par 
ticularly evident at the 
high school level, where 
the top girl athletes tend 
to be more like the boys, 
with strong goal orienta 
tion. Boy athletes in the 
second rank will still be 
achievement oriented, 
but affiliation is very 
characteristic of girls, 
and stays with girls 
longer. 

In some cases, the two 
traits can clash. A girl 
who is the outstanding 
athlete on a team, for in¬ 
stance. may find that 
being the best, or trying 
to be. affects her rela¬ 
tionship with her team¬ 
mates, and she might 
modify her behavior by 
scoring fewer goals to 
maintain her affiliation 
with her teammates. 

Gur society tends to ac 
cept strong goal orienta¬ 
tion, including some of 
the associated excesses, 
more readily In boys. 
Howe said. 

Anti-social behavior, 
such as fighting, tends to

be overlooked in many 
male sports, such as 
hockey or lacrosse, while 
violence is very rare in 
a comparable sport popu 
lar among female.s, field 
hockey 

Contrasts 

Differences in psycho¬ 
logical conditioning are 
probably behind the stun¬ 
ning successes of Cast 
Germany, and the disap¬ 
pointments of Canada in 
the 1976 Oly^cs. Howe 
said. 

Debbie Brill anl^iane 
Jones, for instance, found 
the tension of the world's 
moftt important athletic 
competition to be over¬ 
whelming! 

“In Canada, nobody 
gave a damn about how 
well Diane Jones or Deb¬ 
bie Brill were doing until 
the point of the Olympic 
Games, and they hadn't 
lived through the tension 
until then.” 

The Cast Ormans, on 
the other hand, are con¬ 
tinually exposed to (his 
kind of tension once they 
reach senior levels fo 
competition. 

As an example of dif¬ 
fering perceptions in this 
area. Howe cited a paper 
given at a recent Interna 
tional conference on the 
psychology’ of sports. 

One. scholar noted that 
the Canadians were al¬ 
ways cheering for their 
teammates and patting 
each other on the back, 
while the Russian ath¬ 
letes tended to be more 
distant, and coaches were 
more aloof in dealing 
with their athletes. 

This was evidence of a 
racial difference, the 
scholar said: Canadians 
have warmer personali¬ 
ties than Russians 


Not so. responded a 
Russian coach. The dif¬ 
ference was that Cana¬ 
dians are dependent on 
external support at the 
higher levels of compe¬ 
tition. while the Russians 
(rain their athletes to be 
independent of it. an im¬ 
portant edge in interna¬ 
tional competition where 
an athlete is less likely to 
get applause. 

This probably begins 
early, Howe said. The 
Eait Germans, particu¬ 
larly. are more astute in 
considering psychologi¬ 
cal factors, dealing with 
them scientifically . 

In terms of physical 
training, Canadian ath¬ 
letes are probably as fit 
as their East German 
counterparts, but the psy¬ 
chological variables are 
different. The strongest 
external pressures for 
Canadian athletes to win 
• often come at (he begin 
ning of their athletic ca¬ 
reers—when they are 
children. 

The East Germans, on 
the other hand, put very 
little emphasis on compe 
tition at first, but stress 
training and skill devel¬ 
opment. providing just 
enough competition to 
keep the training inter¬ 
esting. 

W’hen the athletes are 
older, the theory goes, the 
"cream will rise to the 
top.” and they can com- 
p(>ie at their highest level 
w ithout being affected by 
applause, or lack of it. 

Howe, coach of the B.C. 
rugby team, said he has 
applied psycholo)^ sue 
cessfully in his own 
coaching. 

"Most of my players 
know as much about 
rugby as I do, but I can 
help them in preparing 
mentally for a game ' 


Region governs 
enough-^urtis 


Municipal Affairs Minister 
Hugh Curtis said Saturday 
that he would not support any 
proposals to significantly in 
crease the powers of regional 
districts in B.C.-^. 

The minister naffirred to 
a proposal made last week 
by Saanich Aid. John Mika, a 
regional director, that the 
Capital Region District take 
over water, library and grant 
functions. 

Mika's proposal was en 
dorsed by the region board 
and referred to its executive 
committee. 

Curtis said Saturday he 
was aware of a growing dis¬ 
enchantment in the province 
with the growth of regional 
districts, particularly with 
regional activities and bud 
gets. 

There are 28 regional dis¬ 
tricts in B.C. and 1 tO munici¬ 
palities. Capital financing of 
some municipal projects is 
carried out through the re¬ 
gional districts, on a joint 
basis among two or more 
municipalities and electoral 
areas. 

"I think .Mika has not real 
ly canvassed public opinion 
in his municipality.” Curtis 
said. "1 believe 1 have, and in 
dozens of others.” 

Curtis said: "Under no cir 
cumstances would I consider 
additional functions of that 
magnitude (water, library, 
grants) for the foreseeable 
future at least.” 

Curtis said a regional dis¬ 
trict on its own may not 
amend its letters patent. 

A cabinet-approved 
amendment would be re¬ 
quired to give additional 
power to a district. 

An application to amend 
must be made to the provin 
cial government through the 
municipal affairs minister— 
“and my recoramdndation 
would be against it at this 
time, if not fur a longer 
period of time,” Curtis said. 

"If I wanted to make the 
most popular but not neces 
sarily the most practical .sug 
gestion I would say that rc* 
gional districts should be 
disbanded completely. 

"I am not saying that 
"Even people very critical 
of regional districts would 
say that some functions are 
logical and necessary 


"The simplistic solution 
would be to do away with 
regional districts, but a lot is 
done through them. 

"When regional districts 
were first formed In the mid- 


1960s. they were seen as a 
move to decentralization. To 
a certain extent they’ve 
served that purpose. But 
their powers have proliferat¬ 
ed

Hindie says there is no need 
for such a dock since Graving 
Dock can handle the work 
load. The announcement 
comes at a time of heavy 
unemployment in the ship¬ 
yards and Hindie says he 
fears it will mean oee more 
step in the type of centrali¬ 
zation that has seen other In¬ 
dustries moving from the Is¬ 
land to the Vancouver area. 

He says that while Burrard 
and Yarrows are now part of 
the same company, it is Bur¬ 
rard that will make the deci¬ 
sions. And he feels it will 
nut hesitate to take all repair 
work to Vancouv^. 

Hindie said he is calling on 
Greater Victoria municipal 
politicians and local Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament to "take a 
second looK at what the fed¬ 
eral Liberals are doing in this 
case."

A loaf of bread and thou, glyceride 

Most additives are organic, some are synthetic

That squeezable white loaf called bread may be manu 
factored in Canada from a lot more than yeast, water and 
flour. 

MOST ADDITTVES used in commercial bread are natu 
rally-occurring materials fashioned by chemists to give 
(he characteristics some consumers expect of bread, such 
as long-lasting moistness or softness, an organic chemist 
said Saturday in Victoria. 

Certain additives help retard evaporation loss, or give 
bread its texture and ability to stand up when shipped 
over long di.stances. he said. 

Commercial bread is a product which is expected to 
ship well and maintain its appearance, he said. 

Ingredients like glycerides and sodium stearoyl-2-lacty- 
iate or calcium stearoyl-2-lactylate play a role in giving 
commercial bread its consistency. 

Some of the other ingredients promote rising or pre¬ 
vent mould from growing. 

BREAD WITHOUT preservatives will- usually start to 
^ow mould In about a week if left unrefrigerated. Commer¬ 
cial white bread generally will not. 

Most ingredients in white bread, including some of the 
oxidants, or preservatives, are organic substances. 

Others, like azodicarbonamidc, a preservative, are 
synthetic. 

Some ingredients may color the bread, or are starches, 
like amylose. 

THE FOLLOWING are standards for the manufacture 
of bread, as defined by federal consumer and corporate af¬ 
fairs: 

Bread or W hite Bread shall be the food made by baking 


a yeastdeavened dough prepared with flour and water 
and may contain: 

(a) salt: 

(b) shortening, lard, butter or margarine. 

(c) milk or milk product: 

(d) whole egg. egg-white, egg yolk (fresh, dried or fro 
ren): 

(e) a sweetening agent: 

(f) malt syrup, malt extract or malt flour. 

(g) inactive dried yeast^of the genus Saccharomyces 
cerevisiae in an amount not greater than 2 parts by 
weight for each 100 parts of Hour u.sed; 

(h) amylase, bromelain, glucoamylase, lipoxidase and 
protease. 

(i) oatmeal, com flour, potato flour, rice flour, soy bdah 
flour, barley flour, vegetable flours, com starch, potato 
starch, wheat starch, any of which may be wholly or par 
tially dextrinized. In an amount not gnater than 5 parts by 
weight of all such additions for each 100 parts of flour: 

(I) other parts of the wheat berry: ^ 

u) lecithin or ammonium salt of phosphory lated gly¬ 
ceride: 

(l) monoglycerides and diglycerides of fat-forming 
fatty acids: 

(m) ammonium chloride, ammonium sulphate, cal¬ 
cium carbonate, calcium lactate, diammonlum phosphate, 
dicalclum phosphate, monoammonlum phosphate or any 
combination thereof In an amount not greater than 0.25 parts 
by weight of all such additives for each 100 parts of flour 
used:

Enriched bread is defined as white bread with added 
thiamine, riboflavin. Iron and niacin or niacinamide. 

Raisin bread, for each 100 parts by weight of flour, con¬ 
tains not less than 50 parts by weight of se^ed or seedless 
raisins, or raisins and currants. It may contain spices 
and peel. 

WHOLE WHEAT BREAD contains not less than 60 per 
cent whole wheat flour. It may contain caramel to color it. 

And brown bread? It’s bread that has been "co¬ 
loured by the use of whole wheat flour, graham flour, 
bran, mola.sses or caramel.”

“There was a real commu¬ 
nity spirit about the associa¬ 
tion. The families will suffer 
most but every one Is hurt by 
the accident. 

“It's Just too much right 
now ... for the people in As¬ 
bestos it will be heartbreak¬ 
ing." 

The tragedy—in a town liv¬

EDMONTON (CP) Canada wound up ita most suc¬ 
cessful adveiiturt la Intamatloopl sports competition Satur¬ 
day. captuiinit one fold medal on a day on which England 
came on with a burnt of victories to edge Australia for 
second place at the IfTt Commonwealth Games. 

England won ala of the nine final track and field events 
to bring Its total number of victories In athletics to 16 out 
of 3g—far ahead of Australia and Canada, which won six 
each. 


Debbie Campbell of Victoria helped the Canadian 
women's 4x406 team to a bronxe medal Saturday. Joining 
the city athlete were Margaret Stride. Anne Mackle- 
Morelll and Rarhelle Campbell. 


The English would have had another victory but its 
winning 4x400-metre men's relay team was disqualified 
because Glendon Cohen interfered with William Koskei 
of Kenya on the third leg. 

The Kenyans were moved up to first place, with Jamai¬ 
ca second. Australia third and Canada's team of Frank 


moves England ahead 


Van Doom of Calgary. Dacre Bowen, a native of Calgary 
living In Philadelphia, and Bryan Saunders and Glenn 
Bogue of Toronto fourth. 

Canada finished up with a toUl of 4S gold medals In the 
138 Games events. England was second with 27 and Aus¬ 
tralia third with 24. 

The three countries have traditionally dominated the 
Games but Australia had been the No. 1 power in re¬ 
cent years, with England second and Canada never better 
than third. 

The last of seven golds in cycling went to Phil Ander¬ 
son. a 20-year-old Australian mechanic, who broke away 
from Pierre Harvey. 21-year-old student from Rimouski. 
Que.. and New Zealander Garry Bell in a three-man 
sprint to the finish line of the 117-mile road race. Harvey 
won the silver medal and Bell the bronze. 

Canada, paced by triple winner Jocelyn Lovell of To¬ 
ronto. and Australia each won three cycling goids but 
the Aussles won the unofficial team crown by adding 
three silvers and two bronzes for eight while Canada had 
one silver and one bronze for a total of five. New Zealand 
won the other gold. 


Phil Olsen of Nanaimo was Canada's only winner on the 
final di^ of the Games. UUng tbe Javelin with a best 
throw of 84 metres, under the Games record of 8412 set 
by CSiarles Glover of England in 1674 and short of his own 
C^monwealth record of 87.76. 

England's six track and field golds came from Mary 
Stewart in the women's I. Ml metres. Dave Moorcroft In 
the men's 1.M0. Keith Connor in the triple jump, Geoff 
Capes In the shot put. the women's 4x 160-metre relay 
and 4x400 relay. 

Stewart set a Games record of 4:03.46 in the I.SIO 
breaking the Games mark set by Glenda Reiser of 
Ottawa in 1674. And Connor won the triple Jump with 17.21 
metres, breaking both the Commonwealth record of 17.02 
and the Games mark of 16.72. both set by Philip May of 
Australia. 

The biggest upset of the day came in the men's 1,500 
in which Moorcroft outduelled world record holder Filbert 
Bayl of Tanzania in the stretch. 

Moorcroft was clocked in 3:35.48 and Bayi in 3:35.56 
with John Robson of Scotland third in 3:35.60. The winning 
time was more than three seconds off the world record 


of Aussies 

of 3:32.20 set by Bayl in a memorable victory over John 
Walker of New Zealand In Christchurch four years ago. 

Bayi said afterward he plans to continue running the 
1,500 but will also work on the 5,000 so that he can 
challenge countryman Henry Rono of Kenya, the world 
record-holder and Games winner, at the 1680 Olympics in 
Moscow. 

Kenya was the only nation to challenge England. Aus 
tralla and Canada in track and field, winning five events 

Scotland brought its gold medal haul in athletics to two 
when its 4xl00-metre men's relay team won in a Games 
record time of 39.24. 

Other track and field golds went to Jamaica, Tanzania 
and Trinidad-Tobago. « 

Kenya was also fourth in total goids at the Games with 
seven, followed by New Zealand and India with ftve 
each. 

Four years ago Australia topped the Games with 29 
golds, 26 silvers and 25 bronzes. England was second 
with 28-29-21 and Canada third with 25-19-21. This time 
Canada added 20 more goids for an all-time record of 15 
while England slipped to 27 and Australia to 24.

Arbitrator rejects 
forced retirement 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
B.C. labor arbitrator has 
ruled that compulsory retire¬ 
ment based solely on age 
contravenes the provincial 
Human Rights Code and has 
ordered an employer to rein¬ 
state with back pay a man 
forced to retire. 

Arbitrator Joe Weiler or¬ 
dered the Prince Rupert 
Fishermen's Co-operative 
Association to return full se¬ 
niority and pay back wages 
and benefits of about $8,000 to 
Harford Miller, 65, who was 
forced to retire In October, 
1977. 

”1 am of the view that the 
association violated Section 8 
of the Human Rights Code in 
compelling Mr. Miller to re- 
tire solely because he 
reached the age of 65," 
Weiler wrote in the arbitra 
tion award. 

The code prohibits age di.s- 
crimination involving per¬ 


sons between age 45 and 65. 

The award contradicts a 
decision by B.C. Labor Minis¬ 
ter Allan Williams, respon¬ 
sible for administration of the 
code, to reject complaints al¬ 
leging discrimination on the 
basts of age from persons 
over 65. 

Weiler, a University of 
Britisb Columbia law profes¬ 
sor, said It was op to the 
employer to demonstrate 
that by reaching age 65 an 
employee's capacity was 
below the standards demand¬ 
ed and achieved by younger 
employees. 

“I am of the view that the 
employer has. in .some cir¬ 
cumstances, the right to es¬ 
tablish a compulsory retire- 
ment age or policy,'* he 


added. “However, this inher 
ent right of management 
may be exercised only in a 
reasonable, fair and non-dis 
crimimatory manner.” 

Weller based the decision 
on B.C. Supreme Court Judge 
Henry Hutcheon's earlier 
ruling upholding a human 
rights branch board of in¬ 
quiry's decision that the code 
also protects those younger 
than 45 and older than 6.s 
from age discrimination 
without proper cause. 

The decision was wek'omed 
by Jack Munro. regional 
president of the International 
Woodworkers of America, 
who said his union, the lar 
gest in B.C., was also pursu 
ing similar grievances.

PRISONERS GAIN 225% RAISE 


EDMONTON (CP) — Alberta s 1. 
200 working prisoners will receive a 
225-per-cent pay Increase Sept. 1 
from a current weekly maximum «»f 
JU7 70. based on a five-day work week, 
Rob King, assistant deputy minister 
of correctional ser>iceh. said Fri 
da>. 

King said the raise to $25 a week 
would bring Alberta prisoners to a 
pay level as high or higher than 


prisoners in other Canadian institu¬ 
tions 

Under the new incentive allowance 
system, he said each prisoner winild 
be paid according to the complexity 
of his job. how well it was performed, 
the amount of supenision required 
and his work behavior. 

He said prisoners would be expect 
ed to work eight-hour days and if the> 
weren't doing (heir jobs, they would 


be rentoxed from those jobs or de 
moted 

At present, a prisoner s pay de 
pends on how much time he has 
served and his b(‘havior. 

Prisoners earn from $4. to to $7 70 a 
week, reaching the maximum only 
after three months of their sentences 
have been served 

Under the new system, already in 
effect in bush camps, prisoners will 


earn a minimum of $2 a day if they 
perform their jobo competently. 

He said all prisoners serving sen¬ 
tences. except those attending 
school, in alcolwl or drug rehabilita¬ 
tion programs, or the sick and dis¬ 
abled. would be expected to work. 
Prisoners do community and road 
clean-up, development of historical 
and picnic sites, firefighting, for¬ 
estry work.

jews' history documented 
in the house of Anne Frank 


U*i raining again in Am¬ 
sterdam. Most of this sum¬ 
mer has been wretchedly 
chilly and wet in northern 
Europe. But the tourists keep 
streaming in and out all day 
at 263 Prtnsengracht. 

The house is on the Prin¬ 
cess Canal, a building re¬ 
deemed from anonymity bv 
its weathered grey brick 
front and door of deep 
green. 

LIKE ITS neighbors, the 
house is surprisingly old, the 
residence and place of busi¬ 
ness of a wealthy bourgeois 
who built it In 1635 four 
stories of solid respectabili¬ 
ty 

The street is narrow and 
cobbled with brick with bicy¬ 
cles and little European cars 
up on the curb and house¬ 
boats tied up under the trees 
that shade one of the city’s 
main waterways. 

On the dark green door, in 
discreet white letters: “Anne 
Frankhuis.'* (Anne Frank's 
House.) 

ewe 

Entering, you cUmb a oar- 
row steep .staircase to pay the 
admission fee (about $1.10). 
then pass through a secret 
door masked by a bookcase to 
the rear annex built in 1740. 
Here it was that eight fugi¬ 
tives from the Gestapo lived 
a precarious life, not washing 
or flushing the toilet during 
the day for fear of disco¬ 
very. 

OTTO^FRANK. the only 
one of his family to survive 
(he lives in Switzerland still), 
saw the war coming and how 
Jews were being tormented 
In Germany. He didn’t daw¬ 
dle. The annex was readied 
as a hideaway. The need 
came not long after Hitler 
blitzed the Netherlands in 
less than a week in May, 
1940. 

The history of the Jews of 
Holland is detailed In the 
‘‘documentation** room on 
the third floor of the annex. 
When the Nazis marched in, 
Amsterdam had 140,000 
Jews. By the end of 1943. 
almost all had been hauled 
away in cattle cars to the 
extermination camps. 

HERE YOU can see the 
yellow Stars of David which 
Jews had to wear. Photo¬ 
graphs of stormtroopers re¬ 
viling old men with beards 
Troops of people young and

old being herded to their 
deaths in gas chambers. 

The Prank family ate their 
meals around a table on the 
fourth floor of the annex. (A 
model like a big doll’s house 
shows the layout.) Next door 
is Anne’s bedroom, which she 
shared with a dentist called 
Dussel, and on the walls are 
pictures of movie stars — 
Rudy Vallec and Sonja Henie. 
and Greta Garbo in NInotch- 
ka. 

ANNE WAS about 13 when 
she was keeping her diary, 
and much of the time she 
spent by herself In the attic. 
The downstairs windows 
were heavily curtained, but 
up in the atUc it was safe to 
look out over the housetops, 
to gaze down at the trees and 
flowers in the back garden. 
Climbing up to have a look. I 
could hear pigeons? and the 
chiming of bells from the 
Westerkerk, whose steeple is 
so near. 

On October 9. 1942, she 
wrote in her diary about 
hearing over the “British 
radio” that Jews who had 
been deported were being 
gassed to death. 

WRITING AT the end of 
January, 1944, Anne talks 
about the generosity of the 
Christian friends who kept 
the Frank family fed all thoU 
years and preserved the se¬ 
cret of the bookcase and the 
hidden door. 

“Never have we heard one 
word of the burden we cer¬ 
tainly must be to them, never

Pueblos 
still buried 
in primitive 
lifestyle 




By MARGARET NESS 

TAOS PUEBLO. N.M - 
The oldest inhabited Indian 
dwellings in North America 
can be found in this pueblo 
(community) about 4.3 kilo¬ 
metres from the well-known 
arts and crafts centre of Taos 
in northeastern New Mexico. 
The primitive multi-storey 
lodgings were probably the 
first apartments on the conti¬ 
nent. 

M6st of the II surviving 
pueblos in New Mexico are 
open to the public and free. A 
few require a visiting permiL 
obtainabit at the tribal of 
floe, usually at the entram'e 
to the pueblo 

BUT THERE are definite 
restrictions. Generally, visi¬ 
tors are allowed only In the 
main square, nsually with 
frenting shops and a mission 
church. 

Some pueblos charge a fee 
for photographing, particu¬ 
larly in the kivas (ceremonial 
underground chambers) and 
at the feast-day dances, 
which occur every month In 
one pueblo or another. Fish¬ 
ing Is permitted In a number 
of pueblo areas for a fee. 

THE PUEBLO Indians 
were named by 16th-centur>’ 
Spanish explorers who found 
them living in river valleys in 
closely clustered farming 
communities. Their houses, 
then as now, were made of 
adobe bricks composed of 
clay with straw and native 
rock. 

Unlike the nomadic Nava- 
jos and Apaches who now live 
on reserves. Pueblo tribes 
are completely independent, 
even of each other. Each is a 
closely knit social and cul¬ 
tural unit with its own gover¬ 
nor and officers. 

SINCE MOST of the pueb¬ 
los are almost ideoticaU no 
more than a handful need be 
visited. However, there are 
two musts. One is Taos and 
the other is an early aban¬ 
doned cave community in 
Bandelier National Monu¬ 
ment (park), about 34 kilo¬ 
metres west of the state capi- 
Ul of SanU Fe. 

Taos Pueblo, with about 2,- 
300 residents, is one of the 
larger pueblos, with some 0.- 
500 acres for farming and 
grazing. It even has a herd of 
bison. 


UNUKE MOST pueblos, 
its population Is slowly In¬ 
creasing as a number of 
young people return each 
year to work the land or com¬ 
mute to wort in Taos. All are 
proud of tbeir past and refuse 
to pull down or modernize 
their homes. When electricity 
was finally Introduced, they 
Insisted that the wires be kept 
underground. 

The Indians on this pueblo 
are not friendly and walk 
past a visitor without a word 
or smile. While tourists are 
permitted, they are obviously 
resented. 

THE TRIP from SanU Fe 
to the early cave community 
in Frijoles Canyon is through 
spectacular cliff scenery. 
The honeycomb cliff ruins 
extend along a 3.2-kllomeire- 
iedge, the cave homes hol¬ 
lowed out of the soft volcanic 
ash rock. A tree-shaded creek 
runs along the floor of the 
canyon. 

It was an ideal location, 
with safety In the caves and 
good ground below for grow¬ 
ing beans, com and squash. It 
is not known whether It was 
drought, floods or disease 
that finally forced the fami¬ 
lies to mpve away. 


WELL-ARRANGED steps 
are cut into the cllffside lead¬ 
ing to the caves, with guard 
railings where necessary and 
**exU’' sUIrs along the route 
for those who find the climb 
too arduous. 

Several of the larger cave 
homes can be inspected by 
climbing a primitive ladder 
such as the inhablUnU used 
and pulled up for safety once 
th^ were inside. 

En route to the Frijoles 
Canyon It the Tesuque Pueb¬ 
lo, a confmunity of about 300 
with several two«8torey 
buildings and round commu¬ 
nal ovens. 

TOURISTS should start 
their tour of the ptieblos with 
a visit to the Cultural Mu¬ 
seum in Albuquerque. 

Around the ceutral court¬ 
yard are murals depicting In¬ 
dian ceremonies such as the 
Shalako Ceremony of the 
Zuni Pueblo with birdlike fig- 
ureo. Another depicts the 
Herd Dance by two males 
and a female with antlers on 
their heads. Dances by vari> 
ous pueblos are frequently 
performed in the courtyard. 

ONE ROOM is partitioned 
with each section containing 
information, history, arts ino 
crafts and photographs of one 
of the If pueblos. Downstairs 
is a series of exhibits of arti¬ 
facts from long bafore Co¬ 
lumbus up to the arrival of 
the Spaniards. And the 
centre's restaurant is one of 
the best in New Mexico for 
Indian food.

HERE IN THE lovely Mar 
garee Valley, a short distan- 
ceoff the Cabot Trail, Mary 
and Laird Hart have been 
welcoming guests to their 
Heart of Harts farm for 29 
years. 

Barely out the back door 
flows a trout stream. And be¬ 
yond that a salmon river 
rushes headlong toward the 
Atlantic. 

In this incredibly green 
valley, farm folks still relax 
on their porches, filling their 
souls with scenes of wooded 
hills and star-filled nights. 

The Harts are gentle souls 
who've played brat to hun¬ 
dreds of vacationers in their 
snug home. Knicknacks 
cover tables and mantels, 
and hooked rugs are spread 
along side deep sofas. 

MARY HART swept a hand 
through her white hair. ”Our 
house is old fashioned,” she 
said, and it was obvious she 
intends to keep it that way. 

A room with shared bath 
rents for $16 a day single or 
$32 double, including three 
huge farm-style meals pre¬ 
pared on a wood-burning 
stove. 

(The Lairds also have four 
housekeeping cottages that 
fetch $100 a week apiece). 

HEART OF HARTS is the 
%cene of oid-fashioned Christ 
mases, with caroling in the 
parlor and a tree that reaches 
all the way to the ceiling. 

In the Margaree Valley no 
one locks his door. Not even 
when he goes away. It’s the 
sort of place where a boy can 
run wild though grassy fields 
or catch a trout off a shady 
bridge, or just lie beside a 
stream and dream. 

A SIMILAR peacefulness 
pervades young Jim and 
Carol Johnson's spread in 
Guysborough county. Their 
223-acre Fairview Farm with 
its three ponds and two lakes 
face a fertile valley not far 
from one of eastern Canada*^ 
finest salmon rivers. 

Who said inflation has 
spread to the far comers? 
Homecooked meals and a 
room with shared bath in the 
13S-year-old farmhouse costs 
the vacationer $is"a day or 
$85 a week^ and that would 
have been a bargain even a 
decade ago. For children 
under 12 it’s even cheaper 
(roughly half the price). *

SHARING THE scene with 
the Johnsons are their chil 
dren, Debbie^ 13; Dana, 18. 
and 7-year-o)d Diane as well 
as a frisky labrador and s 
herd of Hereford and Char 
lais cattle. 

Roaming the surrounding 
hills and valleys are fox, 
moose, bear, deer and even 
an occasional mink and 
otter. 

Guests are welcomed the 
year round at Fairview with 
its gunttock chairs and Jenny 
Lind beds and Franklin 
stove. In winter they ski 
cross-country or else skate on 
one of the froien ponds. Dur¬ 
ing other seasons they attend 
highland festivals, country 
fairs and autumn harvest cel¬ 
ebrations. 

MOSTLY, THOUGH, there 
is freedom, kilometres and 
kilometres of open land along 
with hills that are forested 
with balsam fir, white 
spruce, yellow and white 
birch, rock maple and elm 
trees. 

Guests swing in a ham¬ 
mock outside the 12-room 
farmhouse, waiting for dark¬ 
ness in a sky that turns white 
with sUrs. 

The farm vacation routine 
is not for everyone, and this is 
particularly true of John and 
Jo Ann Gardner’s 100-acre 
Inverness county parcel, per¬ 
haps Nova Scotia’s most rus¬ 
tic guest farm. 

AS SUCH IT offers the sort 
of backwoodsy atmosphere 
that prevailed during Ameri¬ 
ca’s own pioneer period and 
westward march. 

Accommodations consist of 
a couple of log cabins t|iat 
lack baths, so that guests 
must either shower out of 
doors or bathe in the 
Gardner’s pond, and that’s 
about as back to nature as 
you can get. 

Still, there is something 
rich and earthy here that's 
missing on the ^ick and well- 
tended farms elsewhere. The 
Gardners have made peace 
with poverty. And because of 
it they are reaping a harvest 
of self-satisfaction. 

JOHN AND Jo Ann, a cou¬ 
ple of ex-schoolteachers from 
New England, switched from 
classroom to the plow in a 
search for contentment and 
meaning to their live. And in 
case you’re wondering why 
they chose Nova Scotia in¬ 
stead of the United States, 
it’s because they simply 
didn't have the bucks for a 
farm back home. 

For them it’s a daybreak to 
nightfall ritual of toil and oc¬ 
casional torment, the tor¬ 
ment arising whenever they 
ask themselves if they can 
honestly continue to hack it.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
seemingly endless rise'in 
prices Js eroding Americans' 
con/idehce in the future of the 
U.S. economy and lowering 
their opinion of President 
Carter’s ability to handle eco¬ 
nomic problems, an Asso¬ 
ciated Press-NBC News poll 
shows. 

The recent ups and downs 
of the country's unemplov- 
ment rate. Including a half- 
point surge in July, are not 
worrying the public as much 
as inflation, the survey 
found. 

The inflation rate from 
April to June pushed along at 
an annual rate of 11.4 per 
cent. If the trend established 
in the first six months of the 
year continues, the rise in 


prices for all of 1978 will be 
10.4 per cent. 

The Carter administra¬ 
tion's hopes of quick strides 
in reducing Joblessness were 
dashed when the unemploy- 


ment rate went to 6.2 per cent 
in July from 5.7 per cent in 
June. 

Forty-seven per cent of 
those interviewed Monday 
and Tuesday expect the U.S. 


economy to get worse in the 
next year, with only 14 pe^ 
cent expecting It to get bet¬ 
ter. 

Thirty-four per cent expect 
it to stay the same and five 
per cent are not sure..

Fashion too radical for many 


TORONTO (CP) — A Cana 
dian fashion designer is criti¬ 
cal of recent fail styles shown 
in Paris and says If women 
decide to follow the European 
trends next season, ’‘they will 
have to buy a totally new 
w ardrobe, lose a lot of weight 
and have their hair styles 
changed.” 

Marilyn Brooks, who pre¬ 
sented a capsule preview of 
her fall collection this week, 
said in an inteniew that the 
Paris fashions “are over-ex¬ 
aggerated and will be wa¬ 
tered down for the masses.” 

At the Paris couture shows 
in late July, designers ig 
nored the soft, baggy styles of 
past seasons. Instead, the 
1940s were back. Skirts were 
straight as sticks, shoulders 
wide, waists were cinched 
and models wore high, high 
heejs. 

Most of the clothes were 
black or red and the look was 
strict and severe after last 
year’s billowing skirts and 
over-sized tops. 

The Paris coilection.s con 
veyed to Ms. Brooks “a 
giant-sized reversal” in the 
direction of "tacky Holly¬ 
wood glamor of the 1940s.” 

‘My guess is that after a 


period of low-key dressing in 
natural fibres and lines, the 
European designers decided 
to made a radical and dra 
matic change and boy did 
they ever do it,” she said. 

However, she said she 
agreed with the skinnier sil¬ 
houette adopted by the Pari¬ 
sians and thought Canadian 
women might willingly wear 
padded shoulders "but they 
will be modified.” 

In her show, Ms. Brooks 
opted for a slimmer skirt, but 
unlike the Paris version it is 
still soft and midi-length. 

She has'achieved a sem¬ 
blance of the new silhouette 
by designing her dres.ses in a 
type of triangle using wider 
tops and big. kite-wing 
sleeves over a slimmer

LONDON. Ont (CP) - 
About 85 per cent of elderl> 
persons are reasonably 
happy, says a study co-ordin 
ated by Dr. Ronald Cape, co¬ 
ordinator of geriatric medi 
cine at University of Western 
(Ontario. 

Dr. Cape said he hopes his 
study will destroy the stereo 
type of the aged as a sickly 
group fraught with problems 
and that because there tends 
to be more illness in the el¬ 
derly, society concentrates 
on this point. 

The real problem area was 
among those over 85 and so¬ 
ciety should stop being “mes¬ 
merized by the over-ess.” 

However, he said statistics 
show that the number of peo¬ 
ple over 75 will triple in the 
next 60 years, and that while 
the problem area is with 
those over 85, the second- 
most dependent group is be¬ 
tween the ages of 70 and 74. 
This suggests that there is a 
group of people in their early 
70s who are "less robust” and 
hit their limit there, while the 
"biologically elite” progress 
through to 85 In good health 

The study, which was con¬ 
cerned with people living on 
their own outside institutions, 
revealed that 68 per cent of 
the people Interviewed were 
taking medication. 

Cape said doctors shoud 
ask themselves whether they 
prescribe “a bit more freely” 
in institutions because they 
know the medication will be 
controlled. 

The study showed that 
more than 80 per cent of those 
interviewed had seen a doc¬ 
tor and about 13 per cent had 
been in hospital, during the 
previous year. 

Heart, arthritic, respira¬ 
tory and diabetic problems 
were the major disorders for 
which people sought medical 
aid. 

Hospital admission rates 
were lowest among those liv¬ 
ing alone. 

Some other findings were 
that women occupy apart¬ 
ments significantly more 
than men; about five per cent 
lacked family members or 
friends to provide help and 
only 6.3 per cent were unable 
to prepare their own meals. 

“It was surprising that 
none in this category were 
living alone, raising some 
doubts about delivered meals 
being based on established 
functional need.” Cape said. 


He said it might be a goodl 
idea for officials to look into| 
the idea of "wheels to meals” 
to provide some people with a 
change of environment and 
other stimulus away from 
their homes.

It was almost as much as 
the big winners like Blyiasas 
and Co., who collected $1,600 
each, which is not too bad at 
all.

Limited stocks force anglers to reel in lines 


STEELHEAD stocks In 
Britisb ColumWa have dras¬ 
tically declined and sports 
anglers will have their fish¬ 
ing curtailed, even though 
logging, road building, com¬ 
mercial net fishing, water 
withdrawal and native fish 
ing have caused the decline 


to a greater degree than sport 
fishing. 

That is the word from 
David Narvtr, chief of ana- 
dromous fish in the B.C. fish 
and wildlife branch.

‘LNFOITIJNATELY, at 
least in the short run, it is the 
angler who has to be limited 
even further in his kill,*' he 
explains. ‘'Hopefully, in the 
longer run environmental 
damage can be reversed by 
enhancement techniques and 
habitat protection, and com¬ 
mercial and Indian fishery 
interceptions can be reduced 
or mitagated. 

“We tolieve the sport fish¬ 
erman is largely innocent 
compared to environmental 
and net fishing inroads. 

Narver says it is branch 
policy that while the permit¬ 
ted kUI may be reduced, it 
will strive to maintain an¬ 
gling opportunity. 


HERE ARE SOME of the 
restrictions that may be im¬ 
posed. 

• Bait bans and single 
hooks on wild steelhead 
streams. 

• More direct forms of 
limiting the number of 
anglers on at least a few 
streams, perhaps by lottery, 
to maintain a quality angling 
experience. A system of this 
type has been in operation for 
Atlantic salmon in New 


V’Brunswick for many years, 
and Narver says it is ver>' 
popular with residents. 

• More catch and release 
fisheries. At present there 
are 26 steelhead streams with 
.such regulations for part of 
the year. 23 of them on Van¬ 
couver Island. Narver says 
that surv ival of angler cau^t 
and released steelhead Is 
very high, even when caught 
on bait. “With catch and re¬ 
lease of steelhead it it pos 
.sible to have our cake and eat 
it too, but not literally, he 
adds. He says catch and re¬ 
lease regulations on the Ki- 
spiox, Vedder and Coquihalla. 
have been surprisingly well 
received, by those who parti 
cipated. However participa¬ 
tion tends to be reduced by 56 
to 75 per cent. Reception has 
not b^n as good on Vancou¬ 
ver Island, where nearly all 
summer steelhead streams 
are catch and release. 

• More fly fishing only 
streams. 

• On particular streams, 
marked hatchery fish will be 
permissible to kill, but un 
marked (wild) fish will have 
to be released. 


NARVER SAYS, despite 
the outlook of gloom for steel¬ 


head today he Is optimistic 
about the future of steelhead 
in British Columbia. “It will 
not be the good old days but it 
will be better than the pres 
ent for many steelhead 
anglers. We will see (he 
maintenance of steelhead an¬ 
gling opportunities, ranging 
from hatchery supported 
streams to conservatively 
managed wild stocks; from 
bait and kill streams to Dy 
only and catch and release 
streams." 

But, he added: “We need a 
strong commitment from 
anglers to acts as a respon¬ 
sible lobby. Anglers must 
maintain thorough aware¬ 
ness of the issues and the 
facts behind the issues. To¬ 
gether we will stem the de¬ 
cline of steelhead and, where 
wp mutually agree, we will 
produce more steelhead." 

Narver says the Salmonid 
Enhancement Program is 
producing steelhead now, 
using a wide range of tech¬ 
niques. 

INSTREAM engineering 
'using boulder, rootwad and 
log placement to produce 
more juvenile cover looks 
promising and is being con¬ 
ducted on two streams on 


Vancouver Island — the 
Keogh and the Big (^alicum 
These developments are 
founded on work done In the 
U.S. mid-west in the last two 
decades. 

Colonization above impa.s- 
sible falls has substantial po¬ 
tential and is being pursued 
in two projects. Since most of 
our coastal streams are pre¬ 
cipitous there are hundreds 
of miles of potential steel 
head (and salmon) rearing 
space above falls. 

Steelhead are being reared 
in floating pens in two 
lake/river systems. This 
technique has wide applies 
tion and is attractive b^ause 
it emulates nature and Is 
cheaper than standard hat 
cheries. 

IT IS PLANNED to use 
rearing channels and ponds 
within the next two years. 

SUndard hatchery opera 
tions also have a place, and 
federal and provincial facili¬ 
ties produced more than 156,- 
000 smolts this past spring 
for rivers near Vancouver 
and on southern Vancouver 
Island. 

“Unfortunately producing 
more steelhead using what¬ 
ever method, is more expen¬ 
sive and likely to require a 
longer rearing period than in 
Oregon and Washington," ex¬ 
plains Narver. “The reason is 
the same as for natural pro¬ 
duction ^ low temperatures 
and unproductive water." 

Narver explains British 
Columbia's steelhead culture 
program is just starting.

Having a refrigerator fiiied 
with fresh fruit and crisp raw 
vegetables such as carrots 
and squash is one way, pro¬ 
viding you can persuade the 
youngsters that they really 
do uste better than highly 
sugared snacks.

Your Good Health 
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Dear Dr. Tkesteaea: Please 
give me some information 
about P.A.T. My son, who is 
22. has it and is under a doc¬ 
tor's care. But I was wonder¬ 
ing how he can take care of 
himself with this. How much 
activity can he do? He was 
told to keep doing everything 
as usual, but we are still wor- 
ried.-Mrs. V.F. 

“P.A.T." stands for 
"paroxysmal atrial tachy¬ 
cardia.'* which sounds omi¬ 
nous. but really isn't. Tachy¬ 
cardia is a "run" of rapid 
beats. Paroxy^smal runs are 
those that come on abruptly 
and end abruptly. The atrium 
Is the heart chamber (upper) 
where your son's originates. 

They can occur at any age. 
and in an otherwise normal 
heart they can be little more 
than a nuisance. They can be 
scary, though. If he hasn't 
dune so already, your son 
should ask his doctor about 
ceitain breathing techniques 
he might use to stop them 
once they come on. 

The "P.A.T.s" may disap¬ 
pear as he gets older. The 
problem is often found in 
tense individuals. Stimu¬ 
lants—coffee. tea, and tobac¬ 
co—seem to prompt episodes 
An overactive thyroid gland 
can be a cause, and It is wise 
to check this out by test. The 
situation should not disable 
your son. The attacks are 
brief, and there is no serious 


or lasting effect on the 
heart. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: My 
husband had a massive stoke 
four years ago and now is in a 
wheelchair. He is 74. He was 
told before the stroke that 
he was a mild diabetic and 
was given Orinase to take. So 
he took one a day for about a 
year. Now we have read that 
Orinase can cause strokes. 
He dropped the pills, eats 
everything now. and feels 
fine. Please comment on this 
situation —Mrs. E.C. 

It is not unusual for mild 
diabetics your husband’s age 
to have vascular accidents, 
as stroke or heart attack. Or- 
nase (tolbutamide), an oral 
diabetic medicine, is com¬ 
monly used for such mild 
“maturity onset" diabetes as 
his. It works by causing the 
pancreas to secrete insulin, 
which is what is lacking in the 
blood in diabetes. 

What you heard or read 
about the drug as a cause of 
stroke or heart attack Is 
highly controversial and by 
no means conclusive. Per¬ 
haps his former use of it was 
sufficient to cause the mild 
diabetes to subside. But this 
is no more than speculation. 
He should get a followup 
check of his blood sugar. 

Discontinuing controls, 
whether medicine or diet, can 
be risky for any diabetic, 
mild or otherwise. Diet and 
drug therapy go hand In hand 
with diabetes. If he's eating 
everything in sight, as you 
imply, he is courting further 
trouble by gaining wel^t and 
aggravating his diabetic situ¬ 
ation. He may eventually pay 
a past due bill for this. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: My 
husband has high blood 
pressure and is taking medi¬ 
cation for it. What effect does 
high blood pressure have on 
sexual relations? Can he 
have sexual intercourse? Do 
the pills he is taking have any 
effect?-Mn. T.T. 

Ask me if a lame person 
can walk, and I would ask 
how far, how fast, and how 
lame? The same applies to 
this perennial question. Mil¬ 
lions of high blood pressure 
patients continue to enjoy sex 
without problems if they use 
common sense. 

Intercourse does increase 
blood pressure as much as-30 
points in some. So does 
climbing a flight of stairs. 
There m^y be no need to 
avoid stairs, but there is need 
to go about the climbing a bit 
more carefully. I must defer 
to the opinion of your hus¬ 
band's personal physician, 
who can lay down any restric¬ 
tions or give any green lights 
based on your husband's spe¬ 
cific problems. 


Britain's 
cycling set 

until the outbreak of the 
FYanco-Pnissian War in 1870, 
when Britain took over and 
Coventry became the "city of 
cycles." By 1884, the low- 
built safety machine^ with 
chain drive to the rear wheel, 
came into vogue—and 
women took to cycling. 
Scorned at first by the ex¬ 
perts, the safety cycle was 
taken seriously by the Co¬ 
ventry manufacturers, to 
their considerable profit, and 
from then on it was simply a 
matter of refining a good, 
workable machine. 

Cycling has been used for 
stamp designing before by 
Britain—for the eighth Com¬ 
monwealth Games—and by 
Canada and other stamp-is¬ 
suing authorities, to the ex¬ 
tent that It’s a thematics sub¬ 
ject all its own.

Ex-U.S. man 
pleads guilty 
in death plot 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Michael Townley, a U.S. ex 
patriate, has pleaded guilty 
10 taking part in the plot 
(0 assassinate Orlando l^te- 
lier, a former Chilean diplo¬ 
mat who was killed when a 
bomb exploded in his car in 
1976. 

In a plea bargaining ar 
rangement with the gover 
ment. Townley 35, pleaded 
guiltv to a single count of 
conspiracy to kill a foreign 
official. 

lie also agreed to be the 
government's key witness in 
its case against three high 
Chilean secret police officials 
and five anti-Castro Cuban 
exiles. 

In exchange for this. Tow n 
lev will receive a to-year 
prison sjentence with possibil¬ 
ity of parole after three years 
and four months. The charge 
carries a maximum penalty 
of life imprisonment. 

.After hearing Tow nley give 
a detailed account of his role 
in the assassination. District 
Judge Barrington Parker 
Naid he accepted the agw- 
ment in the interest of jus¬ 
tice. However, Parker de¬ 
clined to sentence Townley 
immediately, and gave no ex 
planation of why he was de 
ferring the sentencing. 

Townley testified that he 
placed the bomb in Letelier's 
car under orders from the 
former head of the Chilean 
secret police. 

The explosion killed l.ete- 
iier and a female colleaque. 
Ronni Moffitt. who was seat 


i‘d alongside him. Her hus¬ 
band, Michael Moffitt. who 
was also in the car. escaped 
serious injurv. 

Letelier. former Chilean 
ambassador to the U.S. and a 
former cabinet minister 
under the late president Sal¬ 
vador Allende. was an out¬ 
spoken opponent of Augusto 
Pinochet. Chile's current 
head of state. 

Pinochet has publicly de¬ 
nied any involvement in the 
assassination. 

Townley told Parker under 
oath that officials of the se 
cret police agency in Chile, 
formerly known as the DINA, 
instructed him to assassinate 
Letelier and helped him ob¬ 
tain a false passport to travel 
to the United States to put the 
plan in motion. 

Townley had lived for most 
of the previous 20 years in 
Chile. 

l>ast week, a federal grand 
jury indicted eight men. not 
including Townley, in the as¬ 
sassination. Among the de¬ 
fendants are the former head 
of DINA. Gen. Manuel Con¬ 
treras Sepulveda, and two 
other officials of the intelli¬ 
gence agency 

Federal officials are now 
negotiating with the Pinochet 
government in an effort to 
extradite the three men. 

Three of the Cuban exiles 
pleaded not guilty earlier 
Friday to charges stemming 
from Letelier's murder. The 
other two Cuban exiles arc* 
still at large

(CP) — A spokesman for the Indian 
affairs department has denied accusations made by the 
president of the Natlooal Indian Brotherhood that Indian 
Affairs Minister Hugh Faulkner has refused to attend a 
brotherhood convention In Fredericton. 

*‘The minister hasn’t refused to go.** Phil Gibson, an 
aide to the minister’s office, said Friday. 

‘*He simply hasn’t responded to the request. He’s been 
away most of the last cou^ of weeks.” 

But Dave Montour, special assistant to brotherhood 
president Noel Starblanket. said the Invitation went out 
months ago and that the brotherhood had heard from the 
minister’s office some time ago that he would not attend. 

Starblanket told delegates Thursday at an all-chiefs 
meeting here that Faulkner had refused to attend the 
brotherhood’s annual meeting Aug. 29 to 31. 

Starblanket said Faulkner did not want to attend be¬ 
cause he wanted to avoid criticism over his proposed 
changes to the Indian Act. 

*^0 minister has said he planned to introduce changes 
in Parliament this fall providing there Is no federal elec¬ 
tion. 

This includes changes in a section of the Indian Act 
which specifies an Indian woman marrying a non-Indian 
loses her treaty rights while an Indian man marrying a 
non-Indian loses none of his rights. 

Human rights and women’s groups have called the cur¬ 
rent section discriminatory but Indian leaders oppose any 
change, citing the impact of a sudden swelling of treaty 
Indian population if non-Indians married to treaty women 
gain full status.

Double Eagle tn full flight 


it's clear sailing 
for balloonists 



BEDFORD. Mas!^. (AP) — Three men 
from Albuquerque. N..M.. were high over the 
Atlantic (Kean on Saturday in their second 
attempt to become the first to fly to Europe 
under a balloon. 

They sailed about 2<>0 kilometres in the 
first 12 hours after they look off on Friday 
night from Presque Isle. Maine. They were 
sighted at 1.630 metres, about .lO km north of 
Summerside. P.E.I., according to a ground 
crew stationed at a private tracking station 
here. 

••They’re going at a speed of 12 to 13 miles 
an hour and the pilot is reporting good 
conditions, a clear day,* said spokesman 
Jim Mitchell Saturday. 

He said their silver-trimmed black bal 
loon. Double Eagle II. would rise to about 
3.000 metres over open waters as the sun 
heated the balloon’s helium. 

Two of the balloonists. Maxie Anderson. 
44, head of a uranium-copper mining firm. 


and Ben Abruzzo. 46. president of a ski 
tramway firm, failed in a trans Atlantic 
balloon flight last year. They were forced 
Into the sea during bad weather off Ice¬ 
land. 

This year, they are joined by Larry New¬ 
man. ai. a hang-gliding e.\pert who plans to 
use a glider fixed to the gondola to float to 
earth when the trio arrives over Europe. 

The balimm is 70 per cent larger than the 
one Anderson and Abruzzo used a year 
ago. 

The balloonists hope to reach Europe by 
Tuesday midnight, cross the Alps and land 
on Wednesday in Italy. The men have a 
month's supply of food in the balloon's gon¬ 
dola. 

Two weeks ago. two Englishmen fell short 
by 187 km to cross the Atlantic by balloon. 
There have been 17 known attempts, and 
several persons have died try ing.

LONDON (AP) — Mo.st 
British and other Europeao 
airports reported only slight 
delays Saturday despite a re¬ 
new^ work-to-rule slowdow n 
by French air traffic control¬ 
lers. 

•‘It looks very good In¬ 
deed.” said a spokesman at 
Luton airport 48 kilometres 
north of London, one of Eng¬ 
land's busiest facilities for 
charter flights. ‘•This time on 
previous weekends we have 
been bursting at the seams 
with delays up to eight hours. 
So far we are not crowded at 
all, it’s just like a normal 
Saturday.” 

Delays were aimo.st non¬ 
existent at London’s 
Heathrow airport. 

In France, most flights 
were about an hour late and 
similar conditions were re¬ 
ported at other major Euro¬ 
pean airports. 


The 2.500 French control¬ 
lers are demanding mure 
pay, better equipment and 
shorter hours. Their work-to- 
rule slowdown means fewer 
flights can be routed through 
French air space, a busy air 
crossroads for vacationers 
headed to and from Mediter¬ 
ranean resorts. 

The slowdown is a resump¬ 
tion of one that started two 
weeks ago, at that time caus¬ 
ing delays of days at sume 
airports. This weekend's 
slowdown began at 8 a m. 
Friday and Is scheduled to 
end Wednesday morning It 
encompasses the Ascension 
Day holiday observed In 
Roman Catholic countries 

Authorities at Paris’s Orly

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It was like 
end of world 
in there ... ’ 

MONTREAL (CP) Was (our years of offlciaJ neglect 
responsible for the loss of 40 Uvea last week at Eastman, 

In June, 1174, 14 Oolden Age club members died on a 
bus excursion in (^ebec which had some remarkable 
echoes in last week’s disaster involving a handicapped 
group’s excursion bus. 

A coroner's inquest at the tlme->led by the same man 
who will conduct the Eastman inquest—made a series 
of recommendations which might have prevented last 
week’s accident. 

But the recommendations were not implemented by the 
Quebec transport department. 

NO EMERGENCY BACK UP 

One of the recommendations caHed for all buses to be 
equipped wHk emergency brakes independent of the main 
brake system. The 22 year-old bos involved in the Eastman 
disaster lost its braking power and had no emergency 
back-op system. 

*T really don't know why my recommendations were 
ignored,'* said coroner J. Armand Drouin in a telephone 
interview from (Quebec City. 

Perhaps it was because some of them would have 
increased the price of buses, he suggested. 

“Evidently, accidents seem foolish after the fact,** 
said the dS-year-oId coroner. *Tt seems they could have 
easily been avoided.** 

In the 1974 crash, the bus plunged into a ravine near 
Quebec City while descending a steep hill, in circum¬ 
stances similar to those at Eastman. 


ONE OUT OF NINE 

Drouin made nine stringent safety recommendations in 
December, 1974, but the only one implemented was a pro¬ 
posal that road signs be improved at the spot where that 
accident occurred. 

Drouin, who will visit the site of the Eastman disaster 
next week to gather evidence for the inquest, also recom¬ 
mended in 1974 that road signs be improved in areas 
considered potentially dangerous for driving. He want¬ 
ed signs acMsing drivers of large vehicles to gear down 
before descending steep hills. 

There were no such signs on the steep, winding road¬ 
way at Eastman which leads down to Lac D'Argent where 
the victims drowned. 

Drouin said he had also recommended in 1974 that such 
roads be reconstructed. 

“Even if it costs more. It’s worth it," he said this 
week. 

The Eastman tragedy began innocently enough. For 
six years the Fratemite des Malades et des Handicapes 
de la Re^on Asbestos organized parties, workshops and 
other activities for the handicapped living in the area of 
the mining town of Asbestos. 60 kilometres northeast of 
Eastman. 

TRIP TO THEATRE 

They also made regular trips to the Theatre de Mar- 
Jolaine in Eastman, with tickets donated by the public 
relations department of Steinberg Ltd., the huge Que¬ 
bec supermarket chain. t 

After enjoying the French-language play Un Simple 
Mtritge Double last Friday night, the group of 47 climbed 
back aboard the coach. Driver Denis Martel, 32, pulled 
out of the parking lot and started down from the hill¬ 
side theatre to join the main road which runs along the 
lakeside. 

As the bus reached the steepest part near the bottom 
of the one-kilometre driveway, Martel suddenly found 
his brakes falling, with far less than the required 100 
pounds of pressure being registered. 

“I had no more than 50 pounds and was picking up 
speed. I shoved it into second gear trying to slow it down, 
but you can't slowdown a bus like that by gearing down on 
a steep hill,** Martel recalled later. 

He yelled for people to hold on and brace themselves. 

LIKE GIANT ROWBOAT 

Travelling an estimated 60 kilometres an hour at the 
bottom of the T-junction and unable to turn, he headed into 
the lake, thinking, “If we hit the water the nose will go in 
and that will stop us." 

But the bus left the lakeside at an angle which sent it 
skimming across the water like a giant rowboat, only the 
bumper hitting water, until it was 75 metres from shore 
floating in 15 metres of water. 

As water began rushing in, panic gripped the bus. 

“There was yelling and screaming,’’ Martel remem¬ 
bered. “They sat clinging to their seats and wouldn’t 
move. It was like the end of the world in there." 

Lucie Pouliot, 22, a volunteer worker and another of 
the seven survivors, remembered the screaming and hys¬ 
terical prayers to God as she swam away from the bus. 
Gne woman shrieked: “We won't drown. God loves us too 
much.*’ 

In the bus. Mrs. Pouliot had tried to help a physically 
handicapped teen-aged boy, but he told her: “Go ahead 
and live; the rest of us will be all right.*' 

15 MINUTES AFLOAT 

Another survivor. Rev. Gaston St. Jean, said the bus 
floated about 15 minutes before the weight of the engine 
in the back began to drag It down. Before he left the bus, 
he could hear the coughing and spluttering of victims as 
they drowned. 

On shore, motel operator Elio Scattolin had telephoned 
Quebec provincial police who “thought I was joking." He 
had to give his name, address, occupation and other 
details before convincing them to come.- 

Police arrived then and began a 14-hour diving search 
in the murky waters for the bus, followed by a 15-hour 
overnight recovery in which the bus was encircled with a 
chain and winched to shore with 37 bodies still in it. Three 
other bodies were found in the water. 
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^'Raisinp a child alone"

Garden Notes 


FEW WALNUTS (H.V., NaMlnM) 

Bbm play BO part In the polllnition of 
walnut bloaaoma. Pollen from the male 
catkita la dlatiibuted to the female blot* 
aoms by the wind. 

The poor aet of nuts on vour tree this 
year la probably due to tm very cool, 
wet weather we had at bloeaoming time 
Inst spring. 

AUTUMN CROCUS (P.R., Vkteiin) 
Your plants are not dead. It Is nor¬ 
mal for leaves to turn brown and die 
down in June or early July — it is part 
of the rather unusual life cycle of the 
autumn crocus. After the rains of late 
summer the naked flowers will appear 
without any leaves; the foliage comes 
later and develops fully in the spring. 

BERGAMOT TEA (A.K., Cobble Hill) 
Monarda (Bergamot) leaves may be 
picked and dried, perferably Just before 
the flowers appear; some folks dry the 
flowers too. In making tea, use the same 
formula as for ordinary tea one heap¬ 
ing teaspoonful per cup and one for the 
pot. Add freshly boiling water and steep 
for five minutes. 

When served hot it is said to induce 
sleep and relax the muscles. 
BENEFICIAL MITES (W.G,, Victoria) 
Those fast-moving, tiny red 
“spiders” on your roses are probably 
one of the predatory miles whit h attac k 
and feed upon our insect pests. While 


amall, these ferocious hunters are enor- 
moua compared to the aap-aucking 
apider mite on which It feeda. Your 
roses should on no account be iprayed 
with insecticide while these beneficial 
predators are around. 

NATIVE LAWN ( W.O*Bm SagnkbtM) 

If you want a hard-wearing familv 
lawn rather than a show piece, I think 
you would have more satisfaction If you 
embark on a long-term program of tam¬ 
ing the native turf rather than plowing it 
under and starting a new one. 

Providing the site is reasonably level 
to start with, It is surprising how easy It 
is to bring a virgin sod under control. 

If the grass is long, have it cut with a 
scythe or a sickle-bar mower, reducing 
the height to a point where it can be 
handled with an ordinary rotary power 
mower. 

Thereafter, the most important thing 
Is to mow it frequently and consistently 
— twice a week during periods of lush 
growth — with the mower set to cut 
about two inches off the ground. 

It would be best — for the first year 
anyway — to use the grass catcher bag 
on (he mower, for there will be many 
seed heads of weeds to be gathered. The 
mowings may be composted or buried to 
enrich the soil in your vegetable plot. 

This treatment alone ~ plus fertili 2 
er dressings in early spring and again in 
midsummer — should give you an ac¬ 


ceptable lawn. The regular mowing will 
gradually weaken the coarser grasses 
and encourage the finer, dwarf varie¬ 
ties, while the removal of the seed heads 
should eventually eliminate the annual 
weeds. Persistent perennial weeds can 
be eradicated by wetting their leaves 
with a clover-chickweed type of weed 
killer. 

PERSIAN CYCLAMEN (S.M., Dna 

can) 

The cyclamen houseplant you re¬ 
ceived as a gift last Christmas is ready 
to be started into growth again. I pre 
sume that when your plant finished 
blooming, you cut down on its water 
gradually until the leaves were brown 
and dead. It Is customary to-store the 
bulb in its pot of soil, preferably on its 
side in a sunny basement window, dur 
ing its annual resting period 

The bulb has been resting long 
enough now and should be shaken out of 
its pot and potted into fresh, purchased 
soil. You can use the same pot if it is 
well scrubbed. 

Keep the repotted bulb in an east or 
north window and water sparingly at 
first, giving only enough to maintain the 
soil in a just barely moist condition, 
then increase as lopgrowth develop- 
This plant remains in bloom much 
longer in a very cool room. try In 
avoid temperatures much higher than 
lb degees C.

even. with one side lower 
than the other, and folded 
into shapeless pleats, as if it 


had been pressed under a 
mattress. The bodice has but 
one shoulder strap, leaving 
the other shoulder bare, a 
style 1 always disliked be¬ 
cause it makes a woman look 
lopsided. Ava Gardner could 
wear it, but Ava looked good 
even lopsided. 

On the front the bodice is 
covered by what looks, at 
least on the TV screen, like 
.some loathsome eruption, 
perforated at the center by a 
circular hole the size of a 
grapefruit.

MONTREAL (CP) - The 
Roman Catholic diocese of St. 
Jean, which groups 80 
parishes on the south shore of 
the St. Lawrence River near 
Montreal, has decided to ban 
their weekly bingo evenings 
beginning Dec. 31. 

Bingo evenings, which 
usually attract large crowds 
at parish halls throughout the 
province, have been tradi¬ 
tionally a source of revenue 
for Roman Catholic 
parishes. 

But M.sgr. Bernard Hubert, 
bishop for St. Jean, said in an 
interview published today 
that diocese officials had de¬ 
cided to end the bingo eve¬ 
nings because “for a Chris¬ 
tian community, it is not the 
path to take." 

The diocese was able to 
take the decision because it 
did not have major financial 
difficulties, he said. 

“But there are parishes in 
other dioceses, which could 
not survive if bingos were 
banned. We don’t want to get 
these people in hot water by 
giving ourselves a pure 
image.” * 

Those who attended the 
weekly bfngo sessions in 
hopes of winning prizes have 
enough lotteries available, 
while those who came to 
enjoy themselves will find 
other activities, Msgr. Hu¬ 
bert said. However; bingo 
will be allowed for special 
holidays as a means of bring¬ 
ing people together.

I fell In love with them," said 
Tony Housman, who drove 
from Wapello, Iowa, to Nash¬ 
ville with his wife Pennle in a 
1958 Edsel Pacer.

Housman said Edsels 
aren't too hard to find and 
usually cost from $500 to $8.- 
500, depending on condition. 

Housman says his Edsel 
got 18 miles per gallon on the 
trip. Other club members, 
some from as far away as the 
West Coast and Canada, 
hauled their Edsels to Nash¬ 
ville on trailers. 

Almost all waxed and po¬ 
lished the vehicles after ar¬ 
riving Thursday. 

Manufactured from 1958 to 
1980, the Edsel represented a 
$250 million gamble by Ford 
to regain the No. 1 position In 
the i^ustry. 

The Edsel had some tech¬ 
nological Innovations, Includ¬ 
ing a push-button transmis¬ 
sion located In the hub of the 
steering wheel that rapidly 
gained a reputation for unre¬ 
liability. 

The company expected 250,- 
000 sales the first year, but 
got only 60,000.

Carter, 
Meany 
tussle 
emerges 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Just as President Carter has 
patched up a feud with the 
speaker of the U.S. House of 
Representatives, he’s into a 
new tussle, this one with the 
head of the AFL^^IO. 

Responding to recent labor 
criticism of the White House, 
the Carter administration 
lashed back, saying AFL-CIO 
president George Meany's 
attacks are misguided and 
have angered the president. 

Labor Secretary Ray Mar¬ 
shall, in hii first public re¬ 
buke of the 83-year-oid labor 
leader, said Meany was 
wrong for blaming the ad¬ 
ministration for defeat in 
Congress of a labor-law-revi¬ 
sion bill, and for criticizing a 
proposed contract for postal 
workers. 

Marshall's unprecedented 
criticism marked a new low 
in relations between the 
White House and organized 
labor, which actively worked 
for Carter's election. 

The attack came a day 
after postal union leaders, in 
another unprecedented re¬ 
buke, accused Meany of in¬ 
terfering in their ratification 
process and demanded that 
the labor boss retract his 
statement that their wage 
settlement was too small. 

In a letter to the postal 
unions, Meany stood by his 
earlier criticism and said he 
did not mean "to interfere 
with that process." 

Carter is reported to have 
felt it was unf^ for Meany to 
continue his attacks this 
week after the administra¬ 
tion tried to appease the labor 
chieftain by agreeing not to 
interfere in contract ^rgain- 
ing by pressing publicly for 
wage moderation. 

Meany, however, refused 
to back down Friday. In¬ 
stead, be shot off a chilly 
response to Marshall saying,, 
"All my life Fve called it as l| 
saw it. 1 don't intend to/

Fishermen 
held in j ail 


NASSAU (AP) - Thirty 
Florida fitbermon were held 
In Jail Saturday in connection 
with a fishing dispute that 
included shooting when Ba¬ 
hamas Defence Force cruis- 
ert seized U^. boats about 40 
kilometres from Bimini, offi¬ 
cials said. 

A teenage boy was shot 
during the incident and was 
in hospital in serious condi¬ 



tion Saturday, said a U.S. em¬ 
bassy official, who preferred 
to remain anonymous. Baha¬ 
mian officials said the boy 
was shot when the boat he 
was on tried to ram a patrol 
boat. 

Three patrol boats from the 
defence force encountered a 
fleet of 90 or more fishing 
vessels Friday morning near 
Gingerbread Banks, north- 
northeast of Bimini, said Bill 
Kalis, an information officer 
of the official Bahamas News 
Bureau. 

Ten boats were captured 
and were towed into Nassau 
early Saturday. The first boat 
In was the Lisa Moaica. Its 
captain, Antonio Perez of 
Miami, Fla., was taken away 
in handcuffs and two mem¬ 
bers of his crew were taken to 
a Bahamian gunboat. 

Some of the boats that fled 
the incident began returning 
to their Miami berths early 
Saturday. Crew members 
told reporters the injured boy 
was 13 years old and was 
aboard the Isabel, which was 
operated by his father, known 
only as Lin. 

The embassy official said 
the fishermen would be held 
without bond pending their 
arraignment Monday. 

The duty officer said iden¬ 
tities of all of them was not 
immediately known. He said 
that although the nationality 
of the others was not clear, 
most were believed to be 
Cuban-Americans from the 
Miami area.

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Nyad talks to reporters In Havana 

Nyad takes 
plunge today 

HAVANA (CP) — Diana Nyad said Saturday she 
will begin her often-delayed swim from Cuba to 
Florida—a distance of 165 kilometres—today, adding 
that only a hurricane would stop her. 

*it seems that the weather is very good, the best 
we will get. If I start this swim. Pm not going to get out 
for anything except another hurricane,** Miss Nyad 
said. 

The 28-year-old author and marathon swimmer 
has delayed her swim several times during the last 
month because of problems with fund-raising, bureau¬ 
cracy and weather. 

*it*s not easy to have all this waiting,** she said. 
*‘rve gone through hell getting this swim organ¬ 
ized.** 

Miss Nyad plans to make the swim in a specially- 
designed shark cage being towed behind a boat. 

And one of the latest problems she faced was that 
the crew which brought her shark cage to Havana 
from Florida was not allowed into Cuba because U.S. 
Customs did not clear the cage when it left the United 
States. 

Miss Nyad said she would have preferred not to 
use a cage but that fishermen and navigators familiar 
with the Gulf Stream •‘convinced me 1 would be 
absolutely Insane to not use a shark cage, because 
there is a danger of attack.** 

The precise starting point has not been decided, 
but Miss Nyad said it would be somewhere near Bahia 
Honda, 80 kilometres west of Havana. 

She said she expects to cover the distance in 60 
hours—the longest open water swim on record. 

Miss Nyad, who in 1975 became the first person to 
swim around New York’s Manhattan Island, has been 
in training for about on year for the crossing from 
Cuba. 

Walter Poenisch, a 65-year-old stunt swimmer, 
claims to have made the Cuba-to-Florida swim July 
13. But that claim Is in dispute, and no official 
swimming organization has recognized it.

Nitrite a touchy issue 


i^ASHINGTON (UPI) — 
ARy attempt to ban as a dkn- 
ear threat the preservative 
widely used in bacon, hot 
dogs and other processed 
meats will be met almost im¬ 
mediately by moves to block 
the action in Congress, U.S. 
meat Industry sources said 
Saturday. 

And as wu the case with 
last year’s government move 
to ban the artificial swee¬ 
tener saccharin, a proposed 
ban on sodium nitrite un¬ 
doubtedly would 6PAWn fresh 
scrutiny of the same federal 
food safety laws that already 
are under attack by critics 
for being too black-and- 
white. 

The food and drug adminis¬ 
tration and the agriculture 
department reflected the 
touchiness of the situation In 
the way they announced the 
new study on the effects of 
the preservative. 

The agencies, in a carefully 
worded statement released 
late Friday afternoon, said a 
three-year Massachusetts of 
Institute of Technology study 
of nitrites ordered by the 
FDA found the common pre¬ 
servative might cause cancer 
in animals. 

The findings presented the 
government “a difficult chal¬ 
lenge,** it said. 

In contrast to the low-key 
approach this time, the FDA 
in March 1977 announced its 
proposed ban of saccharin at 
a news conference. 

As further evidence of 
sensitivity, the latest govern¬ 
ment announcement said, 
“We must weigh the risks 
associated with nitrite added 
to food against the health 
risks from not adding it. On 
the one hand nitrite makes it 
possible for cured meats, 
poultry and fish to be pro¬ 
cessed, transported and sold 
without careful attention or 
refrigeration. 

“On the other hand nitrite 
may pose a cancer risk to 
humans.** 

Meat industry sources told 
UPI between 10 and 20 sena¬ 
tors were prepared to intro¬ 
duce resolutions to prevent 
sodium nitrite from being 
banned. 

The issue of sodium nitrite 
in food already is in court. 
Ralph Nader’s Health Re¬ 
search Group last month 
sued both the FDA and the 
department of agriculture 
contending sodium nitrite has 
never been approved as a 
food additive and should 
therefore be banned as a car¬ 
cinogen. 

The FDA’s proposed ban on 
saccharin prompted a nation¬ 
wide outcry, especially from 
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LONDON (AP) — A wild 
grouse dined on heather high 
in the Scottish hills Saturday 
morning.

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“loaders'* to keep a spare 
shotgun filled with shells and 
hand it to the hunter after a 
miss, dogs to retrieve the 
fallen prey, whisky to ward 
off the chill and picnic ham¬ 
pers stuffed with delicacies 
and fine wines. 

Not included is the cost of 
the shotguns, with a hand¬ 
made pair fetching up to $26,- 
000 in London. Shells also are 
extra. • 

At least four chefs used 
helicopters to fly from the 
Gleneagles Hotel in Perth¬ 
shire to the moors where they 
bagged their birds and then 
flew back to their kitchen. 

The Cafe Royal in London 
arranged to have its first 20 
grouse delivered from Scot¬ 
land by a British Airways 
plane. 

Carlo Ambrosini, the cafe's 
grill room manager, met the 
flight at Heathrow Airport 
and drove the birds, resting 
on a sterling silver tray, to 
central London in a Rolls- 
Royce. ^ 

He was greeted at the res¬ 
taurant's front door by a bag¬ 
piper in kilt and knee socks. 
To the tune of a Scottish reel, 
head chef Roger Banfield 
carried the fowl to the kit¬ 
chen, plucked them himself 
and “cooked them to perfec¬ 
tion." 

By 1:30 p.m., the Cafe 
Royal's first Scottish grouse 
of the season had been pre¬ 
sented in the dining room 
with a flourish, accompanied 
by dark gravy, smoked Sal¬ 
omon, watercress salad, 
brals^ celery, new carrots, 
bread sauce, fried potatoes, 
fresh raspberries and heavy 
cream, coffee and a spot of 
whisky.

UEEE WE HAVE our own San ^meon with 
its castle — Royal Roads — and our own is free. 
Run, don't walk, to see ypur owm because a 
change is taking place.. Rpyal Roads’ splendor is 
being advertised and toufs are being guidtHl. I 
wasn't aware of this until the other day when L 
went out to take some pictures and an amiable 
young man offered to .show roe Ate grounds. 

"Oh no. thank you,** I said. "1 km»w where 
the Italian Gardens are, where (he Japane.se 
Gardens are, where the Rose Gardens are. And 
that beautiful modem building, what is it? Oh 
yes, the librar> /* 

That was fine, he .said, but then* w'otrld be a 
tour of the castle in five minutes. Now this wa.s 
nt'w. "Since when?” I askod. 

“Since May,” was his reply. 

THIS IS GOOD AND BAD NEWS. Good, 
bei ause the castle has not been. pn‘\ iously. opt*n 
to (he public. Bad, bei*ause it ih difficult to 
dreamingly stroll the gardens and pretend the> 
are your own when 30'or 4t alhers are milling 
about pretending the same thing. 

Still, the gardens walk was again a delight 
At .San .SimiHMi I didn't see a peacock at my feet, 
nor a deer peeking through a window on (he 
castle terrace. I did at Royal Roads. 

At San Simeon 1 did see, through the bus 
w induw as we drove up the hill to the ca.stie from 
the concessioa-tickiH area, a grazing zebra — the 
zebra bt*ing one of the remaining few of Hearst's 
imported wildlife. 

INSIDE Ol E CASTLE, unhke California v 
flash photos arc allowicd. Comparing the in 
teriors of the two castles, however. Is fruitless 
because, in the three rooms op(*n to the public, 
nothing n*mains to remind us of the Dunsmuir> 
except the beautiful appointments of lighting 
fixtures, teak floors, baronial nreplaces and oak 
and mahogany panelled walls. OtK* huge room

houses a .screen, side projector and eight or 16 
sumptous sofas in which Joe and Joan INiblic art* 
allowed to sink In order to watch a pictorial 
history of Royal Roads. 

THE OTHER ROO.HS of the castle arc full of 
offices and workers. The outbuildings are ieam 
ing and living areas fur the cadi'ts. The place is 
buzzing during the week; gardeners arc busy but 


take time to talk to you; people are pla}ing on the 
tennis courts. 

While 5ian 5;imeoo only comes alive through 
one's imagination. Royal Roads Is alive. In most 
w ays, that's nicer than a shrine. 
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On a short, quiet street 
off Hillside Avenue a young 
Victorian is engaged in a fasci¬ 
nating hobby. It is a sweating, 
manual type of hobby with 
antique overtones. He 
searches for and eventually 
acquires, a chosen object of 
early 20tli Century manufac¬ 
ture. 

The condition of his object is of little matter 
to him. It could be heavily rusted, bent, mis- 
shappen or with pieces missing. He could find it 
in a secondhand store, a junk pile, an abandoned 
farm building or a garbage dionp. But, never in 
an antique shop because, by then, it would have 
teen, at least, partially restored. And the Joy and 
plea.som .of restoration work would have van* 
i^hed for him. 

IAN FARRELL, 3208 Service Street, is a 
cleon cut; ultra active young fellow of 30 years, 
good with his hands and head; and restless when 
he isn’t using them. 

Farrell was bom in Golden, B.C., in 1048. He 
moved to Errington, north of ParksvHle, with his 
family when be was two years oM. He lived there 
for nine years. Then, after one year in Parks* 
ville, he came south to Victoria. 

It was during his Victoria school days that 
Faireirs latent liking for collecting began to 
show. 

Hte first venture In this field was a coin 
(olleetfon. ‘Then,” he explained, “as coins and 
stamps, seem to go hand in hand, there was 
nothing I could do but start a stamp collection. 1 
have a very good one.** 

FROM COINS AND STAMPS Farrell moved 
on to bicycles — old bicycles, made from throw¬ 
away parts he found in the local garbage dumps. 
He was living up on Richmond Avenue at the 
time, going to school. He was 16 when the 
old-bike craze hit him. 

Farrell used to hitchhike out to the garbage 
dump on Millstream Road, by the existing West¬ 
ern Speedway track, pry and prod around in the 
dump and wrestle out aM the old bike parts he 
could see — wheels, frames, chains, pedals, 
anything that had a possible use. Then, carrying 
what he could, he would hitch a ride back to 
town. ,, 

^‘Sometimes, I’d have to wait a long while 
for someone to ^ve me a lift,** he laul^ied. “1 
must have looked pretty weird, standing on the 
roadside, dirty and scruffy, with a couple of 
rufdy old wheels In my hand or part of a battered 
bike frame draped over my shoulders.*’ 

Once Farrell got enough parts home he 
would strip the Tenders and every other part 
down, paint them in bright colors, assemble a 
whole Wke, put an advertisement In the Colonist 
and selHt. 

“f NEVER CBARGED. MUCH for them 
because 1 just lik^ doing it. Each made-over 
bike was a challenge. Often the lady I stayed 
with had the bike sold by the time 1 got back 
from sehodi,’* he said. 

Farrell got very profes-sipnal at this. He 
would do two or three frames at a time all In 
different, bea*titlful colors. “While other kids 
were doing sports 1 would be doing ray restora¬ 
tion thing. It is a little hard to explain but it 
wasn’t §1^ monetary. I just had to be doing 
something.**. 

When Farrell turned 17 In 1965, he jofned the 
Royal Canadian Navy as a hoy seaman. He 
stayed In it for nine years. His first ship was the 
Qu’Appelle. Later be was transfered to the Gllle- 
mot, actually a very fast airforce crash boat 
with a three-mao crew. It was stationed at the 
American Torpedo Range in the Nanoose Bay 
waters. It^ duties were to keep fishermen and 
tourists at a safe distance. 

‘T left the Navy three and a half years ago,” 
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. r. leads"versatile Victorian

said Farrell, ’‘with the rank of master seaman. I 
got out because I was constantly seasick. Never 
could cure myself of that.” 

Part of Farrell’s ability to work so well with 
his hands was inherited from his father, a versa¬ 
tile fellow who, while a baker in Golden, won 
three firsts and one second prize diploma for 
wood-turning at the Toronto Canadian National 
Exhibition. 

OUT OF THE NAVY, Farrell couldn’t keep 
still. He worked for himself, doing small renova¬ 
tions, built rock walls, took an apprenticeship in 
carpentry ahd worked for a while with a heavy 
duty construction outfit. ”1 quit them,” he said, 
"because 1 found them chain saw and sledge 
hammer carpenters. I like precision work.” 

As we sat talking In his back garden, a burst 
of birdsong from an aviary across the lawn. 
"Those are my birds,” smiled Farrell. ”1 raise 
them ... multi-colored singing canaries and 
rare cockatlels. Sold 26 birds last year.” 

Thirteen months ago Farrell joined the 
.Saanich fire department. It was an ideal job fur 
this restless, questing young fellow of 30 years. 
His shifts call for two days and two nighu on, 
then four days off. ’’Gives me time to pursue my 
hobby,” he said. 

It has turned Out to be an expensive hobby. 

A WALK THROUGH Farrell’s crowded 
basement gives one the Impression that his 
hobby is growing faster than Jack's beanstalk in 
the old fairy tale. 

An old box telephone hanging on the wall 
caught my eye. Farr^l twisted the handle to ring 
two short.s, one long. ’’That was the old call ring 
at eur Errington home,” he chuckled. 

There was an old coffee grinder on display, 
a cumbersome thing, dated 1875. The coffee 
beans were poured into the top, one turned the 
handle and the ground coffee dropped into a 
small tin tray-drawer. 

A ripple of nostalgia stirred in me as I no¬ 
ticed one of the first gramaphones with the wide 
horn, an old butter cutter of undetermined age 
with a rotating ratchet to force the butter up to a 
wire cutter for cutting in squart^s, a 1927 Rogers 
batter>'less radio, coal oil lamps and one steel 
gadget which, so far, has defied identification. 

Off in a comer stood a really beautiful 
spt^cimen of an early decorated cash register. It 
had a history. 

*‘I had been looking for such a gem for 
years,” said Farrell. ’’One day, behind a cob- 
webbod water tank in a dark comer of a dingy 
apartment basement in Vancouver, I saw a 
glimmer of something. 1 stopped short. Apart 
from that one small glimmer, the object was 
completely black and almost unrecognizable 
under the dirt and grime. It was indeed an 
honest-to-goodqcss, genuine, early cash register. 
One of the first. 

”IT HAD BELONGED to an old chap who 
ran a shoe repair shop many, many years ago. 
The keys and case were covered with an accu¬ 
mulation of old-fashioned blacking, shoe polish 
and shoe dyes. Over this was a heavy layer of 
dirt and dust. ^ 

"It was a tremendous find. I cleaned it and 
poli.shcd it for months until the brass gleanu^ 
like gold and all the different colored buttons 
shone like a small rainbow. 

”lt’^ finds like this that highlight the history 
of my hobby,” laughed Farrell. 

Against one wall stood a polished player 
piano loaded with a paper roll of slotted music. 
Farrell sat down, worked the bellows pedals, and 
an old-time tune filled the basement. 

“I SEARCHED a long while for this player.*' 
explained Farrell. ’’Saw it at an auction. I put a 
roll of music on it, pushed the pedals, but the 
piano wouldn’t play. 1 could hear the bellows 
working becau.se air was escaping. I took the 
front off and discovered that the main air hose 
was disconnected. I waited until some spectators 
left, then I put the hose on and played. It played 
beautifully. So I pulled the hose off again, and 
left the piano the way I found it.”

tried to play it but not a no^e came out. ^1 
bought if for $1000. 1 also |!ot a bonus of a box 
with 300 music roils in it. 1 felt I had a good 
day.** 

Outside in his driveway stood an immaculate 
1026 model Chevrolet sedan. It lookid as if it had 
just left the showroom. Farrel bought it three 
years ago and has just finished restoring it, **I 
drove it to Wooico the other day,** he mentioned 
' It worked iike a charm. I have regular license 
plates on it otherwise, if 1 used vintage car 
plates, I could only drive in in parades.*’ 

THF 1926 CHEV. has an interesting history 
Originally it belonged to King Edward VIII 
when, as Prince of Wales, he had a cattle ranch 
at High River in the foothills of Souther Alber 
la. 

FurreU bought it from a chap out at Lang 
ford who was ieaving for the States. *i paid him 
$2..100 for it. The fenders were broken, there was 
no radiator, the bonnet wasn't on it and the 
motor wasn't in it. The body was full of car parts 
and rabbit fet'd.** 

‘Today,** he said proudly, **I wouldn't take 
$7,000 for it.** 

WHEN I ASKED him how he managed to 
pick up replacement parts for his projects he 
explained that he was a member of the Victoria 
Chapter of the Vintage Car Club of Canada 
That helps a lot. 1 make many contacts from it. 

1 also advertise, meet people, talk a lot. read 
maga/ine.s for old car buffs and antique 
lovers:'* 

Recently F'arrell acquired an ancient nickel¬ 
odeon machine from Vancouver. He brought it 
across lo Victoria in the back of his Datsun 
pickup. A.s he drove on to the ferry the chap who 
directed the flow of traffic said he would like to 
hear It. 

*‘Fine and dandy,** replied Farrell, “but 1 
have*to be near an electric outlet.** 

*‘No problem,** replied the ferrsman. 
“W'here would you like to park?** 

The fact that he was asked such a question 
on the B.C. Ferries system was quite an uplift for 
Farrell with his nickelodeon. 

“THE FERRYMAN got a long extension 
cord,** went on Farrell, “and we played the 
nickelodeon coming across. We had a concert on 
the car dt'ck with my old mnsic box. Pas.sengers 
put quarters in the .slot and we had a lot of 
Km.” 

After Farrell got home to Serxice Street the 
Farrell's had a big street party that night. The 
nickelodeon made quite a bit of noise so the 
neighbors left their front doors open to hear the 
gay old tunes. Farrell laughed: “Tliat old nickel- 
<»dt'on. of 1931, was quite a hit that night as it 
bangtsd out long ago musical notes of a bygone, 
melodious era.** 

Farrell's present pre-occupation in his an¬ 
tique endeavors is a 1918 Model T Ford stake 
truck. He found it resting on old cedar blocks 
among tall trees and dense underbrush, up-Is 
land at Craig's Crossing by Parksville. 

Craig's Crossing got its name from a Mr 
Craig who was one of the first settlers north of 
Nanaimo. Farrell bought the truck from Craig's 
son. a man now in his 60s, for $500. “Sellers sure 
know the value.of antiques these days,*’ said 
Farrt'll dr>ly. “The wooden stake body was 
nittf*d. the glass windshield shattered, the side 
doors had disappeared, a dead tree trunk had 
fallen through the floor bed and the whole thing 
was an ugly looking, rusted mess. But 1 knew I 
just had to have it.*’ 

TRI ( KING rr down to Service Street. Far 
roll lore all the wooden body apart and left only 
the bare chassis, springs and axles. 

The chassis sits on his side lawn, complete, 
ancient and presently a terribly ntsted eyesore. 

It awaits the day when Farrell, with his exper¬ 
tise and clever hands, can start to clean it up. 
hNisi'n the rustl'd nuts, remove each scaly spring 
leaf, sand bla.st the last flake of ntst from tiH' 
while frame, take It apart and begin to rebuild 
the truck from the ground up until it is a 
complete replica of the original. 

‘i’ll pnibably have to search the country for 
parts.'* Farrell .said. “1 figure the complete job 
will lake me five years.** He gently touchcKl the 
cnrnKiid frame. “A lot of people, driving by, 
wouldn't give this a second look but it means an 
awful lot to me. 1 know what 1 can do with it." 

1 believed him. In my mind's eye I could see. 
it in a five-year future lime, rejuvenated, regen¬ 
erated. restored, standing proudly in its paintc'd 
newness beside the beautiful bodv of the one¬ 
time Prince of Wal<js’ Chevrolet sedan.

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Pacific Rim^s Beauty 


Only the most stalwart of 
individuals originally chose to 
live in the rain-drenched vil¬ 
lages of Tofino, Ucluelet or 
Bamfield on Vancouver 
IslandTs west i^ast. They were 
drawn hy the isolation, the 
simple, independant lifestyle, 
and the unique beauty of the 
open sea and headlands. 

Today, better accessiblli^ to these tiny fish¬ 
ing communities has diminished the isolation 
and simplicity, but the geographical uniqueness * 
has been preserved throuA the creation of 
Pacific Rim Park, Canada's first national 
marine park, 

rrs SURPRISING that the pace in (he 
village of Ucluelet hasn't changed significantly 
with the sudden influx of visitors to the park. The 
populatkm remains at about 1,5M exc<^ when 
the fisbboaU gather in the harbor at the start of 
the herring and salmon seasons. The mayor runs 
both the town and the post office, and although 
strai^rt are welcome, the locals don't openly 
promote the tourist industry. 

Fewer than aeven miles (!• kilometres) 
north of Uchielet is Long Beach, the most popu¬ 
lar part of Pacific Rim Park. E^ach year an 
average of vlaitors come to stroll along 

an ei^t-mile < 11-kilometre) stretch of sandy 
beacli and rockjK^nts where the relentless 
poundiiig of the Pacific surf b always wHhio 
eaFs reach. 

As early as 1S20 the federal government 
recognixed the need to preserve a substantial 
area of laad and sea representallve of Canada's 
Pacific topo^^hy. More than 230 square miles < 
along the west coast of Vancouver Island were 
set aside as park reserve but, in tbe 1930s, the 
British Columbia government refused to give up 
mineral rights in the area and the park projec t 
was abandoned. 

THE PLAN was resurrected in 1967 when 
federal officials ckme to the coast in search of a 
new sHe for a national marine park. In 1969 the 
B.C. legislature unanimously authorized the pro¬ 
vincial government to acquire the nec^sarv* 
land on behalf of Ottawa on a 56-50 cost-sharing 
basis. 

Development of the park was divided into 
three phases, beginning with Long Beach, an 
already popular region among Islanders and 
trav'eilers from other parts of the Pacific north¬ 
west. 

Long Beach was officiany designated park¬ 
land in 1971. Tbe second phase of development 
involved the Broken Island Group, 96 rugged 
islands and Islets in Barkley Sound, immediately 
south of Long Beach. IVy were designated 
parkland in 1973 and are becking increasingly 
popular for canonists, kayakers, and small 
boaters. 

The final phase of Pacific Rim's develop¬ 
ment Is tbe f^mlle (72-kilometre) West Coast 
Trail between Bamfield, on tbe south side of 
Barkky Sound, and Port Renfrew, the soullieni- 
most extremity of the park. This ^ase, still not 
officially designated parkland, is expected to 
include tbe renowned Nitinat Triani^, a 
mile (46-kilometre) canoe route throuidi one of 
Vancouver Island's last unlogged watersheds. 

Total park area Is expected to be 111 square 
miles when tbe boundaries are designated. Each 
.seetkM is accessible by a different route. 

THE WEST COAST TRAIL, originally a 
route to civilization for shipwreck^ sailors, and 
Nitinat Triangle, are trips wkkh should be at 
tempted only by the hardy and physically fit. 

Long Beach, however, can be enjoyed by 
anyone capable of riding in a car. It's ap¬ 
proached a winding mountain hlf^way which 
frequently offers glimpses of Kennedy Lake. 

The Broken Islands can also be experienced 
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by both young and. old via the Lady Rose, a 
lOO-foet (36-metre) pa.ssenf^r and cargo ship 
which cniiseu down Aibemi Inlet and through 
the islands to various coastal communities on 
Barkley Sound, por |12 travellers can perch 
upon a chair on the aft deck and spend a full day 
viewing some of Canada's most spectacular 
scenery. 

AT LONG REACH, about a 196-mile (310^ 
kilometre) drive from Victoria, there's accom¬ 
modation in a 96-site drive-in campground at 
Green Poiiit. about mid-way along the beach. 
The Green Point campsites are available for a 
smaU fee. There are also 120 walk-in campsites 
at .Schooner Cove near the north end of the park. 
Fur people aot interested in roughing it there are 
several resorts and motels located on smaller 
bleaches outside tbe park. 

The scenery at Long Beach is awesome at 
any time of year but spring is particularly 
intriguing because of tbe migrating Pacific gray 
whales. The huge mammals, often measuring 55 
feet (16 metres) can be spotted tbe long 
' streams of spray they shoot from their blow holes 
as they migrate from Mexico and Southern 
California to the Gulf of Alaska and the Bering 
Sea. 

Tbe migratioii, which lasts from late March 
to mid-May, can be viewed through high- 
powered tel^copes which have been mounted at 
three strategic points by Parks Canada. They 
can often be seen feeding in shallow waters along 
the beach where a resident population of about 35 
whales remains throughout the summer. 

Smaller killer whales are frequently seen 
through the telescopes as well as Steller's .sea 


Iioas, California sea lions, seals, and the occa¬ 
sional elephant seal. 

The park Is located on the Pacific flyway and 
thousands of migrating geese and ducks pause to 
rest on nearby lakes and estuaries while others 
w inter at Long Beach. There are also numerous 
shoreline species such as the red-throated loon, 
great blue heron, bald eagle, black oyster-catch 
or, puffin, grebe, cormorant, gull, or murre. 

THE RAIN FORESTS adjacent to (he 
beaches are home for cougars, bears, timber 
wolves, red squirrels, martens, black-tailed 
deer, minks, raccoons, and river otters. 

Most of the forests at Long Beach are virgin 
timber. Sitka spruce trees, towering up to 300 
feet, are dependant on salt air for growth and are 
found only on the west coast Tbe beaches are 
also skiri^ by Douglas fir, hemlock, cedar, and 
various tjrpes of deciduous trees. 

Areas of bog and muskeg support shorepine. 
labrador tea and bog laurel A tokk ipowth of 
.salal, salmonberry and huckleberry bides part 
of the fmest floor. More epea area.s contain 
mosses, lilies-of-the-valley, ferns and bunchbi>r 

BEFORE PARKS CANADA began setting 
and enforcing regulations at Long Beach. car> 
and trucks could race up and down tbe beaches, 
and it was feared they might be l^ing razor 
clams, beach hoppers, seaworms, and the occa¬ 
sional persom X 

Shore blAs search the sejweed along the 
lideline for food so, much jp tbe chagrin of 
speedsters and owners of l^yMpn^vehicles, 
Parks Canada ordered a ba/on beac^driving. 
The move raised the ire of mg-time vigors to 
the park, who viewed Paoific Rii^ffl^ls as 
foreigners to the west co^t. 

Although Long Beach is best known for its 
miles of sandy beach there are several other 
natural attractions whi^n are often overhioked. 
The Long Beach unit Pacific Rim incudes 
seven hiking trails through the rain forests 
which conncH’t variouVcoves and bays. 


MOST OF THE TRAIL routes are surfa<‘ed 
with boardwalks, woodchips or gravel to make 
hiking easier for people unaccustomed to long 
walks through rain forests. 

One trail, the Sandhill Creek Rain Forest 
Trail, is a three-quarter-mile (1.2-k Hornet re) 
l(M>p thnmgh typical west coast vegetation. It 
b(*gins on an overgrown road which was once 
part of the main highway between the villages of 
Tofino and Ucluelet at opposite ends of Long 
Beach. 

The narrow path, winding through luxuriant 
fern and shrub undergrowlhs, passes a salmon¬ 
spawning stream flowing into Sandhill Creek 
Statuesque evergreens reach for the sunlight 
with spreading boughs thickly covered by 
moss. 

(Growing in the moss are mushrooms, flow 
ers and shrubs which form resplendent hangi ng 
gartkms. The forest floor Is a maze of ancient 
^ , windfalls, some hundreds of years old. 

The 1.3-mile (two-kllometre) Willow brae 
Trail leads to (he coast at the south end of 
Florencia Bay. It was originally used as an 
overland link between Tofino and Ucluelet and 
included a 10-mile (16-kilometre) stretch of 
beach. 

It wa.s surfaced with .slabs of band cut c(x1ar 
laid across the pathway in a corduroy pattern. 
Originally it was wide enough for a horse-drawn 
w agon but bracken and deer fern have narroutnl 
its width and most of the remaining cc*dar is 
overgrown with sphagnum moss. 

WHEN WALKING on the Willowbrae Trail, 
the sound of the surf at Florencia Bay can be 
heard for some time before (he ocean comes into 
view. 


The (k>ld Mine Trail, 1.2 miles (1.9 kilo¬ 
metres) l<mg, has a log bridge cros.sing at l^>st 
.Shoe Creek where placer mining was done* in tbe 
early 1900s. Durng the short mining era. fortune 
stackers followed the stream to the sands of 
Florencia Bay, often known as Wreck Bay. 

Remains of mining qiachinery can still be 
found at the beach, including the ru.sting hulk of 
an old dredge. 

A particularly interesting part of the park is 
South Beach, reached by a three-quarUT mile 
(1.2-kil«»me(re) trail from Wickaainnish Beach 
Characterized by huge swells and polished peb 
bli>s. South Beach is an excellent liKation to 
wi(nes.s the fury of winter storms. 

THERE ARE OTHER forms of rrcreati«Mi at 
Long Beach for those not interested in hiking (he 
trails or beaches. 

Fishermen or scuba divers can charter 
boats in Ucluelet or Tofino and explore the 
nearby bays and inlets. Boats can be launc'hed at 
Grice Bay on Tofino Inlet where the waters are 
usually calm enough for canoeing. 

On the way to Grice Bay is the road to Radar 
Hill. Parks Canada has mounted a telescope at 
the top of the hill which commands a panoramic 
view of the open Pacific, Esowista Ptminsula and 
Browning Passage. 

Parks Canada is preparing to establish a 
nature centre depicting the dynamic ocean. 
Naturalists will give lecluri's and show films to 
help visitors understand both the natural and 
Indian history of the park. 

The centre, expected to be* fully operational 
within the next year, will be located in a beauti¬ 
ful. old. cedar building, formerly the Wickanin 
nish Inn. One of the highlights w ill be a mmintiKl 
timber wolf found in the park last November. 

THE WOLF, a sandy-colored bitch bcMwcnm 
three and five years old, was struck by a car in 
the park. Pacific Rim Superintendent Frank 
Camp pelted the animal and sent (he hide* and 
skull to a University of B.C. zinilogist for identi 
fieation.

The rarity of island timber woivat and the 
fact that it was the first sighting in ll» Pacific 
Kim Park area prompted parks officials to place 
the animal on display. 

The new nature centre will be partially 
decoratiKl by a large mural depicting the prolific 
marine life of the park. No external changes are 
planned for the building and. in addition to 
ind(N>r programs, naturalists will conduct out- 
d(N>r workshops at Wickaninnish Beach. 

It is anticipatiHl that restaurant in the 
centre w ill serve inexpensive meals and possibly 
b<'er and w ine. 

TIIK RKOKFI.N ISLA.N'D Group in Barkley 
.*s4iuiid. immediately south of Long Beach, has 
largely bt'cn ignored by’ people who aren’t In- 
teresteU in camnong. kayaking or operating a 
small boat. 

The islands, with their windswept ever 
greens, barren cliffs and rocky beaches, art 
consldert'd by many west coasters as the most 
b<*autlful part of Pacific Rim Park. 

The Broken ('tnmp is comprised of 9H islands 
and islets of varying shapes and sizes, clustered 
in a huge bay bounded by some of the west 
coast’s most rugged mountains and impene 
trabic rain forests. 

It’s the sheltered channels and protected 
bt'aches near the centre of the island that lure 
canmMsts and kayakers to Barkley Sound. Is¬ 
lands such as Turtle. Mullins, Jarv is, or Jacques 
are almost always accessible during summer 

Some of the islands on the outer edge of the 
sound, such as Austin, Wouwer, Benson, or 
Kffingham. can be visiu^d on calm days but 
‘ small boaters must always be prepaid for 
unexpected winds. 

Parks Canada ha.s provided primitive camp¬ 
ing facilities near fresh water on Gilbert. Hand. 
WiliH Clarke, Benson. Turret, and GUbraltar 
Islands. Cabins are available for free on Clarke 
and Jacques on a first-come-first-serve bases 

I .NLIKIv LONG BLACH, where a maximum 
stay of only seven days is allowed, there is no 
such restrictioh in the islands. 

It’s not only the energetic outdoors types 
who can enjoy the Broken Islands. People who 
prefer relaxing in the sun over paddling a canoe 
can pull up a deck chair and leave the driving to 
the crew of the Lady Rose, a ship that specializes 
in tourist excursions fn>m June 1 to .Sc'pt. 30. 

For $12. travellers can leave Port .Alberni at 
K a m., cruise a total of 100 miles (160 kilo¬ 
metres) down the AlbiTni Inlet, through the 
Broken l.slands to Vcluelet. and back to Port 
.Xibc'rni by 6:15 p.m. Reservations aren’t ne<e.s 
sary. 

For the same fare the LMy Rose makes a 
day trip along the south side oftBarkley Sound to 
Bam field where all the homes along the west 
side of Bamfield Inlet, which divides the village 
in half, are connecU*d by a buprdwalk 

ANGTHFR POPl'LAR TRIP is to take the 
Lady Rose one way to rduelet for $6 and return 
to Port Albt*mi through the Mackenzie Moun 
tains by bus. .Anyone wanting to walk the 
beaehes at Long Beach can travel by bus lo any 
bi*ach b^Mwwn I'cluelet and Tofino for less than 
a dollar. 

For a total fare of $13 the laidy Rose will aKo 
drop visitors in the islands and pick them up a 
few days later. The fare for a small boat is the 
same as for a passenger. Many canot'isis pr€*fer 
the cruise over a ireachenuis paddle across the 
Loudoun or lmpi‘rial Kagle Channel 

Thi-re’s no way of delennlng h<>w many 
visitors venture into the Broken Islands each 
year but patrols by Pacific Rim wardens indi¬ 
cate the nunilXT is steadily increasing 

Parks Canada, with its western headquar- 
t4*rs in Calgary, has often bc*<‘n criticized, par¬ 
ticularly by southern Vancouver Islanders, for 
the way in which it Is developing Pacific Rim 
Park. 

I IIF I.IFK.STYLFSof many people from the 
W 4 ‘si coast have bi*en unfortunately altered by 
the sudden influx of visitors to the park. It’s an 
Inevitable sacrifice that must Im* weighed 
against ihe benefits when ever sub'^tantial, 
stH locb'd areas are M*t aside in pt'rptMuity for 
public recreational use.

Mure than Hood and famine, more than the 
threat of epidemic, fire haunted the minds of 
thof>e.who valued their lives and their property 

Nevertheless, fires occurred with ^adly 
freqi^^y. Open hearths, poor construction 
sianoa^, inadequate to non-existent firefight¬ 
ing equipment ~ and. often, a fatalistic ap¬ 
proach to impending calamity ~ meant that, 
sooner or later, almost every' community had its 
day of doom. 

BABItl':RVlLMi:'S GREAT FIRE came at ^ 
2:31 in the afternoon of Sept. 16, 1868. As was the 
case with so many major fires before and after, 
the mystery* is not. that the boomto%ni was all but 
w iped off the map by flames, but that the day of 
re<*fconing was so long in coming. 

The summer of 1868 had been long and hot 
For week.s. the gold fields had been idled by a 
bla/ing.^sun which had turned the surrounding 
forests into a tinder-box. 

In town, the sitiuated was worse, although 
few of Barkers ille’s citizens would face the fact 
One who did — with startling prophecy — was 
photographer Frederick Dally, who concluded 
' From the number of stovepipes very close 
together coming through the wooden roofs of the 
buildings at every* hei^t and in every direction, 
that were sending forth myriads of sparks. 
mjmb(‘rs of which were constantly alighting on 
the PMifs where they* would remain many* set 
onds before going out. and from the dry'ness of 
the season. 1 came to the conclusion that unless 
we shortly had rain or snow to cover the roofs. 
f<»r tlu‘y remain covered with snow all winter, 
that file town was'dbomed . . 

Barker^'llle was indeed doomed 

IRONK ALIA', the fatal spark was ignited 
by <»ne of the town s later arrivals from the 
bright lights of San Francisco.-Six months ear¬ 
lier. Messrs. Barry and Adler, co-proprietors of 
the Fashion Saloon, had imported eight German 
‘ hurdles** from the Bay City. 

On the evening of the following Saturday, 
every lonely miner from the neighboring creeks 
was in town to view the lovely ladies aiKl to buy a 
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dance. The girls were literally swept off their 
feet and around the crowded dance floor. The 
noi.se was so great that, time and again, the 
orchestra broke down, un6ble to make itself 
heard over the din. 

According to one theory, it was one of these 
very popular ladies who accidentally set fire to 
the town while ironing a dress in the rear of the 
Fa.shion Saloon. 

ANOTHER XEGEND has it, notes Bruce 
Ramsey in his Barkeville guidebook, that an 
amorou.s miner bent upon stealing a kis.s 
knocked over a stovepipe and the resulting 
shower of sparks and embers quickly trans 
formed the bone-dry saloon into a torch. 

Sept. 16, 1868, dawned bright and clear, with 
a heavy frost which cldaked the sluiceboxes in 
icicles up to Ihree feet long. Business was slow 
throughout that historic morning, recorded 
photo^apher Dally, and lunch seemed n long 
time in coming. He had no way of knowing that 
his dire prediction of fire was about to come true 
— that, in less than two hours, only mins and 
ashes would remain of biding Barkerv iile. 

As the photogra|:^lP^ waited for trade to 
improve, he relaxed in a chair in his studio and 
*‘again meditated on the probability of a fire, 
when I heard several mnning on the plank 


sidewalk and heard one exclaim. ‘Good (k>d* 
What is up?’ 1 ran instantly to see the caase of 
the alarm and to my astonishment beheld a 
column of smoke rising from the roof of the 
saloon ... 1 saw the fire had a firm hold of the 
building and as there was no water to be had. I 
felt certain that the town would be destroyed. So 
I collected as much of my ... goods as possible 
together, and hastened with them to the middle 
of the creek, and left them here whilst I made 
several journeys after other goods.** 

WITHIN MINITES, the flames had swept 
through the roof of the Fashion Saloon and Ix'gun 
to cascade a shower of sparks on adjacent 
rooftops, most of which were so close together 
that they almost touched. The Bank of British 
Columbia became a mass of flames. Then the 
fire began a mad gallop up and down both sides 
of the street. **.. . Although my building was 
nearly SO yards away from where the fire oHgtn 
ated.*’ said Dally, “in less than 20 minutes it. 
together with the whole lower part of town, was a 
sheet of fire, hissing and crackling and roaring 
furiously. 

“There were, in a store not far from my 
place, SO kegs of blasting powder and had that 
not b^n removed at the commencement of the 
fire and put down a dr>’ shaft, most likely not a

>oul would have been left alive of the number 
that were present. 

"Blankets and bedding were seen to be sent 
at least 200 feet high when a number of coal oil 
lias, five gallaas. exploded and the top of one of 
the tias was sent five miles and dropped at the 
saw mill on Grouse Creek ... ' 

FROM THE BEGINNING the townspeople 
had realized that any attempts to fight the 
monster were futile and most had turned to 
saving what they could. Some, unhappily, either 
failed to gauge the fire’s reach, or, desperate to 
move all they could, relayed their worldty goods 
to the edge of town — only to have the fire sweep 
that far and defeat their efforts. Others, taking 
no chances of having their possessions bumcKl. 
carried them way out of town, then returned fi>r 
more — as others looted the caches. 

Later, a stout Chinese citizen who showed 
"too many creases about him that did not look 
natural,** attracted the attention of a police 
officer, who made him strip. Upon disrobing, the 
man Was found to be wearing six shirts, three 
pairs of trousers and two pairs of drawers. 
.Another thief was caught wearing two cools, 
three shirts and two pairs of pants. The search of 
another suspected looter’s shack revealed more 
than a thousand dollars* worth of flour, rice, 
boots and supplies — enough merchandise to 
open his own store ~ behind a false canvas 
wall. 

"THE TOWN was divided by the Barker- 
flume, crossing it at a heiidu of about 50 feet, and 
I as it w as carry ing all the water that was near, it 
kept the fire at bay for a short time from the 
upper part of the town,** Dally continued. "But 
the hot w ind soon drove those Uiat were standing 
(Ml it away. 

"The fire then quickly caught the other half 
of the buildings, also the forest on the mountain 
ridge at the back. And as the sunset behind the 
mountain, the grandeur of the scene w ill not be 
quickly forgotten by those who noticed it.** 

By late afternoon the fire had burned itself 
out, and the hundreds of dispossessed fac'od a 
second foe, as a frosty wind swept down the 
canyon and blew "without sympathy on the 
houseles.s and distressed sufferers, causing the 
iron-hearted men to raise the small collars on 
their coats (if they had been so fortunate as to 
save one) as protection against it.’* 

A.S DARKNE.SS fell, Barker^ ille Uwked like 
a battlefield. But for two saiooas and two ware¬ 
houses at the upper end of town, only blackened 
chimneys stood where, but hours before, had 
been frame buildings. Alongside the creek, piles 
of household furniture showed that some resi¬ 
dents had been successful in saving a portion of 
their pos.ses.sioas. Most had saved only the 
clothes they were wearing when the fire started, 
and nightfall meant a long, very uncomfortable 
night under the stars. 

Early the next morning. Dally walked along 
the creek. As be passed along he "saw .strong 
men rise from the hard, cold stones, having 
w rapped up in a pair of blankets, cramped with 
cold and in great pain, until a little exercise 
renewed life into their systems .. .'* 

'TOTAL LOSS was estimated at almost 
three-quarters of a million dollars, the following 
establishments having been among the most 
valuable: Strouss* .store, $1M,009; Hud.sun’s Bay 
Co. store, $65,000; N. C. Cunio brewery. $10,000; 
Kwong Lee store, $10,000; P. Castagnetto store. 
$33,000; Cohen and Huffman store, $32,000: 
Lci'Uger and Brun hotel, $20,000. 

As 'bold and uncomforUble as were the 
townspeople the morning after the holocaust, 
they set (o work to rebuild tbeir boomtown. In 
les.s than a week the Barkcrville Sentinel (which 
had lost its premises) could report that 30 new 
homes were under construi'tlon on their original 
sitc^, the foundations of others bad been laid and 
many more would have been in the coustruction 
stage but fur a shcNiage of carpenters and 
tools. 

Like most gold camps, the original Barker- 
vilie had been built in a burry, without conces¬ 
sions to order or beauty. Not only would the new 
town "present a much more uniform and pleas 
ant appc'arance,** declared the Sentinel, but. "by 
rc^gulatioos of the kxral authorities, in concur¬ 
rence with the people, the main street has bec*n 
increased In width 15 feet and the sidewalks 
fixcHl at regular and uniform grade.** 

IH RING 'HIE INITIAL boom easements, 
which had been reserved for side streets, had 
been occupied by squatters; thc'se were to be left 


vacant, "and altogether the new town will be 
much more convenient for business, and will be 
a decided improv'ement over the old; and we 
would not much wonder if in the course of a few 
years time many who are now heav}* losers will 
cease to regret the conflagration of 1868” 

Several of the buildings which were rebuilt 
after the great fire of ’68 have survived to this 
day and have been restored since the lownsite 
was made an historic site by the provincial 


gov'emment. Scott’s Saloon, one of the four 
survivors of the Are. was tom down during the 
depression. 

On May 24,1868 eight months after Barker 
ville was all but swept from the face of the earth, 
the Williams Oeek Fire Brigade held its first 
drill. 
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Ex-West Coast Frigate 
Now Sail Training Ship 


In the early 1800 s when Foudroyani^ then 
railed HMS Trincomalee^ was ordered for the 
British Navy, the fighting ship was vastly differ-

ent than it is now. There were no sleek grey 
phantoms of the deep, for the nuclear-powered 
submarine able to rain destruction on targets 
thousand of miles away while silently cruising 
beneath the surface, was a reality only in the 
imaginative minds of men such as Jules Verne. 


Cumpared to today there wa^ 
little fioesse required in the fightinK 
oC a ship at that time, for it was the 
all important factor of manoeuver 
ing b> handltnn the sails that really 
counted. 

Once the advantage of the wind 
was gained, it wa.s merely a matter 
of letting the gunners go to it in an ' 
attempt to cripple the enemy ves¬ 
sel. Standing off a short distance, 
almost toe to toe as it were, the 
vessel-s involved hammered each 
other's rigging and crews into obliv¬ 
ion as the ships rolled with the 
tumbkdiome effect after each 
broadside. 

THi: DKCKS WERE the es.sence 
of chaos and confusion during the 
height of the action; swirls of acrid 
smoke, sweating gunners str^- 
glhig to re(oad, shattered rigging 
and men all worked into a frenzied 
sc-ene that was the character of 19th 
Century naval warfare. The ships 
carried various types of shot to- 
accomplish their task of crippling, 
hoarding and capturing aa enemy 
as a prize and if this was not pos^ 
siMe. a damaged ship could be 
pounded into match wood by the 
calibre of guns that Trincomstee 
carried. 

The ferocity of the fighting and 
the fearful apprehension that the 
crews feh as t^ir ships closed for 
action, is evident by the grog Issue 
and decor of the gun decks. 

Below decks along the gunports, 
everything was painted a bright red 
to deadcm somewhat, the panil>'z- , 
ing sight caused by the effect of 
cannon shot on the men working the 
guns. Not even an ample doM of 
\€*fsan*a Blood, or rum, could wipe 
away the shock and se these mea¬ 
sures were necessary. 

THK TYPES OF SBOT were as 
effective as they were simple and 
(unsistcd of a number of variations 
on some basic designs. Since t ship 
cannot fight effectively if she can¬ 
not manoeuvre, chain shot, consist¬ 
ing of cannon balls link^tTby chain, 
was devised to cut swaths through 
sails and rigging. 

Although the standard cannon 
ball of various s^es was an effec¬ 
tive weapon agamst a ship’s bull, 
even a sinking ship could fire back 
U her crew was basically intact and 
so the concept of grape shot was 

invenU^d. 

% 
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This consisit^ of a number of 
smaller pieces of shot that fanned 
out like shrapnel when fired. Heat¬ 
ed shot was sometimes used as a 
method of .setting an enemy ablaze, 
but the fact that your own vessel 
was constructed from the same 
tarred hemp and wood, made this 
method somewhat unpopular. 

When the number of projectiles 
in the air at any one time during an 
acti<Mi are considered, added to 
which were innumerable smaller 
piec‘iM« of shot from muskets for 
example, the usually high casual¬ 
ties sustaine'd are understandable 
and this reality necessitated large, 
crews. 

ANOTHER. FACTOR affecting 
crew size was disease, for although 
scurvy was preventable the cure 


was not always available and sea¬ 
men continuiKl to suffer from the 
disease through the IHOOs. 

Trincomalev was laid in May, 
1816 and launched a year later after 
a silver nail was ceremoniously 
driven Into her keel. She was con¬ 
structed of Indian teak for by IMIO. 
F^nglish oak was becoming sc^arce 
for ship building. 

It was also found that teak was 
durable since it did not splinter 
easily, open at the seams nor suc¬ 
cumb to worms and rot due to its 
natural oils. For a time the navy 
board cast interested glances east¬ 
wards to tht* teak forests of Burma 
and southern India. However, the 
shipwrights of the Thames and 
Solent feared the collapse of their 
industry If the navy became dept*n- 
dent on Bombay and Rangoon, so 
they mounted an attack against the 
thrt*at by petitioning Parliament 
and spreading the rumor among 
sailors that teak splinters were 
poisonous. » 

THE APPROACH WORKED 
and TrincomaIce’s sister ships 
were constructed of less durable 
woods. 

TrincomaliH* was constructini by 
the master builder of the Bombay 
dockyard named Jamsetjee

Bomanjee I^wjce. a Parsec of the 
Wadia family. He built a number of 
ships for the Royal Navy and his 
prf^uct was highly prais^ by one 
of the most successful frigate cap 
tains, Edward Pellew. Usually 
ships of her class were named after 
Greek or Roman gods, but Trin 
comalee was named after a port in 
Ceylon where a fierce naval battle 
was fought in 1782. 

Her figurehead characteri/es 
her eastern origins and represents 
a turbanned Indian man with a 
flowing moustache. 

When Trincomalcc dropped an 
chor in Portsmouth harbor in .April, 
1819. it was a different Eumpe with 
different m*eds as compared to the 
time when she was first ordered 
NapokK)n had been exiled on St 
Helena for three years by this time 
and it appt'ared unlikely that any 
maritime nation could challenge 
Britain's control of thi* seas. 

A POST-WAR DEPRESSION 
was on the countr>’. officers by the 
score wasted away on half pay and 
the creeks of Portsnututh were 
choked with mothballed unrigged 
remnants of the once huge naval 
fleet. 

Skelton crews manned the hulls 
decommissioned to **ordinar> " sta¬ 
tus and ensured that the ships were 
ventilated, securely moored and 
painted to pn‘ve^nt timber shrink¬ 
age. Since Trincomalcc ykas a fairly 
large frigate of fifth rate and 
mounted 16 carriage guns, she was 
relegated to mothballs until 1845. 

In the mid 1800s the* develop 
ments In naval ships consisted of 
paddle steamers and screw ste*am 
ers, with the latter being most 
favored by the British Admiralty. 
By 1845 the ieieal powering of war¬ 
ships was consieiered to be a combi 
nation of a sailing vesMd with a 
steam engine. 

St ranged} enpugh in view of this 
fact, Trincomalcii, was ordered to 
be razed or cut down to a 26-gun 
corvette. This was an expensive 
conversion that was only made pe»s- 
sible by the devele»pment of more 
powerful weaponry. 

HER CONVERSIONS and con 
stnictieMi had ce>st a total of 33.006 
peninds by the time she was finally 
comissioned in 1847, a fact that was 
highly objected to by the naval sur¬ 
veyor Sir William Symons. He was 
a yacht designer and could see that 
cutting down vessels rather than 
constnictifig new ernes, of his design 
incidentially, would must certainly 
cut into his pmfits. 

W'he*n commissioned. Trincoma- 
lee carried a compleme>nt of 24 offi 
cer, 39 petty officers, 115 seamen, 
33 boys and 29 Royal Marines. 

The new technology of naval 
weapeMiry was demanding ser\ice 
from experts and hemce the concept 
of naval care*ers became popular. 
In order to draw these pe^ople into 
the service, conditions were forced 
to change for the betu*r, and while 
service aboard a naval ship was 
certainly no holiday, life in the* navy

was more attractive than in the 
past. Chocolate, tea, lime Juice and 
tinned meat were all part of Trin- 
vomalee's stores, as was the stor- 
afte of drinking water in metal 
tanks rather than casks. 

^ STANDARD UNlFOtMS did not 
arrive until 1857, but the conients of 
most ships' slop chest were the 
same with small variation among 
the fleet. 

In September of 1847, after a 
brief tour of duty at Lisbon, Trin- 
comalee was ordered to Vice-Ad¬ 
miral Sir Francis Austin's com¬ 
mand in the West Indies. As if to 
make up for all the years of inactiv¬ 
ity all at once, the newly-arrived 
ship was thrust Into the middle of 
the political turmoil that was char¬ 
acteristic of the area in the 1800s. 

The newly formed republics that 
had been Spanish territories 
seemed bent on a pattern of weekly 
revolutions. Mexico was at war 
w ith the United Slates, hostility was 
growing between Nicaragua and 
Honduras, while a civil war was 
raging in Venezuela. 

It was decided that Trincoma- 
lee's first duty on joining the hard- 
pressed squadron would to patrol 
ia Venezuelan waters, since some 
British citizens had been badly 
treated during a local civil war. 

THE NEXT SPRING found 
Trincomalee assisting the British 
Consul in Haiti to quell a riot and in 
September she was in Havana, to 
discourage a possible invasion of 
Cuba. 

The large.st task that Trincoma¬ 
lee was given involved combatting 
the illeg^ slave trade. Slavery had 
been made illegal by many govern¬ 
ments by 1807, but the sugar planta¬ 
tions still needed slave labor in 1847 
and their high profits allowed them 
to offer prices that attracted cap¬ 
tains to the bloodthirsty trade. 

Fast brigs were built to run the 
gauntlet of British ships and under 
cover of darkness on moonless 
nights, the brutalized human car¬ 
goes were landed — at least those 
that surs’ived the trip. 

These ships were built for speed 
and as many Africans as possible 
were jamm^ into the holds. One 
record notes that the large numbers 
of sharks found to inhabit major 
harbors in the area, was due to the 
practic'e of dumping bodies of those 
that did not survive the trip, over 
the side? 

Trincomalee's mission was not 
to actually give chase to the slave 
ships, that was a job for fa.st naval 
brigs; rather she acted as a mobile 
headquarters for the Royal Navy 
Slavery Patrol. During this time 
she was assigned many other rou¬ 
tine tasks such as garrison supply, 
payroll delivery and dispatch 
duties. 

Service in the Caribbean had its 
natural hazards as well, for the 


area felt the effects at times of 
hurricanes such as the one (hat 
struck Antigua in 1848 and tore 
away some of TVincomafee’s 
spars. 

Following this she carried out 
patrol duties in the St Lawrence 
and Newfoundland areas before 
being dispatched home to be paid 
off in 1850. 

Her absence from duty was 
short lived, for in 1852 she was sent 
via the Horn to serve in the Pacific 
Fleet. 

The situation here was no better 
than what was experienced in the 
West Indies. After initial contact by 
the well-known explorers such as 
Cook and Vancouver, the Pacific 
natives experience various 
degrees of mistreatment from the 
second wave of Europeans. 

IT WAS DURING the period of 
the aftershock of the contact (hat 
Trincomalee arrived on (he west 
coast The blackbirden, slavers 
that raided South Pacific islands to 
supply labor for Mexican mines 
were hard at work. 

Missionaries with (heir charac¬ 
teristic zeal destroyed native cus¬ 
toms and forced the people to wear 
climatically unsuitable clothing. 
Competition for control between 
French and British-backed mis¬ 
sions often brought gunboat diplo¬ 
macy to the usually peaceful 
areas. 

There was also the problem of 
pirates in the Magellan Straits and 
the threat of an American-con¬ 
trolled gold rush in the Queen Char¬ 
lotte Islands. Add to th^e factors 
the problem of va.st area to cover 
and we see that Trincomalee bad 
her work cut out for her. 

Through the summer and fall of 
1853, Trincomalee was engaged in 
survey work around the Vancouver 
and Queen Charlotte Lslands. in 
September she visited Sitka, re¬ 
ceiving all of the usual official fan¬ 
fare from the Russian dignitaries. 

STRANGELY ENOUGH, in 
1855, Trincomalee blockaded the 
same town during the Crimean 
War. 

^ Following this .she had a small 
part to play in the search for the 
Arctic explorer. Sir John Franklin. 
Although Franklin died in 1847, the 
Admiralty still hoped to find him 
alive and .sent HMS Investigator 
and HMS Enterprise in from the 
Pacific to search. Trincomalee was 
sent with supplies for these two 
ships which were stored on the 
depot vessel, HMS Plover. 

Following this she surveyed the 
river Age-ee-puk, taking an Elskimo 
named Mamootsick as guide. Trith 
comalee sailed for Honolulu in Sep¬ 
tember of 1854 after short stop¬ 
overs in Vancouver and San Fran¬ 
cisco. After a short stay in the South 
Pacific, it was decided that a com¬ 
bined fleet of British and French 


ships would sail from Valparaiso to 
attach Petropavlovsk, on the Kam¬ 
chatka Peninsula. It was April, 
1855, and the major European 
powers were locked in a struggle 
with Russia. 

WHEN THE ALUES arrived 
however, the base was deserted 
since the Russian garrison had 
escaped up the Amur River in a 
number of frigates. The remaining 
building had been fired by a previ¬ 
ous Allied squadron and so Trin- 
comalee sailed for $itka. Here she 
found the garrison manned, but a 
prisoner exchange took pla^ and 
no shots were fired. 

Heavy weather set In and Trim¬ 
comalee received damage to a 
number of her spars and as woil, 
she lost her bowsprit, before the 
storm abated. 

Ordered south for repairs, she 
arrived at Sooke on Aug. 18 and 
entered Esquimau on * Aug. 25 in 
order (o effect repairs. Remaining 
at Vancouver Island for five weeks, 
ske headed to Honolulu for the win¬ 
ter via California and Mexico. 

War with Russia ended in 185< 
and Trincomalee spent her final 
year on Station, patrolling along the 
Mexican and British Columbia 
coasts. Towed by the Hudson's Bay 
Company steamer Otter, Trinco- 
malw was employed in surveying 
the East^^st waters of Vancouver 
Island. 

FINALLY ON MAY 2, 1857, she 
left the Pacific station at Valparai¬ 
so and iieaded home to Chatham. 

After arriving back in England, 
she entered a period of extensive 
refit as an RNR training ship. Trin- 
) comalee carried out reserve duties 
until 1896, when she was placed in 
mothballs. 

In 1897, Trincomalee began her 
present-day -career as a training 
ship, under the name T.S. Food- 
royant 

The name chan^ fs a rather^ 
Interesting story in itself for Foud- 
royant b French for •‘thundcrer,** 
not a particularly appropriate 
name for a cut-dowTi frigate that 
carried comparatively li^t arma¬ 
ment. 

It seems that a very fine ship 
named HMS Foudroyant. built in 
1789 along the lines of a French 
prize, was a much sought after 
vessel for u.se as a fla^hip by a 
number of Admirals. Nelson had 
her described to him by St. Vincent 
as, “The most perfect ship that ever 
swam in saU water.’* It Is no won¬ 
der that she served as Nelson's flag 
ship from 1799 to 1800. 

IN 1891 SHE WAS finally sold to 
a Hamburg ship yard for disposal. 

A wealthy philanthropist by the 
name of G. W. Cobb, the owner of 
Coldicott Castle near Chepstown, 
purcha.sed the hulk for 6,000 pounds. 
He restored her at a cost of 20,900 


pounds and she was to be used as a 
(raining ship for young EUiglish 
boys having a desire (o go to sea. 

Ha undertook this project be¬ 
cause be firmly believed that hb 
country's maritime heritage was a 
national treasure that shmiM be 
preserved In a functionUig way, 
much the same as (rain or mining 
museums operate today. 

While on a tour of harbor 
towns, HMS Foudroyant was unfor- 
tunatdy wrecked near Blackpool in 
a heavy gale and K appeared for a 
time that Cobb's dream of a train¬ 
ing ves.sel would end abruptly. 
Luckily however, Trincomalee was 
available Tor purchase at thb time 
and Cobb acquired her, renaming

IT B OBVIOUS (hat the choice 
was well founded In spHe of thb for 
she b only three decades short of 
being 299 years old and shows no 
sigi of retiring. Except for HMS 
Viefory, she b the oldest surviving 
ship of the Royal Navy, the only 
saUing frigate sUll afloat and in ne, 
as well as being the only leak huflt 
survivor of the old sailing navy. 
Apart from the USS QmsUtutkm, 
sIm h probably the oldest ship 
afloat in the world today. 

Interesting artifacts from the 
ship's early days have had a habit 
of turning up through the years. 
Foudroyant** cathead faces, called 
ratfaces, are still in existence. 
These were large bulk timbers fit¬ 
ted on (he hows of a ship and de¬ 
signed to support the anchors, when 
they were secured for sea. The 
name probably comes from' the 
term of “catting the anchor,** de¬ 
scribing thb secured position. The 
ends of the catheads were decorat¬ 
ed and M b thought that these em¬ 
blems evolv’ed from the decorations 
carved on the bows of early war 
galley's. :» 

Qi^lTE OFTEN these carvings 
expressed some characteristic of 
the ship as the USS Constitution has 
a tiger's face and HMS Victory has 
a set of crowns. FoudroyadT also 
has a number of her cannons sur¬ 
viving as mounted pieces ashore. 

In 1975 a very rare artifact was 
found in a little-used storage locker 
and it was determined to have been 
an implement used for picking up 
red hot 12-poand cannon hails, dur- 
iog a “hot shot'' attack.

In his previous work with 
people, Dave had developed a gentle, accepting 
approach to helping others help themselves. 

“It was dlfHcult to adjust to the more* an 
thoritarian role of a probation officer,*’ Dave 
explained to new social work students at an 
orientation session. “1 found that I had to bt* 
more directive, more Judgmental.” 

PLANNING TO WORK in rural B.C., Brown 
has given considerable thought to the changes 
needc'd to improve social services in non-urban 
arc‘as. 

“Rural workers must have gencralbiHi rath 
er than specialized training. They need to be as 
capable in working with groups as they are with 
individuals: as familiar with the needs of the 
elderly as they are with unemployment prob 
lenis. A variety of skills is requireid to develop 
new resources in small communities.”

grounds need to become more aware and ac- 
t epting of rural norms and lifestyles, “and we 
lu’ed more social service personnel committed to 
rural communities. Most serve in small towns 
for two or three years and then move on to more 
populated areas. Salary and promotion incen¬ 
tives would encourage skilled workers to remain 
permanently and provide more effective ser¬ 
vices.’* 

KATHY HOBBS spent a summer working at 
the Nelson Community Service Centre. “I was 
gung-ho last year to begin my career in social 
work." she revealed. "I wanted to Jump in and 
contribute where I could to the conglomeration 
of problems that people face In our society." 

At some point during her field Pork, Hobbs 
became aware of her limitations in understand¬ 
ing real life problems. She hasn’t experienced 
pov-erty and doesn’t belong to an ethnic minority. 
.She has never been marri^, much less divorced 
or w idowed, and has never mothered a child. 

"Life experience. That’s wfaat I still lack. I’ll 
graduate with excellent theoretical and practi¬ 
cal training. From there 1 want to devek^ on a 
personal level. When first hand experiences 
have contributed to my personal growth what 
education has to my academic development. I’ll 
be prepared to function effectively as a social 
worker." 


IN ANOTHEK small town, student Wayne 
Klemmer worked in a converted house with six 
social workers. On Fridays he experienced ‘‘in¬ 
take’*. dealing with calls and clients coming into 
the office. 

"I was on intake early In my training, when 
an exceptionally troubled man came in seeking a 
financial supplement. In explaining why the 
extra money could not be given, I inadvertently 
UNcd an emotionally-packed word. Result? The 
client’s fist connected forcefully with my jaw. 
Some lessons in the field are learned rather 
painfully." 

Klemmer felt his summer experience great¬ 
ly enhanced his understanding of the Importance 
of listening to what the people in the community 
want and then helping them achieve the/r goals. 
"People in the interior Are understandably sus¬ 
picious of urbanites who too often go into small 
communities with a know-it-all attitude." he 
commented. 

A.S LOW AS SUMMER student salaries are 
by affluent standards, Wayne was amazed to 
learn that he was receiving more than a family 
of 10 on social assistance. "This reality gave me 
a det>per insight Into the financial strui^le of 
welfare recipients. 1 also began questioning the 
effectiveness of the counselling They receive, as 
many adequately paid counsellors can barely 
make it from one pay day to the next them¬ 
selves." 

These are members of the University of Vic¬ 
toria’s first graduating class from the ^hool of 
Social Work. When they become full fledged 
social workers, there will be no tumble from 
Ivory tower Idealism to real world actualities. 
Having hiked the trails, these students know 
where they’re going. 


First, they like the sky overcast, preferably 
dark so there is litUa reflected light on the water.

During migration, they are attracted to 
shallow water, mudflats ernf sandbars along 
rr.arshes and lakes and flooded meadows. In spring 
breeding plumage, they are easy to Identify. The 
least (A) has yellow feet and legs, a short, thtn 
bill and brown scaled back feathers. The semi 
palmated (B) has black legs and feet, a grayish 
back, and 1^ heavily streaked chest. Both nest 
in Alaska arxi across northern Canada. 



BUFFAiOnSH (IcHobuf cyfKinellus) - A close 
relative of the carp, this large-scaled fish frequents 
the quiet backwaters of marshes, ponds or lakes, 
feeding on the bottom. Food irKludes a wide 
variety of aquatic life, rarging from plants to 
Crustacea ar>d insect larvae. The buffalofish can 
grow to four feet in length, and weigh up to 
60 lbs. AAost, however, are considerably smaller. 
Its name is derived from their hump-back^ appear- 
arKe, due to the slope of the head from rr>outh to 
a point above the gills.

people at her moorage in Ports 
mouth for as long as possible. 

Once she b too to remain 
afloat, H b hoped that she will be 
preserved ashore where training 
can continue. 

Why b there all this interest in 
an old veWl for use as a training 
ship? Basically, it is because she 
can give aspects of education and 
character development to people In 
a way that cannot be done in other 
types of institutions of learning. For 
example, a secondary school in 
Derbyshire feels that it gives a 
person a chance to stand on their 
own two feet and al the same time, 
experience a bit of adventure. 

THE EXPERIENCE of one 
group'comprised of teachers and 
students, working together oo 
board, found that the relations be 
tween them improved and the best 
points of the people involved came 
to the surface. 

The first taste of responsibility * 
comes hard for tome, but such ves- 
seb as the Foudroyaat pros’ides a 
means by which young people can 
taste success at overcoming diffi¬ 
culties with themseKes and with 
life in general.

The friendship treaty be 
tween Japan and China is not 
a military alliance.

"The Japan-China treaty 
includes an anti-hegemony 
clause, the object of which is 
the U.S.S.R.," Soviet Ambas¬ 
sador to Japan Dimitry Po¬ 
lyansky told a group of 
prominent Japane.se editors 
March 7. 

In a last warning early this 
week. Radio Mo.scow warned 
that a change in Soviet policy 
toward Japan was inevita¬ 
ble.

Philip closes box-office success for Canada 


WASHINGTON (UPl)—Princeton University .sci 
enlists have achieved a major breakthrough in nu¬ 
clear fusion that could lead to a cheap, abundant and 
safe power source in the next century, according to a 
top federal energy department official. 

The experiment uses the same power that is in the sun 
and the hydrogen bomb and, if perfected, could be u.sed to 
create energy out of sea water. 

The Princeton scientists used a small test reactor to 
produce sun-like temperatun^s for a moment inside a 
kind of magnetic "bottle." 

Fusion—(he nuclear reaction that powers the sun—is 
the joining of two atomic particles al high temperatures. 

‘‘For the first time in history*, the actual c-onditions of 
fusion have been produced in a fusion reactor In .scale 
model," said Stephen Dean, director of the department's 
magnetic confinement systems division. 

‘‘Experiments at Princeton University which began 
three weeks ago and are now in progress are the most 
significant development in the 27 years of the fusion pro 
gram." 

"ft has laid to rest the question of whether fusion is 
feasible from a scientific point of view—there Is now a 
scientific basis for embarking on engineering develop 
ment." he said. 

Reactor poses design problem 

Scientists produced fusion in the hydrogen bomb. But it 
has proven far more difficult to design a reactor capable ol 
containing the sun-like temperatures of a fusion reaction 
and to priNluc'e a sustained reaction that givp.s off more 
energy than is needed to trigger and contain it. 

Current nuclear reactors use fission, or the splitting of 
atomic nuclei. Those plants produce high amounts of ra 
dioactive wastes which need to be stored to protect human 
health. Their fuel could be used to product^ new a(omi( 
bombs. In addition, the plants depend on a limiti*d supply of 
uranium. 

‘‘The advantage (of fusion) for the world is that the fuel 
for the fusion reactor is universally available from sea 
water—there will be no fuel crisis lM>cause of the cost or 
availability of depletable fuels such as oil and natural 
gas," Dean said. 

The reactors used deuterium and tritium, isotopt's of 
hydrogen which could be derived from water, he added 

In addition, the fusion reactor produces "one millionth' 
of the radioactive waste of a fission reactor. "It is con 
sidered acceptable from an environmental point of view." 
he said, adding that only the walls and the structure of the 
facility would become radioactive, and there was no waste 
product like spent fuel. 

"We have made a great advance." said Dr. Harold 
Furth, one of the chief Princeton researchers. 

The Princeton experiment involved a small reactor 
called the Torus Tokamak. a doughnut-shaped device 
using a magnetic field to bottle up the blazing gas pro 
duc’ed by the fusion reacthm and keep it from touching 
metal walls it would otherwise vaporize 

More heat than needed 

"The sun u.ses gravity to keep Its fusion reactions in 
control, but we use magnetic fields." he said. 

A beam of hydrogen atoms was shot through the core of 
the reactor, producing temperatures of 60 million de¬ 
grees Celsius for one-tenth of a second. Dean said. 

Last fall, scientists produced temperatures of 25 million 
degrees. A temperature of 44 million degrees is needed U» 
produce a self-sustaining fusion process, he said. 

Dean said formal announcement of the breakthrough 
was planned for later this week. 

"We now know how to set the size of the reactor and 
how to calculate and scale it up in size," he said, adding 
that working reactors could be developed in 10 to 15 years 
and "it would probably be 30 years*’ before fusion reactors 
were used to produce electricty. 

Dean said the temperature experiment was one of two 
major breakthroughs expected in the fusion reactor field. 
The second, expected next year, will be to sustain the 
temperature for longer periods. 

He said the time and temperature elements would b<* 
brought together in the Tokamak fusion test reactor, cur¬ 
rently under construction and scheduled for completion in 
1982. 

Scientists have been attempting to come up with the 
exact formula for the controlled fusion explosion—the 
right temperature, density of gas, and maintenance of the 
reaction for a certain "confinement" period.

Sports-funding ball 
bounced to business 


EDMONTON (UPl>-Fed 
eral government support for 
amateur sport will be closely 
scrutinized and subject to 
cutbacks, but private cor¬ 
porations and the provinces 
will be encouraged to take up 
the slack, Minister of Fitness 
and Sport Iona Campagnolo 
said Saturday. 

In a radio interview, she 
denied suggestions that fi¬ 
nancial restraints would have 
cut into sports programs 
even more sharply if Cana¬ 
dian athletes had not per¬ 
formed well at the Common¬ 
wealth Games. 

‘‘That’s absolute non¬ 
sense,” the minister said. 
“We are in the midst of a 
game plan that will assist 
athletes and is geared to take 
us to the 1900 Olympics. 

“There are going to be cut¬ 
backs and there is going to be 
financial care and control. 
But one of the big stories of 
these Commonwealth Games 
is that what we have is a 


partnership between public 
and private enterprise. I 
think that we are going to see 
more of that partnership." 

Campagnolo said she was 
satisfied with the amount of 
support now given to ama¬ 
teur sport, ‘‘but I am also 
very cognizant of the fact 
that as we come to a time of 
economic stringency, there 
will be stresses and strains on 
us, and it will be necessar>' to 
bring in more of the private 
sector. 

“We are never going to be 
like the Eastern Europeans 
because we’re a country of a 
different nature. I think we 
are spending $25 million a 
year of the Canadian taxpay¬ 
ers’ money on the advance¬ 
ment of amateur sport. 
That's about a dollar a head a 
year." 

The minister said the fed 
eral government would nego^ 
tiate a new fund-sharing plan 
with the provinces when the 
current agreement for shar¬ 


ing proceeds from Loto Can¬ 
ada expired in 1979. 

“The first of January, 1980 
will show a new sharing 
agreement with the prov¬ 
inces and funds will be avail¬ 
able for national purposes 
and certainly amateur sport 
is a national purpose. I would 
expect us to maybe receive 
an added amount from the 
national lottery in amateur 
sport,” she said. 

Reacting to a suggestion 
Canada could legalize gam¬ 
bling to raise additional funds 
for sport, the minister said 
“covert” gambling had been 
conducted for years. 

“Everybody has bought 
raffle tickets and Irish 
Sweepstakes tickets—some¬ 
what covertly, as is our cus¬ 
tom.” she said, adding that 
“I’d rather the government 
manage it and all of it be 
public knowledge. . .rather 
thi^n having an operation that 
is riightly under the table.”

also take the name Paul or 
choose John, or Piii»-or al¬ 
most ahx name be wishes. 

But by papal traditioB he 
will not take the name Peter 
and probably will not take his 
own first name. 

Whatever mum ha setocta 
for himself os nilor of the 
Roman Catholic Chwch ho 
will have to announce It 
promptly. 

For choosing a Mme is the 
second decision of the new 
pope immediately after his 
election by the conclave of 
cardinals. The first is wheth¬ 
er to accept the office. If he 
does, he then most announce 
at once his name choice to the 
cardinals before be is pre¬ 
sented to the public. 

In making his choice the 
new pope will have many pre¬ 
cedents to follow. Among the 
most popular names used by 
popes in the past are John, 
Pius, Benedict, Clement, 
Gregory, Leo and Innocent. 

It is precedent that works 
against the name Peter and 
the pope's own name. Roman 
Catholics consider St. Peter 
the first pope. There has 
never been a pontiff Peter 
11 

In the early years of the 
church, pontiffs often used 
their own names. The tradi¬ 
tion of name changing be¬ 
came firmly establish^ in 
1008 with the election of Ser¬ 
gius IV. He had no last name 
and was known as Peter Pig’s 
Mouth (Bucca Porci) to dis¬ 
tinguish him from his father, 
known as Peter the Shoemak¬ 
er.

ROME (UPI) - Italy’s 
Communist party, once con¬ 
sidered the Vatican’s No. 1 
t^nemy, plastered the walls of 
Rome with posters sharing in 
the mourning for the death of 
Pope Paul. 

‘’The Communists of Rome 
and its province express sor¬ 
row and grief over the death 
of Paul VL bishop of Rome,*’ 
the posters read. They 
^raisH the pope’s efforts ”to 
promote dialogue, under¬ 
standing and possible agree¬ 
ments between men of differ¬ 
ent faiths and ideals.” 

The communists, led by 
Enrico Berlinguer, have been 
a decisive force in Italian 
politics since they gained 
heavily in 1976 general elec¬ 
tions. They give vital parlia¬ 
mentary support to the Chris¬ 
tian Democratic minority 
government of Premier Giu- 
lio Andreotti and have long 
tried to improve their rela¬ 
tions with the Vatican that 
once excommunicated them. 

Giulio Carlo Argan, the 
communist mayor of Rome, 
met Pope Paul on several 
occasions and was on hand to 
pay last respects.

NANAIMO Find the middle of the road between 
no growth and no controls, the Nanaimo Region Board 
has been urged. 

A resident of theCoombs-Hilllers-Krrington area, which 
has been embroiled In a planning controversy for several 
years, appeared before the board recently to remind direc¬ 
tors of what he believed were (heir duties. 

Robert Collins of Errington told directors that he bc‘ 
Heved they all represented the entire' region, and said 
(hat the majority of resident of Area F". Coombs-llilliers 
Errington. had indicated they wantc'd some form of plan 
ning controls. 

C;ollins said that he was concerned about the conlen 
tioa of certain directors that “decisions pertaining to a 
partieular regional area should be with only the direc 
tor of the area aff^ctcMi.'' 

Although Collins did not refer specifically to the director 
for Area F Joseph Pullen, it has been Pullen's contention 
that he should have the say on matters affecting his area. 

Pullen has been in favor of removing regional planning 
controls and recently went a step further in joining a prov¬ 
ince-wide group intent on doing away with re^onai 
boards. 

PuUen is vice-president of the recently-formed Land 
Owners and Taxpayers Rights Association Committee (LA- 
TRAC). which already has 10 chapters on Vancouver Is¬ 
land. 

Pullen asked Ckillins last week if he was familiar with 
the provincial gov't^mment control over subdivision, health 
reguiatioits and agricultural land reserves, which Pullen 
said provided enough contnds for the area. 

Collins replied that a March 8 meeting, sponsored 
by the Nanaimo Region Board, indicated that Area F 
residents wanted some form of planning controls. 

The meeting, held in Coombs, was called so that the 
board could get public input on subdivision bylaws, specif! 
caily Bylaw 126. which is a subdivision freeze. 

*‘At a subsequent board meeting, ail but two of the 
directors who attended the Coombs meeting stated that 
they were of the opinion that a majority of Area F resi¬ 
dents, though not specifically in favor of Bylaw 126. wished 
to see it retained until a suitable subdivision and land-use 
bylaw could be instituted." Collins said. 

Bylaw 126 was later overturned by the B.C. Supreme 
Court, but the region has decided to appeal the ruling. 

Collins .said that Bylaw 126 was like a leaky roof — “in 
'adequate but certainly better than no roof at all." 

Collins added that he was not crazy about bylaws, but 
that he believed one good planning bylaw could do away with 
the need for more specific bylaws later. 

“Between those who wish no controls and those who 
wish no growth there must be a middle ground." (Collins 
said. 

^If (his board is to fulfil its obligation to Area F, it must 
find that middle ground and provide an opportunity for 
reasonable compromise."

You.) 

The envelope was ad¬ 
dressed to Campbell 
River, giving a box num¬ 
ber and street address. 

The card was filed as 
Exhibit 4. The inquest, 
which has met four times, 
resumes for the final time 
Monday.

times-bewildering choice of brands and sizes on the food 
sheK’es.'did you ever wish you had a computer to help in 
the decision-making? 

Fifteen Malaspina College students did have a com 
puter. and they set the computer, and their own ener 
gies, to the task of untangling some of the grocery-shop¬ 
ping maze. 

And while they didn't find clear-cut answers to all your 
grocery shopping problems, they did find some trends that 
choppers can apply to their own market habits. 

The students, who were enrolled in the spring session 
of the Economics 222 class, instructed by Chris McDon¬ 
nell. collected prices at Nanaimo supermarkets from 
January to March, to amass the information with which to 
compare the average cost of baskets of goods, shopping 
Saturday versus Tuesday, the cost of house brand vesus 
name brand, the cost of shopping convenience and pur¬ 
chasing in quantity. 

Students visit^ seven Nanaimo stores in their shop¬ 
ping trips, which were every TuoMUy and Saturday in the 
eight-week period. 

The stores were the Super-Valu stores at Northbrook 
Mad and Harewood; Safeway stores at Terminal Park and 
Harbor Park; the Overwaitea at Terminal Park; the 
IGA in North Wellington, and the C(H>p in Harewood. 

The KM has since moved to a new location a short dis¬ 
tance from its previous spot. 

Prices of 72 items were rec'orded. and used to 
calculate the average cost of two different market baskets 
of goods. 

The market baskets were designed to represent an 
average purchase by a family of two adults and two 
(I'enagers. Basket A was for a family income of $13,300 and 
basket B of 

The students collected some 8.064 bits of informa 
tion. in their pricing of 72 items at seven stores 16 
times. 

The collected prices were then analysed for their 
implications for shop^rs. 

The seven stores were ranked according to the aver 
age cost of the two baskets of groceries. iMt the stud> 
warns that the average cost of the supermarket basket 
differed on different days. 

Also. McDonnell, who wrote the report said, al¬ 
though the C;o-op received the highest ranking, that is, for 
the cheapest basket of goods, there are some costs asso¬ 
ciated with belonging to the Co-op which were not includ¬ 
ed in the study. 

Shoppers mu.st also weigh the fact that conveniences 
available at other supermai^ets are lacking at the Co-op. 
F'or example, shoppers bag their own groceries and mark 
their own prices. 

In the table summary of basket costs, the Co-op rt'- 
ceived first spot fur both basket A and B, with an average 
cost of $50.M and $68.17. respectively. 

Safeway Harbor Park look second spot for basket A. 
with an average cost of $52.96 and third spot for basket B 
with $73.02 

.Safeway Terminal Park was third for basket A, cost 


ing $33.36 and second for basket B, $73 even. 

JiupeJC'Vahi NoilhbrookjMtfurtb fipol for baaM A. 
widfi^ doit of $34.29, dii seliiith for Maket B, at 
$73JI. 

Super-Valo Harewood was fifth for both baskets, with 
an average of $34.81 for basket A and $74.16 for basket 
B. 

Overwaitea was sixth in both categories, with an aver¬ 
age of $33.34 for basket A and $74 J7 for basket B. 

The IGA was seventh for basket A, with a cost of $36.27 
and fourth for basket B. with $73.34. 

The study said that because the cost per basket is an 
average, k does not moan the rankings will be accurate 
every day. For this reason, the authors said, with suffi¬ 
cient information, shoppers can reduce the cost of gro¬ 
ceries by shopping different stores on different days. 

Also, the study said, when the basket of go^s i.s 
changed, the ranking changes.

B.C. gives grant 
to subdivision 


The South Cedar Heights 
residential subdivision in 
Port Hardy has been grafted 
a $. 100,000 loan by the provin¬ 
cial government. 

Municipal Affairs and 
llousint^ Minister Hugh 
Curtis said recently that the 
loan was for (he sei'ond stage 
of development consisting of 
residential lots. 


Last October, loans of $873. 
000 were approved^ for the 
first stage of development, 
which pr^uced 36 resi^ntial 
lots and one multi-family 
site

stage will var>' and ser\ tced 
lots will cojif between $8,750 
and $12,000 


"For example, IGA. which is the most expensive for 
basket A (rank seven) is just slightly abot’e average for 
basket B (rank four). One of the reasons for this result is 
that basket B contains more expensive cuts of meat and 
the price of meat at IGA is lower than average." 

The report suggests an exercise the consumer can 
carry out, using the information gathered by the students, 
applied to the shopper's own normal shopping list, to get 
the average cost of his own shopping basket at each of 
the stores. 

There are two complete copies of the report along 
with the individual data from each observation on reserve 
in the college library for persons interested in looking at 
all the raw data. 

The students looked at the prices on Tuesday versus 
Saturday because there are usually more advertised spe¬ 
cials on Saturday. 

However, the study said, tests by many of (he students 
indicate that there was no significant difference in the 
cost of either basket on the two days. 

But. because of the Saturday advertised specials, 
shoppers who purchase more than one week's supply of 
specially priced products may benefit. 

In the test of house brands versus name brands, the 
study found name brands 20 per cent more expensive. 

There can be quality differences between name 
brands and house brands, the study said but where there 
are not, or the differences are negligible, considerable 
savings can be made by purchasing ^e least expensive 
brancT 

“Even where quality differences do exist, it is inter¬ 
esting to note how much quality costs." the study said. 

Two students attempted to estimate the savings of 
buying in bulk, and were able to save 8.3 to 10 per cent. 

One student saved nine to 10 per cent by buying a five- 
week supply of goods one week, buying each item at the 
stort' where it was the cheapest. 

But. (he report said, the cost of gathering this infor¬ 
mation. travelling from store to store, weighs heavily 
against these savings. 

A more practical method, used by a second student, 
resulted in an 8.3-per-cent saving. 

He purchased all items at the Co-op, except those 
which were non-perishabie and on sale at other stores. 

He purchased the sale items in bulk, to result in the 
8.5-per-cent saving. 

The method does require tying up money in a stock of 
food, but tbe percentage of return it high, 110 per cent 
per year. 

Obviously, the report said, a little effort keeping track 
of the average price of items and sale prices, and shopping 
accordingly pays large dividends. 

The report suggested that a local paper could provide 
a valuable service to shoppers by publishing monthly the 
average price for a comprehensive number of items so 
that simpers would have a ready reference guide for de¬ 
termining if advertised prices were true bargains.

However, Ray St. Dennis, 
camp administrator in Vic¬ 
toria, refused to comment on 
what stage negotiations had 
reached for tbe takeover, or 
to give any further details at 
thb time. 

St. Dennis did confirm that 


the Lake Owiehan camp was 
closing and that the Lions 
Society was reluctant to 
spend money for needed im 
provements to a facility that 
doesn't belong to it. 

Fbr the past 10 yqars the 
Kiwanls Camp Society has 
leased the Cowichan Lake 
site to the Lions Society. 

The Kiwanis Club directors 
are expected to meet later 
this month to decide the fu¬ 
ture of their lakefront prop¬ 
erty at Lake Cowichan 


It is thought that tha 
Kiwanians may continue 
their own camp for the handi¬ 
capped at this site. 

The Lake Cowichan camp 
was the scene of a tragedy in 
July of last year, when .seven 
campers drowned after a 
pontoon boat carrying them 
capsized. 

St. Dennis, a former Lake

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Late burst moves England ahead of Aussies 


EDMONTON (CP) — Canada wound up its most biic< 
cesfful adveotura lo intarnatkmal tporU compotitloa Satur¬ 
day, capturing one gold medal on a day on which England 
came on with a bunt of victories to edge Auatralla for 
second place at the 1978 Commonwealth Games. 

England won six of the nine final track and field events 
to bring its total number of victories in athletics to 19 out 
of 38—far ahead of Australia and Canada, which won six 
each. 


DebMe Campbell of Victoria helped tl 
womea*s 4x499 team to a brome medal Satorday. Johdng 
the city athlete were Margaret Stride, Abm MacUe- 
Morelll and Rachelle Campbell. 

The English would have had another victory but Its 
winning 4x400-metre men’s relay team was disqualified 
because Glendon Cohen interfered with William Koskel 
of Kenya on the third leg. 

The Kenyans were moved up to first place, with Jamai¬ 
ca second. Australia third and Canada’s team of Frank 


Van Doom of Calgary. Dacre Bowen, a native of Calgary 
living in Philadelphia, and Bryan Saunders and Glenn 
Bogua of Toronto fourth. 

Canada finished up with a total of 41 gold medals In the 
188 Games events. England was second with 27 and Aus¬ 
tralia third with 24. 

The three countries have traditionally dominated the 
Games but Australia had been the No. 1 power In re¬ 
cent years, with England second and Canada never better 
than third. 

The last of seven golds In cycling went to Phil Ander¬ 
son. a 29-year-old Australian mechanic, who broke away 
from Pierre Harvey. 31-vear-old student from Rimouski, 
Que., and New Zealander Garry Bell In a three-man 
sprint to the finish line of the in-mile road race. Harvey 
won the silver medal and Bell the bronze. 

Canada, paced by triple winner Jocelyn Lovell of To¬ 
ronto. and Australia each won three cycling golds but 
the Aussies won the unofficial team crown by adding 
three silvers and two bronzes for eight while Canada had 
one silver and one bronze for a total of five. New Zealand 
won the other gold. 


Phil Olsen of Naaaimo was Canada*! onlv winner on the 
final daV of the Games, takina the Javelin with a best 
throw of 84 metres, under the Games record of 84.92 set 
by durles Glover of England In 1974 and short of his own 
Commonwealth record of 87.79. 

England’s six track and field golds came from Mary 
Stewart In the women’s 1.999 metres, Dave Moorcroft In 
the men’s 1.999. Keith Connor in the triple jump, Geoff 
Capes in the shot put, the women's 4xl09'metrs relay 
and 4x409 relay. 

Stewart set a Games record of 4:03.49 In the 1,900, 
breaking the Games mark set by Glenda Reiser of 
Ottawa In 1974. And (Onnor won the triple Jump with 17.21 
metres, breaking both the Commonwealth record of 17.02 
and the Games mark of 19.72, both set by Philip May of 
Australia. 

The biggest upset of the day came in the men’s 1,500 
in which Moorcroft outduelled world record holder Filbert 
Bayl of Tanzania In the stretch. 

Moorcroft was clocked in 3:35.48 and Bayl in 3:35.59 
with John Robson of Scotland third in 3:35.90. The winning 
time was more than three seconds off the world record 


of 3:32.29 set by Bay! in a memorable vkriory over John 
Walker of New Zealand In Christchurch four years ago. 

Bayl said afterward he plans to continue running the 
1,109 but will also work on the 1,000 so that he can 
challenge countryman Henry Rono of Kenya, the worfd 
record-holder and Games winner, at the 1980 Olympics in 
Moscow. 

Kenya was the only nation to challenge England. Aus¬ 
tralia and Canada hi track and field, winning five events. 

Scotland brought Ks gold medal haul in athletics to two 
when its txlOO-metrt men’s relay team won in a Games 
record time of 39.24. 

Other track and field golds went to Jamaica. Tanzania 
and Trinidad-Tobago. 

Kenya was also fourth ip total golds at the Games with 
seven, followed by New Zealand and India with five 
each. 

Four years ago Australia topped the Games with 29 
golds, 29 silvers and 25 bronzes. England was second 
with 28-29-21 and Canada third with 25-19-21. This time 
Canada added 20 more golds for an all-time record of 45 
while England slipped to 27 and Australia to 24.

Fashion too radical for many 


TORONTO (CP) - A Cana¬ 
dian fashion designer is criti¬ 
cal of recent fall styles shown 
in Paris and says if women 
decide to follow the European 
trends next season, “they will 
have to buy a totally new 
wardrobe, lase a lot of weight 
and have their hair styles 
changed.” 

Marilyn Brooks, who pre 
sented a capsule preview of 
her fall collection this week, 
said in an interview- that the 
Paris fashions “are over-ex¬ 
aggerated and will be wa¬ 
tered down for the masses.” 

At the Paris couture shows 
in late July, designers ig 
nored the soft, baggy styles of 
past seasons. Instead, the 
ilMOs were back. Skirts were 
straight as sticks, shoulders 
wide, waists were cinched 
and models wore high, high 
heels. 

Most of the clothes were 
black or red and the look was 
strict and severe after last 
year’s billowing skirts and 
over-sized tops. 

The Paris collections con¬ 
veyed to .Ms. Brooks “a 
giant-sized reversal” in the 
direction of “tacky Holly¬ 
wood glamor of the 1940s. " 

“My guess is that after a 


period of low-key dressing in 
natural fibres and lines, the 
European designers decided 
to made a radical and dra 
matic change and boy did 
they ever do it,” she said. 

However, she said she 
agreed with the skinnier sil¬ 
houette adopted by the Pari¬ 
sians and thought Canadian 
women might willingly wear 
padded shoulders “but they 
will b(‘ modified. " 

In her show. .Ms. Brooks 
opted for a slimmer skirt, but 
unlike the Paris version it is 
still soft and midi-length. 

She has achieved a sem¬ 
blance of the new silhouette 
by designing her dresses in a 
type of triangle using wider 
tops and big. kite-wing 
sleeves over a slimmer 
skirt. 

One sage-green day dress 
is in a .synthetic chamois fab¬ 
ric called Super Skin. It is 
styled with kite-wing sleeves 
and a loose bodice over a 


bniad elasticized waistband 
that can be pulled down over 
the hips or left at the waist¬ 
line. 

It is particularly attractive 
as it is available in three 
sizes—small, medium and 
large. 

Ms. Brooks also showed a 
.striking and demure bottle- 
green, panne velvet dinner or 
theatre dress. The surprise 
came when the model turned 
around to reveal a back slit 
from neck to waist and again 
from hip to floor. 

In her casual line. Ms. 
Brooks showed a variation of 
what she described as “your 
dad’s old shirt” worn with 
last .season’s cigarette pants 
tucked into cross-country ski 
socks and all-leather friar's 
boots. 

One outfit in cotton had a 
checked shirt with matching 
vest complemented by two 
narrow men’s neckties, tie 
pin and double wrap leather 
belt.

Happiness 
is over 65 


LONDON. Ont. (CP) - 
About 95 per cent of elderly 
persons are reasonably 
happy, says a study co-ordin 
' atiHi by Dr. Ronald Cape, co¬ 
ordinator of geriatric medi 
cine at University of Western 
Ontario. 

Dr. Cape said he hopes his 
study will destroy the stereo¬ 
type of the aged as a sickly 
group fraught with problem.s 
and that because there tends 
to be more Illness in the el- 
derlv, society concentrates 
on (nis point. 

The real problem area was 
among those over 85 and so¬ 
ciety should stop being “mes¬ 
merized by the over-«5s.” 

However, he said atatlstics 
show that the number of peo 
pie over 75 will triple In the 
next 60 years, and that while 
the problem area is with 
those over rfs, the second 
most dependent group is be¬ 
tween the ages of 70 and 74. 
This suggests that there is a 
group of people in their early 
70s who are “less robust” and 
hit their limit there, while the 
“biologically elite” progress 
through to 85 in good health. 

The study, which was con¬ 
cerned with people living on 
their own outside in.stitutions.« 
revealed that 60 per cent of 
the people interv iewed were 
taking medication. 

Cape said doctors shoud 
ask themselves whether they 
prescribe “a bit more freely” 
in institutions beiause they 
know the medication will be 
controlled. 

The study showed that 
more than 80 per cent of those 
interviewed had seen a doc¬ 
tor and about 13 per cent had 
been in hospital during the 
previous year. 

Heart, arthritic, respira¬ 
tory and diabetic problems 
were the major disorders for 
which people sought medical 
aid. 

Hospital admission rates 
were lowest among those liv¬ 
ing alone. 

.Some other findings were 
that women occupy apart¬ 
ments significantly more 
than men: about five per cent 
lacked family members or 
friends to provide help and 
only 6.3 per cent were unable 
to prepare their own meals. 

“It was surprising that 
none in this category were 
living alone, raising some 
doubts about delivered meals 
being based on established 
functional need.” Cape said. 


He said it might be a good 
idea for officials to look into 
the idea of “wheels to meals” 
to provide some people with a 
change of environment and 
other stimulus away from 
their homes.

Buckingham Palace—in Ottawa?" 

Many others have the impression 
that CUinada is all trees and Eskimos 
and aak whether there are gas sta¬ 
tions, banks, theatres, a place where 
bacon can be purcha.sed, post offices 
or motels. 

One man who visited the office, run 
by the Ontario ministry of industry 
and tourism, eyed the girls behind 
the counter and asked: "Aren’t there 
any fat girls In Canada?"
